A HOSPITAL SHIP 


Leipsic Judges Acquit Neumann 
on the Ground That He 
Acted Under Orders. 


HE: ADMITTED TORPEDOING 


Prosecutor Demanded Acquittal, 
Calling. Dover Castle Culpable 
in Carrying Wounded Soldiers.

LEIPSIC, June 4.—‘‘ Where shall we 

eat?’’ pretty young Frau Neumann said 


to her husband, Lieutenant Kart: a 


mann, the ex-submarine commander, 
med r Germany's Supreme 
Court had unanimously pronounced him 


hot guilty, even though he frankly ad- 


mittéd having torpedoed and sunk the 
British hospital ship Dover Castle. - 

This was the commonplace, undramatic 
finish of a case unprecedentéd in the 
history of jurisprudence. Nobody cheered 
or jeered. Even the dozen English ob- 
servers present réstrained their feelings. 

This unique trial took place in the 
Kaiserhalle of the magnificent Supreme 
Court Building, parieled in carved oak, 
lighted by stained glass windows with 
the armorial bearings of the States of 
the German Empire and adorned by life- 
size, full-length oil portraits of Kaiser 
Wilhelm I! and Kaiser Friedrich H. 
Wilhelm II.’s portrait was conspicuously 
absent. 


Seven Judges in Crimson Robes. 


Into this impressive hall filed the sev- 
en German Supreme Court Judges clad 
in dull crimson robes and wearing mam- 
moth ready-made white bow ties. Muf- 
fin-shaped bonnets of dull crimson com- 
pleted their costume. The seven lined 
up ‘were technically known as ‘the 
Punishment Senate’’ of the Reichsge- 
richt, Germany’s supreme tribunal, and 
as such they went through the motions 
of trying one Karl Neumann, aged 365, 
aceused of the crime of sinking a hos- 
pital ship. It was obvious that the case 
had been decided before it was tried. 

Chief Justice Schmidt, who looks like 
the Kaiser before he fell on evil days, 
was very kind, gentle and soft-spoken 
in questioning the accused submarine 
commander, and took every precaution 
not to scare the hospital ship’s torpedoer 
needlessly. A benevolent sternness 
marked the countenances of the other 
six German judges. 

Bet the climax came when the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, Germauy's Attorney 
General,..Oberstaatsanwalt Ebermeyer, 
made a moving half-hour >lea for a ver- 
dice of *‘ Not guilty.’’ 

After the prosecuting attorney had ar- 
gued for acquittal; the distinguished 
counsel for the defense, Dr.. Hahnemann 
of Leipsic, had hard work earning his 
fee. He did his b 
blanket defense of the eulenrnne: ie 
in general and hospital ship sinking in 
particular. The real submarine war cul- 
prit, ‘the man higher up, was actually 
on triai, but the German Supreme Court 
shrewdly ‘returned no verdict on that 
phase of the case, preferring not Eto com- 
mit, itseli. 

. Facts of the Case Uncontested. 

The facts of the case were uncontested, 
even unofficially, by the English ob- 
servers present. and as. the case weat 
on record it was obvious that Neumann 
was a mere underling, unquéstioningly 
carrying out the orders of ‘superiors. 

Neumann admitted having knowingly 
torpedoed the hospital ship: twice, but 
in a matter-of-fact. voice explained that 
he had_done so on the orders of the 
German Admiralty. Staff, from which he 
had received specific directions to tor- 
pedo Hospital ships which. did not com- 
ply with the conditions on which Ger- 
many was willing to grant hospital 


‘ships immunity. 


‘There never was any y legei case against 
He simply carried 
out the orders of .a military supérior. 
But an interesting historic foundation 


was laid at Leipsic today for a case 
against von Tirpitz and the ex-Kaiser.

FOR EDUCATION 


Corporation Announces ,Dona- 
tions to Institute of Pittsburgh 
and School of Technology. 


MUST RAISE $4,200,000 


The Two Institutes Had Already 
Received Nearly $30,000,000 
From Mr. Carnegie. 


$1,000,000 DORMITORY GIFT 


J. D. Rockefeller Jr. Said, to Be 
Donor of Building for For- 
elgn Students Here. 


The Carnegie Corporation of New York 
announced yesterday that it had ar- 
ranged to give an additional $17,462,000 
to the Carnegie Institute of Pittsburgh 
and the Carnegie Institute of Tech- 
nology. Part-~of this is made condi- 


tional upon the raising of. $4,200,000 from } 


outside sources, so that the institutions 
founded by Andrew Carnegie at. Pitts- 
burgh will probably have a total in- 
crease in endowment of $21,662,000. 

The two Carnegie institutes in Pitts- 
burgh received nearly $30,000,000 of the 
sum given away by Mr. Carnegie dur- 
ing his life, which reached a total of 
about $400,000,000. The Carnegie Cor- 
poration of New York was created by 
Mr, Carnegie with an endowment of 
9$125,000,000 for the promotion of educa- 
tion. The statement of ‘the Carnegie 
Corporation. was as follows: *~ 

“ As a result of joint. conferences held 
by the trtistees, respectively, of Carnegie 
Corporation of New. York, Carnegie In- 
stitute of Pittsburgh and Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology, a definite agreement 
has been entered into by Carnegie Cor- 
poration to give an additional sum of 
more’ than’ $47,000,000 over’ a period of 
years for: maintenance and development 
of the institutes. 

“The Carnegie Institute of Technology 
now has about 4,000. students. They 
come from every State in the Union and 
from all parts of the world. The plan 
new to be carried out contemplates the 
fuil completion of Mr,.Carnegie’s gift in 
developing at Pittsburgh a great tech- 
nical institute available for the young 
men, and particularly those in moderate 
circumstances, not only of ‘the Pitts- 
burgh district but of the whole country. 
The plan is distinctly national in scope.

Mellon Asks More Districts: 
For Federal Tax Payments 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—Creation 
of ten new internal revenue collec- 
tion districts was recommended to 
Congress today by Secretary Mellon, 
the present law providing for not 
more than sixty-four. 

The decided increase in the number 
of Federal tax payers, placed at 9,- 
000,000 for the year 1920, Secretary 
Mellon said, had-greatly added to the 
work of collectors, especially in popu- 
lous districts. He estimated that a 
total of 15,000,000 transactions. be- 
tween tax payers and collectors was 
involved and indicated that, if the new 
districts were authorized, populous 
districts such as those in New York, 
Chicago and Pittsburgh would be di- 
vided.

And. a Detachment of Former 
Pioneer Regiment Men Will Go 


to Rebuild the Roads.

DENVER, Col., June 4.— Denver 
hastily! mobflized teday all available 
forces to send relief to her stricken 
sister city, Pueblo. ‘The destruction of 
rail and other roads Jeading to Pueblo 
wag all that delayed its administration. 
ie airplane carrying Red. Lendrum. 
and a mechanic left at 3 o’clock this 
aftennoon with .a message from Mayor 
Bailey to the Mayor.of Pueblo offering 
any and all possible assistance. 

A train manned by guardsmen was 
made up this afternoon under orders | 
from State Adjutant Patrick J. Ham- 
rock,. and started at 7 o'clock this eve- 
ning. Mayor Bailey and other city offi- 
cials are preparing to send another relief 
train if the Pueblo Mayor calls for such 
assistance. Tents, foodstuffs, medical 
supplies, clothing—everything needed— 
are ready for instant transportation to 
the devastated city. 

In addition to tents and blankets, the 
train carried 2,033 pounds of beef, 477 
pounds of bacon, 2,534 pounds of bread, 
292 pounds of beans, 47 pounds of rice, 
2,037 pounds. of fresh potatoes, 596 
pounds of tomatoes, 196 pounds of 
onions, 160 pounds of fresh vegetables, 
286 pounds of coffee, 482 pounds of su- 
gar, 75 pounds of evaporated milk, 96 
pounds of salt, 96 pounds of lard, 24 
pounds of syrup, 97 pounds of soap and 
36 pounds of candies, 

The train was.in command of Major 
Bert M. Lake, Captain R. H. Jancke 
and Captain James G. Bennett. 

Sixty-five guardsmen, comprising the 
Denver-cavalry company and the Denver 
tank company, were carried by the train, 
the bes a having orders from Adjutant 
Hamrock to protect life and property 
and shoot on sight any one caught 
plundering. The train consisted of three 
baggage cars and one passenger car. 

Durbin Van Law, with fifty ex-service 
men from pioneer regiments, who are 
famillar .with such work, weére ready 
this afternoon to proceed toward, Pueblo 
to build and repair bridges that trans- 
portation may be established and the 
work of relief and rescue expedited. 

Under orders from Dr. W. H. Sharp- 
ley, Manager of Health, a dozen nurses 
and doctors attached to ‘the County Hos- 
pital were mobilized ready to leave at 
a moment’s notice. Scores of physi- 
cians, surgeons and private nurses have 
peta haa to proceed to the flooded 
cit 

Sixty- -five men, comprising the. Na- 
tional Guard troop at Montevista, were 
ordered to Pueblo this afternoon by Ad- 
jutant Hamrock. Webb of Den- 
ver also is mobilizing fifty ex-service 


men to assist in rebuilding roads and 
bridges. / .

FIRE FOLLOWS THE FLOOD 


Railroad Agent, After Night of 
Rescue Work, Says Horror 


Is Beyond Description. 


SEA OF MUD, SAYS AVIATOR 


IE REE 
Plane Takes Two Newspaper- 


men Into Area as All Roads 
and Lines Are Blocked. ' 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., June. 4. 
—The devastation wrought by fire and 
flood at Pueblo last night and this 
morning is beyond description, accord- 
ing to C. S. Railsback, formerly of this 
city, now sdecial agent of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway at 
Pueblo. Mr. Railsback made his way 
to Colorado Springs at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon by special Santa Fe motor car 
in an effort to get into communication 
with La Junta over the Union Pacific 
wires to order a special relief train: to 
the scene of the disaster. 

‘‘ Hundreds of-lives were lost and mil-. 
lions of dollars in property were de- 
stroyed,”’ said Mr. Railsback, ” Pris 
main ‘business district of the city 
gutted by fire and water and it ae 
never will be known how many hun- 
dreds of people perished. 

‘“‘ The entire residence districts in sev- 
éral of the lowlands were tompletely 


- wiped out... spent the entire night with 
‘hundreds of others rescuing women and 


little children from “thé fiood ahd my 
mind is so befuddled that I can hardly 
talk about the thing. It-was horrible 
beyond description, : 

“‘ I Baw several cheap frame rooming 
houses topple over and plunge into the 
raging torrent, each filled with scream- 
ing women and children, The scene was 
sickening.’’ 

Mr. Railsback said at one time there 
was fifteen feet of water. rushing 
through the Santa Fé yards. He de- 
clared the. yards were completely de- 
stroyed. To add to the horrer of the 
fl6od, fires started all over the city, not 
only in the business districts, but in 
many residence sections. The largest 
business houses of the city, inaluding the 
big banks, Crews-Beggs sfore, the 
White & Davis store, Straub’s )-trunk 
factory, the-King lumber yard and many 
others were wrecked by water or com- 
pletely destroyed by. fire, according to 
Mr. Railsback. 

The river broke‘ over its banks near 
the State Insane Asylum and soon there 
was a raging torrent from the~ high 
cliffs to the west of the union depot | to 
Seventh Street. 


View Ruin from Airplane. 

DENVER, June 4.—An airplane view 
of the Pueblo flood disaster was brought 
to Denver late today by William A. 
Kimsey, pilot, who flew to Pueblo with 
staff correspondents of the Associated 
Press and the Rocky Mountain News. 

After circling above the stricken ‘city 
to make an accurate appraisal of the 
havoc wrought by the flood, Kimsey 
and his passengers landed in the out- 
skirts of Pueblo, the first persons from 
the outside world to reach the scene of, 
the catastrophe. 

Following his return to Denver after 
a daring flight, much of which was ac- 
complished through low-hanging clouds 
which obscured the earth completely at 
times, Kimsey detailed the conditions at 
Pueblo as he saw.them from the air 
and heard of them from refugees who 
flocked about his plane after he landed 
at the State Fair Grounds. 

“From an altitude of about 1,000 
fcet,’’ said Kimsey, ‘* the’ business dis- 
trict of: Pueblo looked like a sea of mud 
and water. The district, which I know 
well from other flights over the city, 
was hardly: recognizable on account of 
vast piles of débris. 

“The railroad station stood out\as an 
island in a ‘lake, but the tracks were 
completely submerged, and cars could 
be seen floating about. The waters of 
the Arkansas were backed up on the 
right bank for what appeared to be sev- 
eral blocks, and that section of the city

vicinity of the Vaile Hotel was sub- 
merged. ;

A series of cloudbursts in half a dozen 
sections of the five counties hardest hit 
transformed dry creek beds and ‘trriga- 
tion ditches into raging torrents within 
a few hours. A. dozen coal mines in 
Boulder County are flooded, a score of 
small villages have suffered damage and 
a large portion of the business section 
of Longmont was under several feet of 
water last night. 

From Sterling comes word that four 
deaths was the toll of flood waters in 
that. region, while several persons whose 
fate is unknown are reported missing. 
Stoneham, in eastern Weld County, re- 
ports three of the deaths that are ac- 
credited. to this region. At Frederick, 
ih Weld County, two coal mines were 
flooded before all of the mules could be 
raised from their depths. 

Extensive stretches of railroad track’ 
belonging not only to the big. roads 
which traverse the northern Colorado 
district, but to the Great Western Sugar 
Company and other concerns, have been 
washed out or piled high with debris. 
The loss of live stock has been heavy 
and thousands of acres‘of growing crops 
have been. destroyed. The sugar beet 
loss will be tremendous.

Disaster Came Suddenly.

A heavy rain began falling at Swal- 
lows, about fifteen miles west of Pueblo, 
at 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon. It 
really amounted to a cloudburst, and 
sent the Arkansas River on a rampage. 

Virtually no rain fell in Pueblo, but at 
5 o'clock the river had gone over its 
banks in the city. 

Residents of the Grove distric 
foreigners, had been warned: that the 
flood was coming, but they did not leave 
their small frame and adobe houses in 
time to avoid the onrushing waters, 
Seores fled for their lives from the flood. 

By early evening every basement from 
the river to the heart of the business 
district was flooded. People, marooned 
in office buildings, were removed by 
means of boats. At 11 o’clock the water 
was rising steadily. Then suddenly the 
wires went. down and Pueblo was 
isolated.

6,000 Lost in Texas Flood, 


The worst of the flood disasters along 
the Texas coast occurred on Sept. 8, 
1900, causing a loss of 6,000 lives and 
nearly $20,000,000 damage. This flood 
was caused by a hurricane from the 
Gulf of Mexico, which hurled great 
masses of water miles inland. The 
greatest force of this’ flood struck at 
Galveston and for thirty miles along the 
shore, both above and below Galveston. 


Thousands of persons were made 
homeless, and pill and rob of the 
dead and living were unsu in the 
history of Gisasters, according to army 
officers who were at the city after the 
flood, and also at San Francisco after 
the earthquake, ‘when similar excesses 
were ch ed by Brig.

REICHSTAG, 213 TO 77, 
SUPPORTS DR. WIRTH 


Approves His Recent Declaration 
Regarding Fulfillment of the 
Allied Ultimatum. 


BERLIN, June 4 (Associated Press).— 
The Reichstag today voted confidence 
in the Government of Chancellor Wirth. 
The vote was 213 to 77, with 48 members 
not voting. 

The vote of confidence was on the 

question of approval of the Wirth Gov- 
ernment’s recent declaration regarding 
fulfillment of the allied ultimatum. 
A second section of the same resolu- 
tion, dealing. with the Government’s at- 
titude toward the Upper Silesian ques- 
tion, also was passed by a large ma- 
jority. 

When the Reichstag opened at noon 
the Communists introduced a motion af- 
firming that the Government’s attitude 
was anti-labor and expressing_ the 
** deepest distrust of and opposition to 
the Government,’’ but this motion and 
one. introduced by the Nationalists, 
voicing lack of confidence in the ‘Cabi- 
net, were rejected by large majorities. 

Herr Boehm, on behalf of the Ba- 
varian People’s Party, declared benevo- 
lent neu ity toward the Government, 
after which the resolution of the Gov- 
ernment parties, the Majority Socialists, 
Clericals and Democrats, expressing con- 
fidence in the Government, was carried. 

The forty-eight members who abstained 
from voting on this resolution belong 
to the German People’s Party;. Dr. 
Gustav Stresemann, their leader, de- 
claring the party’s unwillingness to 
participate. 

Ajournment was taken by the Reich- 


stag after the result of the vote was 
known.

KATTOWITZ, Silesia, June 4 (Asso- 
clated Press).—Drastic steps have been 
taken by the leaders of Polish insurgents 
near this city to prevent plundering. 
Firing squads are busy every morning, 
and several times recently six meh have 


been. executed. at. one time for various'} 


crimes, In spite of the severe discipline 
the Poles continue rioting, and are re- 
ported to have robbed food convoys. a 

A young German was captured near 
this city yesterday and was beaten to 
death by the Poles. 

The food situation. in the industrial 
district near here. is serious. There is 
no fresh meat, and babies are dying be- 
cause of the lack of milk. .No beer can 
be secured, and because of the insuf- 
ficient coal supply lights are cut off at 
8fo’clock at night. 

The number of Poles has’ nottceably 
increased during the last ten days. 
Every crossroad is occupied by them, 
and the insurgents are streaming across 
the country in;large numbers. They are 
well armed and have planted machine 
guns along the road. The Poles agsert 
they will not fire on the British, as they 
do not intend to fight the Allies, but 
they declare they will not surrender their 
guns unless the Germans disarm first. 
Efforts to establish a neutral zone be- 
tween the Germans and Poles are con- 
sidered futile in some authoritative 
sources here, which point out that local 
clashes are bound to continue until the 
population is actually disarmed. 

Commandant Valian, the German head 
official at the town of Hindenburg, 
which is garrisoned by the French, has 
made an official report, accompanied 
by affidavits to the Interallied 'Com- 
mission at Oppeln alleging the severe 
mistreatment of 134 German refugees 
in, the adjacent country who, together 
with 400 others, were housed and prom- 
ised protection, the cha state but 
were removed by the Poles.

Adopted by League 
Committee Would Amplify 
Covenant to That End.

It is indicated, however, that, whatever 
plan is adopted by the Secretary of the 
Navy, the Atlantic will not be de- 
nuded of capital ships. Aside from the 
opposition that the stripping of the At- 
lantic of fighting vessels would arouse, 
the naval administration is said to be 
convinced that it would be poor policy tu 
leave the eastern seaboard without pro- 
tection even in time-of. peace. For one 
thing, the withdrawal of practically the 
entire fighting force of the navy from 
the Atlantic would mean the practical 
disuse of the large navy yards and othe:

The proposal to consolidate the fleet in 
the Pacific is based on the belief of a 
very influential school of opinion in 
naval circles that a serious tactical error 
was committed when the naval forces 
were. divided by Secretary Daniels into 
two practically equal bodies.

Newton Ready to Defend the Act, 
Saying It Clearly Expressed 
Will of the People.

Dean 
of Jamestown that if my advice on this 
yubject were sought by a public officer 
or body entitled to ask for it, 1 should 
be reluctant to render an opinion to the 
effect that a law, adopted by a majority 
of 781,648 votes of the people, was un- 
constitutional, in view of the presump- 
tion of constitutionality to which legis- 
lative enactments are entitled and the 
fact that it is one of my duties to sup- 
port the constitutionality of statutes. 

**I feel compelled now to repeat that 
should the statute be attacked in the 
courts I would consider myself. under 
obligation to uphold it and further that 
1 do not expect to take it upon myself 
to institute an action for the purpose 
of interfering with the clearly expressed 
will of the people.’’ 


CLUB ROW GOES TO REFEREE 


Will Decide on Audit for Press 
Organization. 


Supreme Court Justice Tierney decided 
yesterday ‘that he would appoint a ref- 
eree to determine whether the directors 
of the New York Press Club should be 
required to file an accounting of the 
financial condition of the club. The ap- 
plication to compel an accounting was 
made by Patrick McEvoy, G. Selmer 
Fougner, Charles S. Salomon, Abraham 
Baerman and August C. Reimer, who 
contended that recent activities of the 
club in respect to obtaining associate 
members and to publishing a history of 
the World War should be investigated 
and that the books of the club contain 
irregularities. 

E. Percy Howard, President of the 
club, and other officers of the ‘organiza- 
tion insisted that there was no basis for 
the inquiry and pointed out that the 
books were examined regularly by an 
accountant who was not a member of 
the club. For this reason the Court ruled 
that the petitioning members should pay 
the expense of the referee if the in- 
quiry showed there was no ground for 
the demand made by the petitioners. 
The latter consider the decision a vic- 
tory for them and will defray the ex- 
penses. :

FAIL TO FIND CLUE 
TO KIDNAPPED BOY 


Police Ave Confident That Verotta 
Child Will Be Released to - 
Save Prisoners. 


Detective Sergeant Michael Fiaschetti, 
head of the Italian Squad, yesterday 
afternoon admitted that the search for 
Giuseppi Verotta, the 5-year-old boy 
who was kidnapped on the atfernoon of 
May 24 while playing with other chil- 
dren in front of his tenement home at 
354 East Thirteenth Street, had come to 
a dead stop. 

‘‘We have run down every clue,” he 
explained, ‘‘ and now we find ourselves 
facing a stone wall. We are most con- 
fident, however, that no harm will be- 
fall the’ boy and that his captors will 
abandon him in some out-of-the way 
place. We base our belief in the confi- 
dence that the five Sicilians arrested 
by us last Thursday night, while ex- 
.terting $500 from the parents of the 
child, were actively concerned with the 
kidnapping plot and that their con- 
federates, knowing that these five men 
would be charged with murder should 
they slay the boy, are only waiting for 
a favorable oportunity to turn him 
adrift. 

** Detectives are vigilantly patrolling 
the various communities in the city in- 
habited by Italians in the hope of com- 
ing. across the boy. Immediately upon 
a policeman reporting that he has found 
a boy answering the description of 
Giuseppi, detectives are sent to question 
the. boy.. Much of the time of the de- 
tectives has been taken up answering 
calls of that kind. 

“There was reason to fear that the 
men yould carry out their threat to kill 
the child if their demand for the $2,500 
ransom was not complied with, but now 
that we have five of them under arrest 
this has been dispelled. 

‘““We are not dealing with ordinary 
criminals in this case,’’ continued 
Fiaschetti, ‘‘we are dealing with des- 
perate criminals, who seem to have the 
gift of smelling a policeman two blocks 
off. The life of a boy was at. stake, 
and it was our belief, in planning for 
the arrest of these five men, that when 
we had them in custody the captors of 
the body immediately would releade him 
in an effort to persuade the parents of 


the. child. from aiding us in our prose- 
eution of the men on an _ extortion

Mother and Child Pulled to 
Safety From Runaway Car by 
Policeman. 





Patrolman Louis Glantzlin of the Rich- 
mond Hill Precinct in a thrilling rescue 
Friday night saved the lives of Mra.

DECLARES ARMY PLANE 
DANGER®US IN STORM 


Capt. De Lavergne Says Curtiss- 
Eagle Was Unbalanced to Make 


Room for Passengers. 





WASHINGTON, June 4.—Captain de 
Lavergne, air attaché of the French 
Embassy, who declared last Sunday that 
the army Curtiss-Eagle ambulance ‘plane 
which crashed last Saturday night near 
Indian Head, Maryland, with a loss of 
seven lives, was unalanced, has issued 
a statement to the Army Air Service in 


amplification of his previous statement 
of the accident. 


‘‘The big trouble in the construction 


of commercial airplanes,” he says, ‘‘is 
to secure the room necessary for the 
passengers because, while the weight of 
the human body is not so great, it is 
very cumbersome and takes up much 
space, so in this airplane it is certainly 
true that the centre of gravity was car- 
ried toward the tail, particularly by the 
last two passengers, and the pilot was 
obliged to lift the tail to avoid stalling, 
and, therefore, the loss of the necessary 
flying speed.” 

“This peculiarity,’’ said Captain de 
Lavergne, ‘ is not a cause of serious in- 
stability in good weather, but is cer- 
tainly, as I think, a cause of difficulty 
for the flier to control the plane in 
rough weather. The Curtiss-Bagle plane 
is a very good plane, very well con- 
structed and the flier, whom I watched 
all the time was very good,” 

Captain de Lavergne made the trip to 
Langley Field, Virginia, from Washing- 
ton in the Curtiss-Eagle ambulance last 
Saturday, but said he declined to return

WORK TO BE DISCONTINUED 


Army Commander . Regrets That 


Valuable Training of New York 
Youths {Is to End.° 


The last drill and parade of 2,000 boys 
trained within the last year under the 
Military Training Commission was re- 
viewed yesterday afternoon on _ the 
Sheep Meadow in Central Park by Gen- 
eral Robert L. Bullard, commanding the 
United States Army Second Corps Aréa, 
and his staff. Thousands of spectators 
applauded the exhibition formations, 
setting-up exercises and drills of the 
young soldiers in making. 

General Bullard said it made him sad 
to think that yesterday's review was the 
last to be held before the instruction of 
New York's youth under the. Military

‘“‘It is particularly ‘to be regretted 
that this splendid work is. to be dis- 
continued,’’ said General Bullard. ‘‘ The 
young men who have been trained under 
the Military Training Commission are 
an important factor in the defense of 
the nation, and this is true especially of 
these young men whom New - York 
undertook to instruct in the arts of the 
soldier. 

‘‘This military training tor the young 
men of the State is necessary because 
at present the country feels that it is 
unable to maintain the military estab- 
lishment that is adequate for its defense 
in times of emergency. Consequently 
the young men who have been trained 
in the ways of the soldier and are ready 
to take part effectively in the national 
defense are in a position to render a 
service not only to their State but to 
the nation.”” . ‘

BOY SHOT IN HEART — 
WALKS FROM HOSPITAL 


Recovers Health With Seven Pel- 
lets Imbedded in Muscles of 
Vital Organ.

PATERSON, N. J., June 4.—A twelve- 
year-old boy walked out of the Paterson 
General Hospital here today with seven 


No. 7 shot.in the muscles of his heart, 
but perfectly normal to the casual ob- 
srever—one of the most remarkable 
cases in the memory of the members 
of the staff of the institution. 

The boy was recorded on the books of 
the hospital on May 1 as Lawrence Set- 
terfield of Bloomingdale, N. J., a few 
hours after he had been accidentally 
shot by his six-year-old cousin, Thomas 
Totman, in a game of ‘robbers.’ His 
condition was critical, and the physi- 
clans marvelled that the boy lived at 
all. When he did not die, the staff 
took -+-ray pictures of his heart and 
these plainly showed the shot—each 
about one-tenth of an inch in diameter— 
imbedded in the muscular structure that 
causes the heart to pump. 

Not only did Lawrence. regain strength 
but last week he became so spry that 
relatives asked permission to take him 
home. The boy also begged for the 
open air, and the physicians said they 
would let him go after they had made 
another examination of the heart. This 
was favorable, and yesterday the boy 
walked out as if he were just boy and 
not one of the remarkable cases of medi- 
cal history. Physicians said they had 
heard of one man who had been dis- 
charged from a hospital with a small 
bullet in the muscles of his heart, but 
they, did not know how long the man

detectives who followed the alleged dy- 
namiters from Cleveland, Ohio, to Mexi- 
co City. The Embassy being placed in 
& strategic position, a hundred mounted 
policemen can watch it within a circle 
of three blocks. The police state they 
do not fear an attempt will be made, but 
orders were issued for the immediate ar- 
rest of all suspicious persons found near 
the Embassy. ‘ 

Benigno and .Coletti were arrested 
charged with dynamite outrages in 
Cleveland, Ohio. American detectives 
tracéd the men to Mexico City, where 
they were arrested as they stepped out 
of an elevator in the Hotel Regis, where 
they have lived for the past few months. 

Feeling sure that extradition was im-

It -is also nOéw acknowledged 
hat one of the main ‘reasons, if not the 
principal, for the maintenance of Bolshe- 
vist influence in the so-called Far East- 
ern republic at Chita has been the 
presence of Japanese troops in Vladivos- 
tok and adjacent regions of Siberia, 
The pro-Japanese tendency: which has 
characterized, in general way, the 
military and. certain conservative ele- 
ments among Russians in those regions 
fis absolutely’ unacceptable to the popu- 
lation as a whole, which violently re- 
sents the presence of foreign troops on 
any Russian soil and is bitterly anti- 
Japanese. 


Bad News From Vladivostok. 


Very little gratification has been dis- 
played in Washington over the military 
coup in Vladivostok carried out by Rus- 
sian military forces, consisting of the 
former Kappel troops. Although weak, 
and in many ways unsatisfactory, the 
Viadivostok government was not a Bol- 
shevist government. Most of the elected 
members of that body, as well as those 
of the Chita government, belong to the 
moderate Socialists or to norfspartisan 
democratic factions. Hope was enter- 
tained that this represented a transition 
stage in a process of sane evolution. 

The coup at Viadivostok was therefore 
not carried out against a Bolshevist 
goverhment, It is traceable to the ac- 
tivities of reactionary Generals and old 
régime- men closely connected | with 
Semenoff, who is residing in Port. Ar- 
thur and ig tend aint bP Japa- 
nese haye been more than dow Bor 
says” tiie: thetée:. - Nope; thatthe, 
gtrenathening. of the Liberal Party in 

apan would result in the recall of Japa- 
nese troops from Vladivostok and other 
parts of Siberia. .Such a withdrawal 
would strike a blow to’ Japanes  mili- 
tarists, and there is a good deal of spec- 
ulation in Washington as to: whether the 
latest events in Vladivostok did not 
have some. connection with the efforts 
of the Japanese war party to justify its 
policy in the Russian Far East. 

The trend of opinion, however, is that 
these developments tend to strengthen 
and not weaken Bolshevism in Siberia. 
The blindness and’ short-sightedness of 
Russian reactionaries willing to gain 
their cause at any price, and no matter 
with whose aid, is deplored> It was the 
unfortunate influence of certain group 
interests that-turned the initia] successes 
of the late Admiral Kolchak in Siberia 
as well as those of General Denikin'in 
South Russia into failure and disaster, 


New Plots in Eastern Europe. 


Similarly some anxiety is developing 
in Washington over reactionary plots 
that are being hatched by Russian - old 
régime Generals and officials in Berlin, 
Budapest and Other capitals in Central 
or Eastern Europe. Reports coming to 


Washington for some time from ‘these 
points have disclosed extensive plots of 
revolutionary or counter-revolutionary 
character aiming at the restoration of 
monarchy in Germany, Austria and Hun- 
gary with a view to counter-opposing a 
restored, monarchical unity of those 
States to the general flow of democracy 
and socialism in the world. 

The Hungarian adventure was uncoiled 
recently and resulted in opéra bouffe. 
But. renprts reaching Washington say 
that the Russian reactionaries are as 
busy as ever, their idea being that as 
soon as‘ the Bolshevist régime falls, 
through the interior movement of the 
Russian people, an organized minority 
should enter Russia, seize the reins of 
power and undertake to restore the mon- 
archy. It is well understeod that these 
plans are futile and doomed to fail; that 
under present conditions in Russia any 
grou of . reactionaries or > militarists 
which could forcibly seize power would 
soon find itself faced by political and 
economic problems such as -have con- 
fronted the ' Bolsheviki;- that such a 
monarchial junta’ would ‘be: obliged by 
force of circumstances to use methods of 
administration _ which the _Bolsheviki 
were-forced to use in their effort to hold 
power against the: will of the. majority, 
and that ‘such an enterprise, even if tem- 

rarily successful, would meet the same 
ate as the autocracy of Lenin. 

The best opinion is that it is impossible 
to predict what form of central vern- 
ment will come.in Russiq in the result 
of settling. down. But, even if it were 
crowned by the figurehead of a monarch, 
it is the surest belief in waeripaton tha 
it will have nothing to do with any old 
régime autocracy; that the country will 
be a democracy, brought in from below, 
and consolidating government by the 
people themselves in firmly established 
golles and traditions of self-government. 
Reactionary plots undertaken in the 


interest, not of the people as a whole, but |: 


of small groups of former. privileged 
classes,. according. to the best. opinion, 
will have no other effect*than to pro- 
long the Bolshevist régime and handicap 
the natural and successful consumma- 
tion of the process of the restoration of 
Russia by the effort of the Russian peo- 
ple themselves.

IN LOGAL MARKET 


Strawberry Shipments Increase 
—Cherries, Raspberries, Black- 
berries and Melons Add to 
Variety. 


NEW POTATOES ‘CHEAPER 


Large Supplies of Vegetables Re- 
celved—Meat Demand Is Strong- 
er—Slight Advance in\Eggs. 
—eoeoeaoses 


Arrivals of é¢arly Summer fruits from 
nearby points featured the whole fruit 
and vegetable market in this city last 
week. Strawberries from the Hudson 
River valley have been received in in- 
creasing quantity to add to the supply 
from Southern New Jersey. White sweet 
cherries ‘have also begun to arrive in 
small lots from Hudson River sections. 
Red cherries from the. same sections 
are also in the market, The first red 
raspberries from New Jersey were in 
great demand and sold-during the week 
as high as 25 to 30 cents a pint whole- 
sale. 

‘* Besides the berries from nearby sec- 
tions,’’ said Herschel H. Jones, Director 
of the New York State Division of Foods 
and Markéts, ‘‘ several carloads of black- 
berries from North Oarolina, sixty-one 
carloads of -watermelons from. Florida 
and fifteen cars of cantaloupes from 
Texas ‘ang California added to the 
variety of fruits offered the New York 
public during the week. \Peaches from 
Georgia fmcreased in supply, but con- 
tinued to be of very poor quality until 
the end of the week, when better ship- 
ments were received. On Friday peaches 
sold wholesale at from 6 to 1% cents a 


‘quart, dependent on. the variety and 
condition.

Large Shipments of Carrots.

Fourteen of these cars contained old 
stock carrots from this State. The new 
stock came from Southern States as fol- 
lows: 12 cars from Mississippi, 4 cars 
from Texas, 6 cars from South Carolina 
and 1 car from Louisiana. The demand 
for the old stock cold storage carrots 
was very limited during the week and 
prices on Friday .were lower than last 
week. On Friday prices ranged from 
$1.50 to $3 per barrel, whereas a year 
ago, when only one carload of old stock 
carrots came into the market, as, high as 
$20 was paid per barrel. New bunched 
carrots sold from 2% cents to 5 cents 
per bunch on Friday. A year ago prices

sale. 

‘““The supply of white bunched turnips 
is steadily increasing, On Friday whole- 
sale prices were from 5-cents to 8 cents 
per bunch of four to six turnips.

Circular letters and printed statements 
are being sent to all mémbers of: the 
National Wholesale Jewelers’. Associa- 
tion, and the active co-operation of all 
members for a revision of hotel rates 
is’ solicited.‘ The letter refers. to the 
difficulties involved in obtaining higher 
margin of profit and sets forth the fact 
that under present conditions, including 
keen competition, ‘‘ profit margins are 
narrowing.’’: A saving .in expenses,- 
therefore, is pointed out as the best way 
of increasing profits. Among: the vari- 
ous ‘‘expense’’ headings which could 
stand downward revision the salesmen’s 
traveling expenses loom large in, the 
mind of the association.

COMING FOR RALL 


Canadians Also to Meet Here 
With Americans in a Get- 


Together Plan. 


GERMAN ACTIVITY AN ISSUE | 


Gathering Intended to Strengthen 


Ties In Coming Struggle for Su- 
premacy in World Industry. 
/ 


The greatest gathering of chemists of 
Anglo-Saxon countries ‘ever assembled 
will bé brought together at the Fall 
meeting of the American Chemical So- 
ciety next September, when the Society 
of Chemical Industry of Great Britain 
and its Canadian branch will meet_joint- 
ly in the city with the American “rgani- 
zation. Elaborate plans for the enter- 
tainment: of- the British and Canadian 
visitors have been made by the. Amer- 
ican chemists, and there is hope that 
the. bénds between English-speaking 
chemists: May be drawir closer, particu- 
latly ‘in: View “ot “the éfforts’ Germany 
is known to be making to regain domina- 
tion) of the chemical industry of the 
world. 

The Society of Chemical Industry of 
Great Britain is departing from its 
usual custom this year in crossing the 
Atlantic to meet in August with the 
Canadian branch of that organization in 
Montreal. At the conclusion of the meet- 
ings the British and Canadian chemists 
will start for New York to meet jointly 
with the American chemists. The de- 
liberations, according to an announce- 
ment made yesterday by the American 
Chemical Society, 1 Madison Avenue, of 
which Dr. Charles H. Herty is Director, 
will give fresh impetus to chemistry on 
the American continent, where some of 
the new chemical industries promise to 
rival the older German organizations. 

The functions arranged for the British 
chemists will begin immediately upon 
their arrival the lattef part of August. 
After visiting Montreal the delegates 
will cross the border on the afternoon 
of Labor Day when they will be met by 
a committee and conducted through the 
industrial plants on this side of Niagara 
Falls. They will be entertained at din- 
ner in Buffalo and leave on a: special 
train, arriving the following morning in 
Syracuse. There they will have an op- 
portunity to inspect the rege: J Process 
Company plant. The party will proceed 
to Albany and travel by night boat to 
New York. r 

They will be welcome here the’ next 
day by members of the American Section 
of the Society of Chemical industry, who 
will be, their hosts at luncheon, and 
elaborate plans are being made for the 
reception of the visiting chemists. The 
details of their entertainment are being 
worked out by a committee of which Dr. 
B. C. Hesse is Chairman, and Dr. Allen 
Rogers, Secretary. 

The first. formal introduction 6f Amer- 
ican, British and Canadian chemists is 
to be effected at a lawn party. on thé 
afternoon of Sept. on the College 
Green at Columbia University. Among 
the societies. asked to participate are 
the American Blectrochemical Society, 
American Institute of Chemical Engi- 
neers, American Section og¢ the Sociéte 
Chemie Industrielle, and the Manufac- 
turing Chemists’ Association of the 
United States. On the evening of Sept

_ SENSITIVE PUBLIC MEN. 


_ A political philosopher, after years of 
office holding himself, was asked what 
p thought to be the most valuable asset 
a public man could possess: His reply 
‘was: “ The hide of a rhinoceros.” Some 
statesmen, indeed, come to be fairly in- 
different to the slings and arrows of out- 
Fageous attacks. If unfair criticism 
amuses an opponent, they are willing to 
let him have the fun of it. They are 
convinced that it will not ‘hurt them—cer- 
tainly not in the long run. But others 
&re not sq constituted. They are unablé 
“see the advantage of what biologists 
all: “regulated irritability.” And the 
eurious thing is that it is often the men 
in public life who are accustomed to give 
» hard knocks themselves who display the 
- greatest sensitiveness under pin-pricks. 
_ Consider, for example, the case of Mr. 
Winston CuurcHiy. He is a hard- 
_ hitting orator. His carefully studied in- 
vective has been the feature of many a 
speech of his in the House of Commons 
‘or on the hustings.. Yet when assailed 
he is as sensitive as a girl. He even 
~ goes out of his way to pick up malicious 
gossip about himself that might have re- 
mained almost unknown but. for his 
singling it out to resent and denounce it. 
< Thus in a letter, recently printed in 
England, to the English publisher of 
the “Life” of Wuirstaw Rem, his 
Jealous eye spotted “a reference to my- 
self in 1908,”" when Mr. Rem was Amer- 
fean Ambassador in London. It was as 
follows: , 








‘Mr. Cuurcnu, *.* * went to 
Joun Moruey and asked his influence to 
get him (Winston) made Viceroy at 
Pscatia. Moria leaned back in his

FOR VISITING ROYALTY. 


Czar Boris of Bulgaria, accompanied 
by Premier STAMBULISKY, is coming to 
America in the Fall. The time is past 
when we could get excited over the visits 
of minor league royalty, but let us hope 
we can give the Bulgarians a good time. 
Everybody knows what Kings like to see, 
or feel that they must set, in this coun- 
try—Mount Vernon, Niagara Falls, 
Babe Ruru,, the Grand Canyon, the 
movie studios at “Hollywood and the 
Chicago ‘slaughter-houses. This, how- 
ever, means an expensive trip, and Bul- 
garia might better be saving up the 
money to. pay off the indemnity. 

It may be found possible to curtail 
the trip. Mr. STAMBULISKY says that he 
is going to visit “the great American 
“ people, who’ have done so much for the 
“ Bulgarians.” We have done a good 
deal for Bulgaria by establishing and 
maintaining Robert College, where many 
Bulgarian leaders made their acquain- 
tance with polite learning; but the great- 
est service America ever performed for 
Bulgaria was the refusal to declare war 
on her, as we did on her allies Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, or even to break 
off diplomatic relations, as we did with 
her ally Turkey. \ However this was in- 
tended, it was taken in Europe as a 
token of America’s opinion that. there 
was a moral difference between Bulgaria 
and her allies; and in Southeastern 
Europe, where Bulgarian armies had 
burned, killed and plundered, there was 
some surprise at America’s apparent ad- 
miration for the righteous Bulgarian 
cause. Up to the very day of the Treaty 
of Neuilly, Bulgaria’s neighbors who had 
exhausted themselves fighting off the 
Germans and their allies were desperate- 
ly afraid that America’s influence would 
enable Bulgaria to win the peace after 
FRANCHET D’ESPEREY’S army had finally 
put her out of the war. 

Our Government certainly did a good 
deal for Bulgaria, but the American 
people as a whole hardly deserve the 
thanks of Czar Boris. If he wants to 
save time, he can limit his calls to the 
people who were responsible for this re- 
markable piece of statecraft. In that 
case he may visit some eminent phi- 
\lanthropists in New York and some emi- 
nent clergymen in Boston, and then 
(after stopping off at the City Hall to 
receive the fréedom of this municipality) 
he may, if he sees fit, take the next boat 
back to Varna with the. consciousness 
that he has done all that ree: re- 
quires. 


RAILWAY WAGES AND RATES 


There is a general feeling that the re- 
duction of railway wages from July 1 
should be followed by a reduction of 
rates. But the rates should not be re- 
duced by order, as the wages were, until 
it is known how much wages have been 
reduced. There can be no objection to 
by 
agreement, ratified by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. After the visit 
of the. President to the commission 
it was said that more progress had been 
made in that direction than was publicly 
known. It is true that the railways and 
the shippers are better agreed than the 














railways and the unions, although the: 


Labor Board, like the: commission, has 
favored practical settlements between the 
parties in interest. That the railways 
are in a more accommodating frame of 
mind than the unions appears from the 
fact that not. one agreement has yet 
been reached between them, even after 
the Labor. Board has laid down the prin- 
ciples on which the agreements must be 
based. 
There is a contrast to this in the 
thousands of readjustments of rates 
already made to festore relations dis- 
turbed by the horizontal increase of 
rates. Since June last year the West- 
ern. Trunk Line Committee has had be- 
fore it 1,200 cases, and has acted in 
1,000. Ninety per cent. were reductions 
on such classes as building materials, 
grain, coal and lumber. The Pacific 


Freight Tariff Bureay has made 11,000 


reductions in 16,000 teadjustments. The 
Southwestern Freight Bureau has made 
many reductions. After 150 conferences 
with shippers the Transcontinental 
‘Freight Bureau has made 236 changes 
without public protest and presumably 
by agreement. The Trunk Line Associa- 
tion in New York has approved 2,266 
rate changes in 2,472 proposals. 
other hand, multitudinous increases or- 
dered by the Interstate Commission are 
under contest in the courts by some two 
score of State commissions. It cannot 
be said that the railways are backward 
about rate reductions. 


The record shows that rates have risen 


less ‘than prices. This is only another 
way of saying that rates have declined 
relatively to other prices. Details aré

The capital in them exceeds the 
total funded debt.of. the nation, and 
there is no other body of capital so de- 
pressed by exploitation, first'on theory. 
and thereafter in sacrifice to other in- 


terests. Rates should be reduced at the 


earliest practicable moment, but. those 
who pay the rates, or who expect to 
profit by rate reductions, are not the 
judges of the time or amount. 








CHANGING AMERICA. 


College oldsters must. feel a certain, 
affectionate regrét as they read the 
article in The:Atlantic Monthly by Pro- 
fessor WOODBRIDGE of Columbia: “ After 
Thirty-five Years; a Freshman of ’85 
to a Freshman of Today.” He is writing 
of Amherst, but he recalls the general 
state of American colleges of his time. 
The great influx of new ethnic and so- 
cial elements had hardly begun. The 
undergraduates were largely homogene- 
ous. The same traditions, ways of 
thought—if undergraduates think—the 
same sort of background and prepara- 
tion, belonged substantially to all. Every- 
body understood what “a liberal educa- 
tion” meant. Even President’ Exiot’s 
divagations among the electives, a sys- 
tem ‘that began at the University of 
Virginia fifty years before his time, had 
but abraded the surface of the secular 
convention. Latin and Greek were still 
firmly seated. Even in the larger col- 
leges, meagre enough by the side of the 
apoplectic -institutions of today, the so- 
cialist, the revolutionist, the ferocious 
radical, the questioner of all theories and 
the upsetter of all Governments, had 
hardly made their appearance. 

Now, even the happy hills of Amherst 
have been robbed of something of that 
old American idyllic simnplicity. Youths 
of every race, Parthian, Mede and 
Elamite, throng to the colleges. The 
homes of the -old Puritan “theocracy 
swarm with aliens. All over the 
country are millions of them... Strange 
tongues compete with English.. America 
of the pioneers and their descendants is 
hardly more than a literary tradition. The 
colleges and the country are penetrated 
for good or ill with new stockg and new 
notions. Millions of our population are 
ignorant of the English language, to say 
nothing of the common store of memories 
and aspirations that makes up a national 
feeling.. Americaris of all sorts are still 
essential vagrants, so that comparatively 
few families abide in the place where 
they were born. Public opinion, if there 
is any réal public opinion, is shifting, 
fantastic, transitory: 


In my youth in the Middle West 
alcohol and good society were stran- 
gers; but not so long ago the golf club 
and the country club possessed society, 
andthe highball became a social sacra- 
ment. Now prohibition has swept the 
country and lodged in the Constitution. 


Professor WOODBRIDGE tells his fresh- 
men that “we do not know what public 
“opinion really is, or who really sup- 
“ports it’ Well, we know that what 
passes as “public opinion ” is often the 
artificial creation of organized, endowed 
and noisy, active minorities and soci- 
eties.

nationality. 


Be he right or wrong, we shan’t quar- 
rel with him for saying that “we have 
“all been #0 busy in making the most

serise of individual responsibility.” Pos- 
sibly there is a good deal more of talk 
than action about these things.

“A delightful and encouraging rumor 
is passing around literary circles. -It 
relates to a momentous decision of “ the 
younger generation” of writers. They 
have made up their minds to “revive 
criti Apparently, they have been 
so busy creating that they have had no 
time to criticise. But.now. that they 
perceive the need of rescuing criticism 
from its low estate, it is only a question 
of their putting their h4ands—or pens—to 
the work. That they will triumphantly 
achieve it admits of no doubt in their - 
bright lexicon. 

That the older criticism is’ now ab- 
jectly obsolete is, of course, implied in 
the undertaking. What did~ SAINTE- 
Bruve know of free verse? Of what 
avail would it be to turn to BRANDES to 
get an opinion of modern literary 
“forms”? “Merely to mention the 
names of English or American critics of 
fifty or even twenty years ago is to 
show. how hopelessly they are out of ‘it. 
Yet in'such a bygone and back number 
as LOWELL our restorers. of criticism 
might find at least a prophecy of their 
present purpose. He called himself 
“child of an age. that lectures, not 
creates.” They have been furiously 
creating. Now they propose to stand off 
and lecture about their work- and pro- 
nounce it very good. ; 

No doubt need linger in any mind con-

PAY OF FEDERAL JUDGES. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: " 

The movement: to increase the pay of Fed- 
eral Judges is but simple justice to those 
whose duty it is to dispense justice to others. 

The Federal, judiciary is underpaid. Men 
who have consécrated their lives to the per- 
formance of the most important duties in 
our system of Government should -have: no 
cares about providing themselves. and their 
loved ones with the necéssities of life, and 
yet our Government has paid them so little, 
compared with the pay for similar service in 
other fields of endeavor, that, except in cases 
where the occupant has a private income, he 
has not been able to surround himself with 
more than the ordinary comforts of life. 

It has beén my good fortune to appear, as 
counsel, before many of these Judges. With- 
out exception I have found them men of the 
highest _ consecrating their lives, to the 
performance! of their duties. 

Typical of. the Hfe of a United States Judge 


is the story recently told of the lamented 
Edward Douglass te.

The movement to compel the branding 
of fabrics so as to show the percent- 
ages of virgin wool is backed by cer- 
tain politicians catering to the farmer 
voté and by a firm of woolen goods 
manufacturers who find it a good 
method of advertising their wares. 
Every one familiar with woolen 
fabrics and garments knows that the 
mere fact of a cloth being made wholly 
of virgin wool does not make it more 
serviceable or better in appearance. 
Some standard fabrics, such as Clay 
diagonals and the like, contain a per- 
centage of reworked wool. Certsin 
virgin wools make cloths which do not 
look well or wear well. Some of the 
best of English woolens, which per- 
sons are only too glad to pay high 
prices for, have a certain amount of 
reworked wool in their compositicn 
and are the better for it. To put an 
official stamp of inferiority on such 
fabrics would be simply an absurdity. 
The wool growers, who have been led 
into backing the movement by the piva 
that the passage of the bill, in question 
would help lift the price of their prod- 
uct, ought to know that the amount 
of reworked wool uséd is less, than 10

ANOTHER AUCTION OF 
RUGS AND CARPETS 


Third Big Sale to Be Had by the 
Alexander Smith &. Sons * 
Company Next Week. 





For the third time in not much more 
than sixty days, thereby establishing a 
new record for big auction sales in any 
industry,, the Alexander Smith & Sons 
Carpet Company yesterday announced a 
sale. of 41,000 bales of rugs and 1,500 
rolls of carpetings to begin on Monday; 
June 13. The‘sale will embrace various 
qualities of Axminster, velvet and tapes- 
try qualities, and will be conducted by 
Wilmerding, Morris & Mitchell at 105 to 
107 Fifth Avenue. Samples will be 
ready for inspection on Friday of this 
week. The selling terms provide for 4 
per cent. discount for payment on Oct. 1, 
with anticipation allowed at the rate of 
10 per cent. per annum. 

When the goods to be sold at the forth- 
coming auction have been disposed of, 
the Smith Company, since April 4 of this 
year, will have let out 174,000 bales of 
rugs and 9,000 rollls of carpeting in this 
way. Estimating the value of the goods 
to be sold at $3,500,000, as was done yes- 
terday by a sales executive of the com- 
pany, the amount realized on the total 
quantities mentioned will reach approxi- 
mately $13,000,000. Never before in the 
history of the floor coverings trade has 
so large a volume of merchandise been 
distributed by any company within st® 
short a period. This table gives the de- 
tails of previous sales and also the one

The actual and estimated sales totals 
ran this way: April sale, $5,500,000; 
May sale, $4,000,000 and June sale (esti- 
mated) $38,500,000, bringing the grand 
total to about $13,000,000. 

The forthcoming auction, according to 
W. Hi Parkinson, General Sales Man- 
ager for the Smith Company, will. be 
in the nature of a clearance sale. In it 
will be included all of the steck of 
rugs and carpetings which the com- 
pany now has on hand, as well as all 
the goods it will be able to produce 
up to July 1. This means that the 
company will enter on that date, its 
usual Summer period for closing fo 
repairs, without a single bale of cus 
or roll of carpeting in stock. In other 
words, it will face the Fall produc- 
tion period with its stocks 100 per cent. 
liquidated. With this production period 
made shorter than usual by the fact 
that it will not begin until after, the 
endin of the indefinite period the mills 
be closed for repairs, the company will 
be in a very. strong position from a 
merchandising viewpoint. 

Commenting yesterday on the ability 
of the jobbing and retail trades to ab- 
sorb the goods to be put up at the 
coming auction, in view of their heavy 
purchases at the two previous sales, 
Mr. Parkinson asserted there was little 
doubt that all of the merchandise would 
be sold. ‘‘ Reports reaching us from 
all over the country,’’ he said, ‘‘ some 
of them as recently as this morning, tell 
of a very good retail business in floor 
coverings. ven the South is remarka- 
bly good in this respect, all things con- 
sidered, and-our Spring orders fro re- 
tailers in that part of the country have 
easily been 75 per cent. normal. Texas, 
in particular, has been very satisfac- 
tory. Retailers everywhere appear to 
be short of stock, and this is reflected 
in the very good business now being 
one by the jobbing trade.’’ 


DIAMOND OUTPUT OF 1920. 


In Its Value That of South Africa 
Constituted a Record. 


The value of diamond production in 
the Union of South Africa last year con- 
stituteda record for the industry, with 
an output valued at £14,762,899. The 
previous record year was 1919, when 
the total was £11,734,495. While produc- 
tion value last year made a record, the 
sales of diamonds fell below the 1919 
total. This decrease is accounted for, 
Trad Commissioner P. J. Stevenson ex- 
plains, by the large drop in volume sales, 
which were only 1,765,993.82 carats, as 
compared with 1919 sales of 2,648,931 
carats. The sales total would have been 
éven less in value except for the increase 
in the price realized, which was 117s. in 
1920, against the 1919 figure of 101s. per 
carat. The last five years have shown 
a realization ‘value of £4,114,968 below 
the value of the output. 

-It is to be noticed that production in 
the last six years has been practically 
constant, outside of 1914, which was an 
abnormal year; 1917 was the high mark 
in this‘period with 2,902,416.61 carats, 
and 1916 the lowest with 2,346,330.21, 
In the last three years. production has 
fluctuated approximately by only 50,000 
carats. The year: 1910 is still the record 
by volume for the industry, 5,456,558 
carats Seine taken from the earth in that 
twelvemonth.

Bgypt and the British West Indies. Fi- 
nancial support for the encouragement 
of cotton growing within the empire will 
be more generous in. the future, as is 
indicated in the provision of £50,000 for 
such development this year, as compared 
with an item of £10,000 that appeared 
in last yeat’s budget. 

It would be @ bold man, déclares Com- 
méreial Attaché Alfred P. Dénnis, who 
would prophesy at the presént day as 
to\what this effort will mean ten years 
hence in supplying the mills of Lan- 
cashire with raw material. British ex- 
perts figure the nofmal itcrease in 
the world’s cotton consumption at about 
500,000 bales a year. He days it is doubt- 
ful if the most hopeful proponents of 
cotton growing within the empire arniti- 
cipate @ het expansion of more than 
this amount a year in the outturn of 
British-grown cotton. 

In other words, the efforts now under 
way to stimulate the production of Brit- 
ish-grown cotton will nét, wadér norma? 
conditions, more than keep pace with the 
world’s increasing demands. It may be 
concluded, therefore, that while in- 
creased cotton production within the Em- 
pire may serve to check swelling de- 
mands by Lancashire upoa American 
sources of supply, so far as world mar- 
kets for American cotton are concerned 
no diminution in demand may be antic- 
ipated as a result of the British cam- 
paign. ‘ 

In surveying the British cotton areas 
under production and those considered 
available for cottonsgrowing, Mr. Dennis 
bce out that the economic dislocatiéns 

rought about by the war have not only 
served to emphasize the nééd but have 
at the same time opened new opportuni- 
tiés for tropical ‘agricultural develop- 
ment. One may advert, in connéctio 
with this, to e extension of. British 
control, rough mandate or otherwise, 
over such BS hgempenr J areas as Mesopota- 
mia and Tanganyika. Thése- countries, 
however, must be ranked with Rhode- 
sia and Nyasaland rather as favorable 
prospects, and distinguished from lands 
where cotton has been grown for years, 
such as India and E t. 

Under normal conditions, India ranks 
second after the United States in point 
of cotton production, with an annual 
crop running to some four or five mil- 
lion bales of 400 pounds each. Indian 
cotton is inferior in quality, and the 
yield pér acre’ has always been smail. 
ears India had %3,- 
000,000 acres in cotton, compared with 
America’s 36,000,000 acres. Steps have 
been taken by the Government to im- 
prove the quality of the product and to 
increase the yield per acre, but it ts 
worth while noting that practically 
none of India’s raw cotton is employed 
by Lancashire spinners. Experts, how- 
ever, are of the opinion that a quality 
of cotton comparable in many respects 
to Egyptian long staple can be grown 
in certain sections of India, notably in 
Sind, under irrigation.

TOO MUCH UNSOLD TIN. 


80 Price Support in Federated Malay 
States Is Withdrawn. 


The goverhmental support of the tin 
market in the Federated Malay States 
has been withdrawn, as it was found 
that continued buying not only accumu- 
lated a large. unsold stock of the metal 
but encouraged the maintenance of pro- 
duction. The plan was to buy up exist- 
ing stocks of tin at a figure slightly in 
excess of thé cost of production. The 
Government would have been strongly 
urged to continue buying, if the present 
lew price were due entirely to the machi- 
nations of operators on the Metal Hx- 
change. This was not the case, how- 
ever, as there was every indication that 
an absolute lack of demand accounted 
for the price and, under such conditions, 
purchases by the Government only 
served to create a false position. 

It is thought that by the Government’s 
withdrawal from the market the price 
will recover quicker than otherwise. A 


report on the position of the tin mar- 
ket at thé recent annual meeting of the 
erearetee Malay States Chamber of 

ines showed a most depressed situa- 
tion, with consumption absorbing only a 
third to a half of the production of tin. 
Every effort is being made to reduée 
the cost of production, which is too great 
for the effective demand, and reductions 
in wagés and fuel have already taken 
lace. When general cdnditions improve, 
t is believed that tin will be one of the 
first to recover, as the world’s produc- 
tion, so far as can be ascertained at 
present, is decreasing and no important 
tin field Has been discovered. 


Transactions With Madras. 

In explaining why it is necessary 
to nftail all merchandise documents 
promptly in making shipments to Mad- 
ras, India, it is pointed out by Trade 
Commissioner C. C. Batchelder that the 
heavy demurrage must be paid if the 
goods are in the Custom House more 
than séven days, after which demurrage 
is reckoned by the day by the Port 
Trust, and no claims,can be made upon.

The utmost care should be taken, he 


remarks, to have all the papers agree 
in all such particulars as the number of 
packages, marks, descriptions, prices 
specifications, or else difficulties will be 
encountered which occasion delay and 
démurrage and other expenses. Time is 
reckoned from the receipt of the docu- 
ments and not of the goods, so that it 
may happen that the draft becomes due 
as soon as the goods arrive or even be- 
fore.

Goods Uncalled For in Peru. 

A cablegram from Acting Commercial 
Attaché Daniel Waters, dated May 30, 
1921, states that theré is only a negli- 
gible quantity of definitely abandoned 


merchandise in Peruvian ports. About 
$3,500,000 worth of merchandise is tied 
up under various pretexts with the in- 
ference that theré is a possibility of 
acceptance. 


Rumanian Merchandise Transit. 
A report of April 18, 1921, from Consul 
General L. J. Keena, Warsaw, states 
that Rzeczpospolita of April 15 an- 
nounces that all merchandise destined 
for Rumania, which enters Poland 
through the custom houses at Zebrzydo- 
wice, Dziedzice, Oswiecim and Szeza- 
kowa, requires no transit permits what- 
ever. 


French Embargoes Reméved. 
According to cablegrams from Com- 
mercial Attaché W. C. Huntington, 
Faris, the French prohibition on the ex- 
portation of the following commodities 
has been removed: Woolen waste and 
rags; bauxite; iron ore, including resi- 
dues from the roasting of pyrites; oleo- 
margarine, butter substitutes, etc.; pre- 
serves prepared with or without sugar 

or honey; and edible vegetahje fats. 


Glut of Wool in Japan. 
_In a letter of April 4, Commercial At- 
taché Abbott writes that thére is about 
90,000,000 yen worth of wool and tops 
in Japan, while the price of .thesé in 
Australia is below the cost of produc- 


tion. This means a considerable giut 
in the market in Japan. Mr. Abbott’ 
adds that theré is also a large accumu- 
lation of woolen fabrics, yet, on the 
other hand, retail. prices have not per- 
ceptibly dropped. » 


- German Goods for Brazil. 
Reporting from Rio de Janeiro, Com- 
mercial Attaché Schurz quotes the fol- 
lowing items from a recent ship’s mani- 
fest as an indication of the class of Ger- 
man goods now entering Brazilian mar- 


ket: Wire, enameled ware, stationery, 
anilines, rubber articles, tin ‘articles, 
cement, drugs’ and chemicals, hardware, 
books, hops, machines and accessories, 
electrical material, glassware, pasteboard, 
paper and perfumery. 


Machinery Exhibition at Rouen, 

Consul Kirk of Rouen reports that an 
exposition will, be held in that city from 
July 1 to 81 of loading and unloading 
machinery. It is suggésted that this 
exposition is likely to be of intérest to 
American manufacturers, since the com- 
pletion of the new port works at Rouen 
will present an opportunity for the sale 
of machinery of this kind.

A Japanesé engaged in building opera- 
tions, who is buying miaterials direct 
from America and frquently ‘desires to 
get in touch with American firms by 
cable, calls attention to the fact that. in 
some cases business firms and manufac- 
turers do not have their cable addresses 
on their letterheads. This necessitates 
an expenditure in cable charges that 
might be avoided, and demonstrates the 
importance of firms engaged in foreign 
business transmitting cable addresses 
with their correspondence. 

Brewery on Mexican Borden. 

Consul Dye writes that a new corpora- 
tion has been formed in Ciudad Juarez, 
Mexico, with a capital of $200,000 United - 
States currency. This company plans to 
begin in Jund the building of a big 
brewery, ice plant and warehouse on 
the outskirts of Ciudad Juarez, on the 
México Northwestern Railroad. If the 
manufacture of beer and ice proves suc- 
cessful, the company plans to make its 
own glass bottles. The contract for the 
construction of the buildings has been 
given to an American déirm. 

Joint Trust Company In Tgkio. | 

The first joint foreign and Japanese 
trust company has been organized in 
Tokio, writes Commercial Attaché Ab- 
bott. This is the Frazar Trust Co. (Ltd.), 
which is. established to take care of 
such cases as those involving the ser- 
vices of temporary assignees, com- 
mercial arbitration, peer pane and 
transfers of business, liquidations and 
realizations, adjustments and -receiver- , 
ships, as well as fulfilling the function 
of trustees, éxecutors, or administra- 
tovs.

That statement 
is nothing short of rank nonsense and 
constitutes a libel on the jewelry trade 
of this country. The fact is that not 
even bort, which are diamonds used 
only for mechanical purposes, can be 
valued in so general a way. . 

‘* Commenting on the grossly incorrect 
prices mentioned. in the cablé, in a_letter 
sent to the editor of the paper which 
published it, Mr. Lee Réiéhmatin, Chair- 
of the Diamond Committee of thé Jewel- 
ers’ Vigilance Committee, said in part: 
‘It certaihly must be, obvious to any 
intelligent person that rough diamonds 
at the prices quoted above aré absolutely 
unfit for ornamental purposes and, as 
far as the jewelry industry is concerned, 
stones at this price would be better 


used for street paving purposes. It is 
absolutely impossible So make a quota- 
tion other than to state that ro 
diamonds which aré cut in this coun 
average 25 pounds atarting. Re ast at 
the present rate of exchange, $100 per 
carat, the sizes starting at one carat-in 
the rough upward, which, when cut into 
a finished gem, néts about 40 per cent. 
of its original weight. Finer gems cost 
more in proportion. To the above prices 
quated must be added duty, cost of labor 
for cutting and polishing, and some pro- 
fit for the dealer.’ ”’ onpigts 

One of the great obstacles in’ writing 
accurately about Cee prices in a 
general way, Mr. Wodiska went on, is 
that there are no fixed values for such 
gems... This is due to the varying quali- 
ties of the. stones and the véry many 
wee in« which: they may differ from 
each other. Yet any difference betweén 
two diamonds, however Slight it.may be, 
means that one of them is worth les 
than the other. How is it possible, ‘then, 
he asked, to make such a sweeping state- 
ment as that which very wrongly paged 
the value of uncut diamonds at only $45 
a carat early in 1920, at $28 a carat at 
the end of.last December and at $17 a 
carat in April of this year? 

‘Rough diamonds sold for gem pur- 
poses,’ Mr. Wodiska continued, “are 
divided very elas Al pag a large num- 
ber of classes or grades, all of which 
differ in quality, and their values are 
calculated accordingly. Besides the 
great number of different wéights 
and sizes of the stones, which are 
determined with great care in estab- 
lishing ‘their values, there is also the 
very important factor of color. No other 
precious stone’.is found in as many dif- 
ferent colors as the digmond, which may 
be white, yellow, een, blue, brown, 
black or countless intermediate shades. 
Some of these colors, because of their 
extreme rarity, give the stone great 


value. 

‘“‘After the rough diamonds are grad- 
ned for size, weight and color, the ques- 
tion of flaws is taken up. Upon the 
flaws in a stone, or the lack of them, 
depends very largely the valué that is 
placed on it. After all this is done and 
the values of all the exanifnéd stones 
are determined, they are assorted once 
more for the different markéts of the 
world, where varying tastes and stand- 
ards invest the gems with neW and 
higher values. , 

‘In the final consideration of the 
value of diamonds every minute char- 
acteristic of a stone becomes a factor 
in its, grading and price. Peranct of 
these innumerable and almost infinites- 
imal variations it is impossible to fix 
a general valuation per carat as the 
London ‘ authority ’ quoted has so glib- 
ly done. If this ‘leading figure’ is in 
the diamond business at all- hé must be 
a dealer in ‘rejections,’ the kind of 
stones that are thrown out of the syn- 
dicate’s ‘lots’ in order to leave the 
remainder of the ‘lot’ of a quality suf- 
ficient to satisfy the discriminatin 
tastes of the American public, whic 
buys the finest diamonds in the world. 
. “Tt ts too much to ee of any 
editor that he be posted on the ‘ins 
and-outs’ of every business, and it is 
because of this I venture to suggest 
that a great deal of trouble,and worry 
on the part of business men hurt by 
false articles about prices, &c., such as 
was the case with the cable on diamond 
values, might be avoided if no articles 
of this kind were printed without having 
in them the name of the man whe gave 
out the information. Were this done, 
the man talking with the reporter would 
either tell the truth or could. easily be 
discredited by an inquiry on the part 
of the editor of some authoritative 
member of the industry the ‘ story’ con- 
cerned.’’

WAX FLOWERS ON HATS. 


Tests Show the High-Grade Ones 
Stand the Summer Heat. 


The quéstion of the success of wax 
flowers ag millinery ornaments in hot 
weather has been dnswered,- at least s0 
far as the more expensive kinds are con- 
cerned, according to the forthcoming 
bulletin of the Retail Millinery Associa” 
tion of America, for it is found that they 
will easily defy old Sol’s best efforts. 
These trimmings were first shown in the 
local trade several weeks ago, for Sum- 
mer use, and almost at-once the point 
was raised as to how they would with- 
stand the hot rays of the sun. 

The question of the durability of the 
high-grade wax ‘“posies” was settled 
by what might be called an ordeal of 
heat. Not only were the ones tested’ put 
in the full glare of the sun on a hot 
day, but they were further tried. out by 
}subjecting them to a steam bath. In 
bo cases they came through “firm 
and unblemished,’”’ to use the words of 
the bulletin. What the cheaper flowers 
would do under similar circumstances 
ro bulletin does not say but, in view 
of thé claims mate that trimmings of 
this type have been a failure, due to 
their susceptibility to heat, it would ap- 
one that the more expensive ones have 

en pegfected to a far greater degree 
than théir cheaper imitations. 

‘The better quality blossoms aré still 
in good demand here for use on garden 
hats and to some extent, apparently, for 
street hats of sombre-hued materials. 
Those most wanted include pond lilies, 
gardenias, wild roses and several types 
of small flowers. 


A STORE’S ACTIVITIES. 


What Comparison: Between April 
This Year and Last Shows. 


“Inside figures ’’ concerning the’ April 
activities of one of the local department 
stores present a peculiar paradox. Al- 
though the transactions for the month 
were nearly the same in number as those 
of-April,_1920,_and_the- number . of ad- 
jdatiients was abpiit’s,000 Jess, theater’ 
age, departmental cost of operation ad- 
vanced 3 per cent. Hizher wages or 
larger departmerital oe Page 3 staffs played 
no part, apparently, in the expense in- 
crease, which was due to the ‘drop in 
the dollar and cents sales totals for. the 
two Aprils, that of April, 1920, of course, 
being the larger. 

In actual figures, the transactions 
favored April, 1920, by about 300,000 to 
298,000, while. the adjustments favored 
this past April by approximately .6,000 
to 11,000. The average percentage of de- 
partmental expense, .however, favored 
April of last year by 25 to 28. The 
comparative sales figures were not given 
in the charts from which the other data 
were taken. 


WESTERN CANADA MILLING. 


Making, of Flour There Has Made 
Great Progress Recently. 


The flour milling industry in Western 
Canada has made wonderful progress in 
recent years. In the thrée prairie Prov- 
inces there are 146 mills with a capacity 
of 64,627 barrels of flour per day. The 
capacity of the Manitoba mills is greater 


than that of the Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta mills combined, having a daily 
output of 44,330 barréls. e total daily 
capacity of all the flour mills in Canada 
is 142,642 barrels. 

The capital invested in the milling in- 
dustry in Canada is $76,411,423, and-in 
the Province of Manitoba $8,711,329. 
In. 1919 there were ground 17,842,833 
barrels’ of flour, the sélling value of 
which was 5185,982,307. In the manu- 
facture of oatmeal dnd rolled oats 15,- 
516,242 bushels of oats were consumed, 
from which were manufactured 156,991,- 
606 pounds of the finished product, 
valued at $8,899,924. -

A Reply to The Times~ Comments 
on. Labor Federation Léadership. 
Tu the Editor of The New York Times: . 

‘Because of your elitorial. in’ THE 
New York Times this (Thursday) 
morning under ‘the caption ‘‘ Federation 
Leadership,’ in which you attack Presi- 
dent Donlin of the Bu..ding Trades De- 
partment and make unwarranted asper- 
sions upon the American Federation of 
Labor respecting the resolutions adopted 
by the Central Trades and Labor Coun- 
ul of Greater New York and vicinity 
to investigate tne Building Trades 
Council ‘of New York, I feel it my duty 
to make reply to your observations. 

Do you think—does any’ one think— 
that the American labor movement 
should proceed in its work without riile, | 
crder or regulation; should disregard | 
the rights of any one or any body of 
men, wholly disregarding the laws laid 
down for the orderly conduct of the 
affairs of the American labor move- 
ment? To pursue such a course would 
be anarchic in a labor movement 
governed by law. The Central Labor 
Council of Greater New York and 
vicinity has no more right as such to 
undertake an official inquiry into the 
affairs of the Building Trades Council 
than a group of unofficial citizens 
would have’the right to. hale before it 
& person or group. of persons suspected 
or charged with & crime, 

The laws of the American Federation 
of:Labor provide that each of its de- 
partments is delegated with the admin- 
istration and the affairs of the organ- 
izations of the workers coming under 
their respective jurisdiction, and when 
there be any organization or council 
within the. jurisdiction of a department 
which has dny just grievance it may 
appeal to the department itself, ond 
that if there be any aggrieved person 
or hody it haa the right of appeal to the 
American Federation of. Labor. Now, 
let me call-your attention. to the fact 
that the Brotherhood of. Painters and 
Decorators of;America appealed to the 
Kxecutive Council of the A. F: of L. 
for a reversal of the action of that de- 
partment upon the case in point. At 
the first meeting ‘of the Executive Coun- 
cil, after the receipt of that appeal, the 
council meeting being held in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, commencing May 5, this ap- 
peal was heard and decided.

S the world witnessing the be- 
ginning of an organized revolt 
of the young against the old? 
It is impossible to blink the fact 
that all over Europe there is growing 
up a generation tired of old men’s 
wisdom, of the fumbling of Parlia- 
ments, of the cautious formulas of 
statesmanship. That is what the 
Fascisti movement in Italy really 
amounts to. It is this young im- 
patience, for the first time organized 
and self-conscious, injecting f!mto 
practical politics the eternal discon- 
tent of youth with the timid and 
wavering conservatism of age and 
experience. It is a ruthless move- 
ment, as youth is ruthless. It sub- 
stitutes swift and decisive action for 
the slow processes of legislation and 
experiment, the debates of battle- 
fields for the debates of senates, the 
kill-or-cure methods of surgery for 
the less drastic methods of medicine. 
It is sweeping like.a forest fire over 
Italy, and one need not be a prophet 
to foresee that the flame will spread 
to other countries. It has touched 
a spark that is bound to enkindle the 
youth of the world. The news of 
the formation of the first Italian 
*““ Fascio di Combattimento’’ in 
America was received with wild ac- 
clamation at a political meeting in 
Rome the other night as a sign of 
the lighting of the universal watch- 
fire. 

The curious thing about this up- 
rising of youth is that it is the old 
world they are determined to save. 
They are actually more conservative 
in their rebellion than the elder lead- 
ers in their timidity. Unlike Govern- 
ments, they will make no concessions 
to anarchy; they are not weakened 
by any desire to temper the wind to 
the shorn lamb. They represent the 
forces of reaction, a healthy and 
necessary reaction, but a reaction 
more intolerant and thoroughgoing 
just because the reactionaries are 
young instead of old. 

The two most striking impressions 
made upon an observer of the re- 
cent election campaign in Italy were 
produced by this rallying of the in- 
surgent young to the oldest of all 
patriotic appeals, the call of nation- 


-alism, and by the daily demonstra- 


tion of the ancient truth that thére 
is never anything new in political 
crises. That is the-steadying thought 
that chiefly distinguishes a political 
pattle in Rome from the same thing 
in New York City or Springfield, Ill. 
There are other differences, of 
course, temperamental differences, 
which add more flourish to political 
speeches in Italy, more drama to the 
course of the campaign, more un- 
certainty as to whether and when 
the battle of ballots 1s going to biaze 
into a battle of bullets. When you 
cannot listen to a political speech 
without facing a cordon of impassive, 
indifferent but businesslike soldiers, 
and when you know that the audi- 
ence is equipped with offensive or 
defensive weapons of one kind or 
another—hidden revolvers, stones or 
the literal ‘‘ big sticks” carried by 
the Fascisti—you are likely to con- 
sider more seriously the effect and 
implications of the speaker's argu-

"books as books, is likely to collect a 
“Wbrary of another sort altogether,

* no use for-and might possibly treat 
with ‘‘ despisery ’’—to borrow the 
‘@elightful creation of the negro leg- 
Asiator in the reconstruction days. 
The book-lover is likely to have on 
3 shelves the standard authors in 
complete editions, ready to his hand, 
hen his mood is to enjoy one of his 
The bibliophile thinks 
n of complete editions; he has a 
ste for their completeness and 
correction and their monoto- 
is regularity. He prefers the often 
fect first editions fresh from 
author’ s pen; his eye finds pleas-

‘The bibliophile is often amused by 
misapprehension of his tastes,

On the other hand, the first edition 
of a book by an author who achievéd 
fame later may, have been very 
small, indeed; and in that case it is 
likely to be diligently sought for. 
But if the author never distinguishes 
himself the rarity-of-his book will 
not give it aay fictitious. value. It 
may be rare, Sut what matter its 
rarity if nobody wants it? 

Fashions change in collecting, and 
often with startling rapidity. The 
long-wooed favorites of today may 
have few suitors tomorrow. © Prices 
sometimes~fall-as unexpectedly as 
they have risen. The book mart is 
as capricious as the stock’ market. 
There are few now where once there 
were many who desire the ‘* Aldines, 
Bodonis, Elzevirs’’ of Lang's lilting 
ballade. The first editions of Dick- 
ens and Thaekeray bring prices to- 
day which seem to be far btvond 
reason, while the first editions of 
George Eliot and of Scott have: nov 
yet attained an exorbitant figure. 
The original issues of Joseph Con- 
rad’s books are beginning to be col- 
lected avidly; but I do not happen 
to know any one who has yet start- 
ed to acquire a complete set of the 
original issue of Herman Melville. 
The earliest impressions of Poe's 
poems bring their weight in five-dol- 
lar bills, while the earlier impres- 
sions of Irving and Cooper and Em- 
erson have not yet soared, if, in- 
deed, there are at present more than 
a few far-seeing dealers who are en- 
gaged in anticipating acquisition. 

If the copy of the first edition of 
a noted book by a noted writer hap- 
pens to have an inscription in his 
own hand, testifying that he gave it 
to another noted writer, then it has 
a triple attraction; it is a first edi- 
tion; it is an autographed copy; and 
it is an ‘‘ association book '’—that 
is to say, it once belonged to some 
one with a certain celebrity of his 
own. If there should turn up today 
a first edition of Lamb’s ‘‘ Speci- 
mens of the ._Elizabethan Dramatic 
Poets "" on the flyleaf of which -he 
had inscribed his desire for Cole- 
ridge’s opinion of his work, if Cole- 
ridge had enriched the volurhe with 
marginal notes, and if the book had 
later come into the possession - of 
Swinburne, who had added his own 
annotations and criticisms to those 
of Coleridge—well, if this should ap- 





pear in an auction catalogue, there 
would be a battle royal for its pos- 
session; and whether the sale took 


place in London or in New York, the’ 


future abiding place of that desirable 
book would probably be sonvewhere 
between the Atlantic and the Pd- 
cific. 

Every man of letters has long- been 
accustomed. to applications for his 
autograph; and that man of letters 
is churlish, indeed, to refuse to come 
ply with ‘the modest appeal of a 
courteous admirer’ who encloses a 
card for the coveted signature and a 


stamped and addressed envelope for . 


its return. But-of late many a man 
of letters has had to accustom him- 
self.to a less reasonable request—that 
he shall write his name in one-of hid 
own books, which he will receive 


by a later delivery, and which he is 


expected to enrich by. his signature 
and to wrap up and to return, The 
author may be flattered by this ap- 
phsoation, yet he cannot help feeling 
that he is being put to a great deal 
of trouble for the sake of an “un- 
known person who has no possible 
claim upon him. Yet men of letters 
are no more free from petty vanity 
than the rest of the world; and they 
have often complied with the request. 
even though they protested against 
the intrusion of the applicant. 

At least, they were prone to do 
this for a while; but they will be less 
likely to do so in the immediate fu- 
ture, since they have discovered that 
their good nature—and their vanity, 
if you insist upon it—has been im- 
posed upon. They have been made 
to see that the applicant is not al- 
ways the ardent admirer of their 
genius that he proclaims himself, 
and that he may be only an adroit 
speculator, seeking not their glory, 
but his own profit. Their eyes have 
been’ opened by two auction sales 
which have recently been held: in. 
New York. 

A few years ago authors Seed. to 
receive letters from a resident of 
one of the thriving cities on the 
upper Mississippi, informing them 
that the writer was devoting him- 
self, his time and his money to gath- 
ering a collection of contemporary 
literature’ which should. abide .as a 
monument of the intellectual situa- 
tion at the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century.

Sometimes he enclosed 
clippings from the newspapers of his 
home town, describing- the many an- 
swers to his.appeal and the com- 
mendatory letters he had received 
for his notable labors. Sometifnes 
these clippings told of the plans 
which had already been drawn ‘by a 
distinguished architect for the noble 
building which was worthily to house 
this noble collection. _This went on

for several years; and then the col- 
lector changed his mind, betrayed 
posterity, and sent his entire collec- 
tion to the auction bloek., And the 
vanity of the men of letters who had 
been seduced into assistance was 
grievously punctured. 

A little later there appeared. here 
in New York a humble imitator of 
the beguiling collector who hailed 
from the thriving city on the upper 
Mississippi. He lacked the flam- 
boyant audacity of his predecéssor 
and his. aim was more modest., He 
seemed-to have haunted second-hand 
bookshops and to have picked” up 
shop-worn copies of beoks which had 
dropped out of print when such 
vogue as they may have had when 
they were new had vanished. ‘These 
he sent, one by one, to their writ- 
ers, accompanying each with an ap- 








péaling missive, in which he allowed 
the ‘recipient to perceive ‘his’ devout 
admiration. He asked for an auto- 
graph and a quotation, and, if pos- 
sible, a few ‘lines about the book 
“he was forwarding. He began by 
sending only a single vdlumé; but 
he was emboldened “by: success to 
‘forward half a dozer‘at a time. He 
delivered them at the residence of 
the ‘victim; and-he had the parcels 
called for at the appointed hour. So 
‘far as any ‘one author could know, 
he was interested only in the writ- 
vings ef that’ one author; but his 
-taste was catholic, even if it was not 
‘diseriminating.:. He caught all: sorts 
-of fish in his dragnet.. 

Atdast this collection also went to 
-the auction room; “and the swift 
Vengeancé of heaven fell upon the 
collector. -He might .be a .coliector 
‘himself, but he did not understand 
the psychelogy of; the e¢ollector, 
whose desire is to. acquire rather 
than to possess. The born biblio- 
wants’ to’ purchase a 
set of first editions already assem- 
bled; he wants the fun of picking 
them up one by. one. His pleasure 
is not so much in the having as in 
the getting. His joy is keener in 
stalking his game than in bringing 
home the hide and the horns. Above 
all things, he relishes the pleasure 
of the chase. Ignorant of this ele- 
mentary fact, the misguided ‘seller 
offered in a single lot sixty books by 
one author and seventy by another, 
a most unattractive proposal to any 
bibliophile. As might have heen ex- 
pected, a large proportion of these 
lots brought less than half what the 
more desirable volumes in them 
might have sold for if they had been 
offered singly. One set of forty- 
eight volumes, all of them auto- 
graphed, was knocked down for $24 
—which was probably less than a 
third of what the gathering had cost 
the adventurous speculator; and the 
heart of thé writer of those forty-

first airship journey over the At- 
lantic was written in pencil hour by 
hour in an ordinary school exercise 
book, . 

It is unnecessary here to enter 
into a detailed study and criticism 
of this.amazing flight, but there are 
certain psychological aspects of, the 
journey which were not emphasized 
at the time, but. which become more 
clearly marked upon reading the 
log.. The British authorities decided 
in the early part of 1919 to send 
this ship to America and back,: if 
possible, soon after the Peace Treaty 
at Versailles should be signed. With- 
in a fortnight of the signing of the 
peace the ship had completed its 
double journey. 

The Atlantic probably is, and al- 
ways will be, the most difficult and 
dangerous oversea air passage in the 
whole universe,- It.is not generally 
known that preparatory to this flight 
the British Air Mintetry sent out in- 


to the Atlantic on a tramp steamer a 
meterological officer, who spent 
many weary but profitable weeks 
collecting data upon wind currents, 
cloud formation, air temperatures, 
and other meteorological facts which 
might be of service to air mariners. 
I remember this officer returning to 
England and describing his experi- 
ences as a ‘‘ ghastly time,"’ but later 
on he was taken upon the R-34, and 
found that the information- he had 
gathered under such unpleasant con- 
ditions proved invaluable. To chart 
the air over the Atlantic Ocean is 
a far more colossal task than to 
chart a sea route, but we learn from 
Air Commodore Maitland's log that 
the Captain was able to avoid storms, 
to dive or rise unerringly into calmer 
surfaces, to avoid fog, and that he 
was very rarely and. very little 
**out ” in any of his reckonings. 
This should be encouraging news to 
those who look forward to theregu- 
jar air passage from «New York..to 
London and. “back. Incidentally, 


Americans should know that nature 
has provided a standing invitation

The 
toll among traveling companies has 
been even higher. Returning players 
gather in little knots on the Rialto 
and repeat the same theme—people 
decline to laugh any more. Victor 
Herbert was one of the first men to 
isolate the germ of the new ailment, 

‘and even he: could not prescribe a 
remedy. Apparently, people_no longer 
visit the theatre to be amused, but, 
like the famous. Louis of France, 
they want to be miserable together. - 

In. the old times the typical Broad- 
way theatre crowd came from. home 
or restaurant dinner in a mellow 
mood, glad to escape the day’s trials 
and ready to join in the fun on the 
stage.

Vice-President Coolidge, who was 
invited to sit in the Cabinet meetings 
by President Harding, who thus es- 
tablished a precedent and carried out 
@ campaign pledge at one sow, is 
the junior ber. and P a 
seat at the foot of the table. Up to 
this time he hasn't obtained a chair 
of the same design as those used by 
the other members, and has pressed 
into service a rather worn leather 
covered affair which Happened-to be 
in the-room. All of the other chairs 
are brand new, ‘with the exception of 
that used by Secretary. of the In- 
terior fall. It is a custom of retir- 
ing Cabinet niembers to take their 
chairs, with them when they quit 
office. John Barton Payne, the last 
Secretary of the Interior under the 
Wilson Administration,-left his chair 
behind and Secretary Fall has 
adopted it. 

The family Sunday dinner feature 
of the Cabinet meeting is eniphasized 
when the members collect as the hour 
for the Cabinet meeting—11 o'clock 
in the morning on Tuesdays and 
Fridays of each week—approaches, 
and for the few minutes after Pregi- 
dent Harding, on the stroke of 11, 
emters through the doorway leading 
from his private office, 

The clans begin.to gather, as a 
rule, at about 10:50. The Presi- 
dent has been in his office, adjoining 
the Cabinet room, for a considerable 
time by then. The others enter by 
the main entrance of. the Executive 





Offices and disappear after exchang- 


ing a word of greeting with the 
newspaper correspondents, 


They have the air of expectant, 


and smiling guests arriving for a 
feast. 

No Cabinet member - takes. “his 
chair before the President enters, 
and affairs of State are seldom men- 
tioned. before that-time. The interval 


. 


the meeting’ might well be classed 
among Washington’s, most exclusive 
social events, The participants in 
this social event never fail to shake 
hands as each Mr. Secretary appears. 
upon. the scene. In little groups of 
two or three they stroll about the 
room, chatting of inconsequential 
things and frequently gazing out of 
the windows at the bbe House 
grounds. 

Some of the Cabinet members..ad- 
dress each other by their first names. 
This isn’t always the case, however. 
Secretary Hughes, as a rule, is met 
with the greeting, ‘‘ Good mornihg, 
Judge ’’ or ‘‘ Good morning, Gov- 
ernor’’ or “ Good.. morning, Mr, 
Secretary.’’ Later he may experj- 
ence the thrill of the more familiar 
hail, ‘‘ Good morning, Hughes,’’ but 
that- hasn’t come yet. The title 
‘* Mister.” is seldom if ever heard 
spoken when the Cabinet , enemibérs 
get together. 

Postmaster General Hays usually 
ts the last to appear upon the scene— 
that is, the last before President 
Harding makes his entry. Mr. Hays 
is clipping, seconds so closely in all 
of his activities these days that he 
wouldn’t be happy if he got angf- 
where.much ahead of time. As a 
rule, he dashes in, a bit out of 
breath, from sixty to thirty seconds 
before the fixed hour, his slender 
frame quivering with nervous. en- 
ergy, and a sheaf of documents 
tucked- under his arm. He is al- 
ways smiling and his - fellow-men 
like to call him ‘‘ Bill.’ He oc= 
cupies his thirty or sixty seconds of 
grace shaking hands and emitting 
a bombardment of greetings.

By the time the President has com- 


‘pleted his handshaking tour the Cab- 


inet'members have found their places 
about the table.

Then there is a moment of quiet as 
the President smilingly acts ds host, 
and passes the cigars. The cigars 
are always served as the first course 
prepaysatory to the-serious business 
of the day.«.The President and most 
ofthe Cabinet members smoke. 
exceptions are Secretary of State 
Hughes, Postmaster .General Hays 
and Secretary. of Labor Davis. The 
diet is restricted to cigars. Cigarettes 
have not put in an appearance at sae 
Cabinet meetings yét. 


That part of. the Cabinet. session 
which closely resembles a board of 
directors’ meeting is now in order. 
The President, leaning forward in 
his chair, arms on the table, ad- 
dresses the Secretary..of State as the 
senior member of the Cabinet. 

“Mr. Secretary of State, what 
have you to report? ’*’ the President 
asks. Or sometimes he varies the 
phraseology : ‘*Mr. Secretary, is 
there anything for the Cabinet from 
the Secrétary of State? *’” From that 
moment the lighter side of Cabinet 
life is forgotten, and for two hours 
the serious business of the day is 
taken up. 

The Président calls upon each 
member of the Cabinet for a report, 
according. to the order. of seniority. 
That rule is scrupulously adhered to 
during the proceedings. When dis-

Handshaking is in order again. 
The President greets each member of 
his official family with a firm clasp, 
and a hearty word of greeting. 
** Good morning, Mr. Secretary,’’ or 
‘* Good morning, General;’’ isthe 
usual form the President's greeting 
takes:- It is said that he has never 
been known to enter the Cabinet 
meeting with a frown on his_face. 
Frequently the President has. so 
general word to say. It may be ‘I 
hope all is right this morning,’’ or

‘put always they must address their 


remarks to the President. The ob- 
seryance of such. rules add a touch 
of dignity to the proceedings, and 
apparently does not interfere with 
free discussion: It is a standing 
rule, promulgated by the President, 
that. éach member of the Cabinet 
shall feel free: to ‘‘ speak out his 
mind ” on any topic-before the meet- 
ing, and so far there are no reports | 
of bad feeling as a result. 

All of the Cabinet members have 
schooled. themselves in the topics 
which they wish to present before 
the meeting, and this makes for a 
minimum of wasted effort. Secre- 
tary -Hughes is highly skilled in this 
art of analysis and expression. His 
statements. concerning the status of 
foreign relations have been referred 
to as classics. 

In presenting his ‘iepiatil to the 
Cabinet, Mr. Hughes approaches his 
task with-a rare combination of ve- 
hemence and lucidity. There is, 
however, no attempt at - oratorical 
effect.

Mr; Hughes is a -man-who sticks 
tenaciously to his convictions, and 
that makes for vigorous debate at 
times, when other members, disagree 
upon some point he has made, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon, who 


would appear to be of a somewhat ' 


less vigorous type than Mr. Hughes, 
is inclined to a positive turn of mind, 
too, and thig-might be said also of 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover, in 
his share of the discussions. 

‘But up to this time, where opinion 
may have-differed, President Har- 


ding has been left as arbiter’ and- 


called’ upon to make the final de- 
cision. No ballots or, votes of any 
kind have been taken at the’imeet- 
ings. The President frequently -of- 
fers his judgment by’ entéring the 
debate, and thus» expressing ‘the 
.viewpoint he has formed. 

‘“* I think that ought to be done,” 
fs one form which has been used by 
the President in reaching a decision. 
It is seldom necessary for him to 
strike a more positive note in his 
remarks, and the decision is accept- 
ed without further protest, unless 
some member feels that strong con- 
victions will not permit him to ca- 
pitulate. Members aré encouraged 
to persist iy: their- opposition by 
President Harding. His belief, it is 

said, is that the frankest discussion 
is most certain to result in a com- 
posite picture from which the wisest 
course to follow is the mdére Teadily 
obtainable: - 

Secretary Hoover, as a rule; qtiet- 
ly listens to discussions until the de- 
bate touches upon subjects in which 
he’ has vital interest. He then ex- 
presses his. viewpoint with frank- 
tiess. Mr. Hoover won a réputation 
during the war period as a man who 
stuck firmly to his opinions when he 
was convinced of the justice of a 
cause he advocated. . He follows the 
same policy in Cabinet: meetings to- 
day. = : 

The entry of Vice President Coo- 
lidge into the Cabinet was awaited 
with no little interest, but reports 
have it that his presence there has 
TS lost its novelty and that he has been 
accepted on, terms of good-fellow- 
ship as. one of the family. Mr. 
Coolidge is called upon by-the Presi- 
dent to make his report, just as are 
the other-Cabinet members... He has 
played a quiet part in the delibera- 
tion—that is characteristic ofthe 
Vice President—but the shyness he 
may have felt at first is wearing off. 

The President brings the Cabinet 
meeting to a°close- with the. query: 
‘*Ts° there anything else, ‘gentle- 
men?’”’ The. question is seldom an- 
swered in the affirmative, ag the 
President does not ask it.until de- 
bate is exhausted and he is satis- 
fied that this part of the day’s work 
is doné. The members remain seated 


until the President rises to his feet... 


Then formality is again forgotten and 
the buzz.of conversation is resum 
Luncheon is next in order, and fre- 
quently invitations are e¢ to 
meet. at the Metropolitan Cinb or 
the hotels. There the discussions are 
continued. until the members return 
to their offices to finish out the day.

The excellent iNustrations.in.. ‘the 
present volumes emphasize another 
point about Hardy's Wessex, It is 
&@ province no less rigidly circum- 
scribed in time than in place. It 
is the Wessex not of today, but of 
sixty to seventy years ago. The pho- 
tographs of Puddletown, the ‘Weath- 
erbury of ‘‘’Far from the Madding 
Crowd,*’ and of the wonderful old 
Gothic .stone Melistock Church, im- 
mortalized in ‘‘ Under the Green- 
wood Tree’? and in the poem 
3 Friends Beyond,” are particularly 
interesting, as is the picture of Cap- 
‘tain. Sir Thomas Masterman Hardy’s 
house in Vol. 19. While not so com- 
plete a collection as that which com- 
prises Herman Lea’s book on 
Hardy’s .Wessex, these photographs 
ave a fine interpretive feature of this 
edition. 

\rhat Hardy’s novels have won a 
“permanent place in the history of 
literature needs no very elaborate 

demonstration, but it is quite an- 
other thing to prove that his most 
recent poetical work is.a real livjng 
influence. _He himself .regards his 
verse as the most significant por- 
tion of his output, and many of his 
admirers think it is the most sig- 
nificant English. poetry of the past 
fifteen years. To those of us who 
have followed his later literary ca- 
reer with understanding and sym- 
pathy, the- comparative oblivion into 
which the greater part of his poetry 
has fallen almost as soon as pub- 
lished seems a well-nigh inexplicable 
phenomenon, Perhaps his earlier 
pre-eminence as a novelist is proving 
a barrier against his recognition as 
a poet during his own lifetime, just 
as in the field of music the transcend- 
ent skill of Franz Liszt as a per-| 
former delayed for-half a century the 
recognition of his merits as a com- 
poser. Perhaps the more. concen- 
trated and unpalatable expression cf 
the. Hardy _ philosophy, found in 
many of the poems, proves too dis- 
agreeable to those who seek relief 
from life in literature. Perhaps 
those who look for melodic, har- 
monious beauty in poetry are re- 
pulsed by the first* shock of the 
grinding harshness of Hardy's pe- 
culiar style. But whatever may be 
the reason, or reasons, for the lack 
of appreciation of that portion of his 
work that he himself treasures most 
highly, critics of discrimination are 
beginning to find that it is through 
no lack of. intrinsic merit in the 
poetry itself that Hardy has failed 
to achieve popularity as a poet. 

Here, in the introduction, at any 
rate, are Hardy's as remarks on 
his poetry >— 

Turning now to the verse, te my- 
self the more individual part of my 
literary fruitage—I would say that, 
unlike some of the fiction, nothing 
interfered with the writer's freedom 
in. respect of its form or content. 
Several of the poems—indeed many— 
were produced before novel writing 
had been thought of as a pursuit, 
but few saw the light till all the” 
novels had been published. * * * 

The few volumes filled by the verse 
cover a producing period of some 
eighteen years, first and last, while 
the seventeen or more volumes of 
nevels represent co! ingly 
about four and twenty years, One is 
reminded by this disproportion in 
time and result how much more con- 
cise and quintessential expression be- 
comes when given in rhythmic form 
then when shaped in the language of 
prose. 


That Hardy is a poet in every 
essential respect, even when writ- 
ing his novels, hag been frequently 
noted. It is easy, for instance, to 
find prose-poems like the following:

out of Victorianism. ‘While writing 
the novels he developed an uncom- 
-promising terseness and swiftness of 
poetic language, and an imaginative 
fire and’ pungency of thought that 
carries his latest work along in the 
van of modern poetry and that 
reaches at times far into the future 
of the art. He is at once the oldest 
and the youngest of living poets. 

No one claims for his verse the 
golden melody of Shelley or Burns, 
nor the symphonic splendor of sound 
that belongs to Keats or Swinburne; 
he makes no direct a&ppeal to the ear 
of his reader. But after repeated 
readings of his lyrics the first gro- 
tesqueness of effect wears off, leav- 
ing at times a fascinatingly pungent 
quality that is seen finally to be the 
inevitable medium for the thought 
that is expressed. In its rhythmic 
freedom, its ignoring of sweetness of 
Hardy‘s 
mature poetry is analogous to the 
work of those modern musicians who 
indulge in unheard-of dissonances, 
and whose rhythmic complexities 
have broken away from all metro- 
nomic restraint. ’ 

Nevertheless, Hardy’s penile of 
form néver forsakes him, He takes 
the traditional rigid molds of tradi- 
tion and pours into them his seeth- 
ing feeling and vital thought. Occa- 
sionally the very vitality of his mes- 
sage distorts the formal pattern he 
has chosen—with a result not neces- 
sarily inartistic, because the tortured 
verse then expresses a torturing ahd

The surrouriding spiritual induction- 
machinery, impossible to represent 
physically on any stage, is neverthe- 
less the glory of the work.

With reg&rd to. the philosophy ‘that 
one finds in his work, Mr. Hardy, 
in the general introduction to this 
new edition, gives renewed empha- 
sis to a warning that he has often 
sounded. Positive views of the 
whence and wherefore of things, 
Hardy tells us, have never been ad- 
vanced by him as a consistent phi- 
losophy, nor is it likely that forty 
years’ work will present an entirely 
coherent whole.

It ot be 
said that. he has advocated formal 


the younger radical poets; but he 
has frequently smashed the old 
forms, ~-rhaps unintentionally, and 
produced something that is as new

The reader instinctively ap- 
proaches the Hardy lyrics with’some 
dread, anticipating an endless suc- 
cession of fruitléss ‘‘ hucubrations 
over the social rubric ” and dismal 
speculations on. the purposelessness 
of the universe. But besides the 
expected Hardy philosophy, ‘one 
actually finds a poet who is exceed- 
ingly responsive ‘to the life abo 
him, for whom the flavor of- events 
and experiences is a thing in which 
no less pure delight is to.be found 
because its significance in a larger 
scheme of things is also compre- 
hended. There is no experience and 
no event too trivial, indeed, and 
none too imposing, to find a record 
here. The whole range of: his in- 
terests and of his ideas finds ex- 
pression in his poetry, as*well as-his 
immediate’ imaginative’ reaction to 
events of the time, much of which 
is nowhere recorded in his prose 
works,

Charges of pessimism he dismisses 
as’ the product of muddle-minded- 
ness on the part of his detractors. 
He points out. that:there is a higher 
ideal to all philosophical speculation 
than that of pessimism, or melior- 
ism, or optimism, and that is the 
search for truth: . 

So that to say one view is worse 
. than other views without proving it 
erroneous implies the possibility of 

a false view being better or more ex- 

pedient than a. true view; and no 
pragmatic. proppings can make that 

idolum specus stand on its feet, for 
-it postulates a prescience denied to 
humanity. 


_He adds another important consid- 
eration. Differing natures find their 
tongues in the presence of differing 
spectacles, so that. if. one. becomes 
vocal upon perceiving tragedy it is 
false to assume that he does not per- 
ceive anything else. 

It is well to bear this in mind when 
making any estimate of Hardy’swerk 
or of his personality. The reader's 
natural impulse is to imagine him a 
morose, grim, cynical person—and he 
is really anything but that. The 
man himself, from all accounts, 
seems to be reflected in the pure and 
gentle vein of humor that finds ex- 
pression through the humbler coun- 
try figures in the novels. “ It is 
too often assumed,” says the fasci- 
nating Ethelberta, ‘‘ that a pergon’s 
fancy is a person’s real mind, * * * 
Some of the lightest of my rhymes 
were composed between the deepest 
fits of dismals i have known.’’ 


And Hardy, the writer of ** dismals,’' | 


has been described, by one who knew 
him well, as “a singularly pleasing 


personality * * * an interesting 
and amusing companion.” 

We also know that he is an ex- 
tremely popular figure in his own 
district,admired and réspected by the 
sural countrymen, who see in him 
fierttering enlargement of their own. 
most natural and pleasing qualities in 
themselves. He dislikes the curio- 
hunter and ‘the sightseer,. and this 
may have.given rise to the tradition 
that he iS an incurable: recluse “who 
has forsworn the society of ede 
low-beings. eee Sy 

The .one. cothmon crecind’: upon 
which the personality and the works 
of the man meet is that of a pro- 
found sympathy for the sufferings of 
humanity; This is the dominant 
Hardy theme, and to it he has dedi- 
cated himself and his art. - His feat- 
ures, as revealed in ‘photographs in 
these and other volumes, express this 
deep and quiet, but none the less in- 
tense, sympathy. His life and works, 
as he once told Mr. Gosse, are one 
great protest against God-made and 
man-made misery: against man’s in- 
humanity to man, to woman, and to 
the lower animals.

Expeditionary 
Force was repulsed so decisively: that 
General Murray -was relieved of his 
command arid . General _ Allenby 
brought: from the western front: to 
supersede him. His second book ‘be- 
gins. with the capture of Gaza by 
Allenby and ends with the: taking -of 
Jerusalem, “December, “1917. ‘The 
present .volume tells .the ‘story ~ of 
the great offensive of «September, 
1918. (for when Jerusalem fell, the 
Turkish armies were “not captured), 
and the ‘utter annihilation’ of the 
There ‘could: searcely be’ 4 
more fascinating ~Subjéct “than: this 
conquest of Palestine and Syria. 

Mr. Massey is what our fathers 
called a ‘' judicious " writer. Living 
with the army from the beginning to 
the end of the campaign, he is de- 
termined that the work of every bat- 
talion shall be properly recorded and 
that praise shall be bestowed wher- 
ever it is deserved. This. makes his 
book quite admirable as a complete 
account of the fighting, “but often 
the general reader cannot see the 
forest because of the trees and 
wishes there were less minute de- 
tail. Mr. Massey is accurate but 
not inspiring; there is no flash of 
fire in his writings; he has not the 
gift:,of vivid ‘description. Es Salt, 
in: its, marrow valley “among. the 
mountains. of Gilead, with its houses 
on the sheer hillsides seemingly piled 
one on top of another and with its 
ruined castle crowning its crest, is 
merely a ‘‘ picturesque old town.”’

- An advance 
along the Jordan valley was equally 
impracticable, and. accoftdingly the 
Turks: decided that Allenby’s ad- 
vance on Damascus would be along 
the Hedjaz Railway, and they made 
all their plans to meet. him on the 
east. ‘Allenby was preparing for a 
victorious advance from the we 
along the coastal plain; and deat 
every conquering army in the past, 
Assyrian, Babylonian, |.Egyptian, 
Greek, Roman, Persian and French, 
has taken the historic route -along 
the sea, the enemy never suspected 
what Allenby would do. It is doubt- 
ful whether a great campaign was 
ever more successfully camouflaged. 
Partly to draw off the Turkish op- 
position to the Arab army under 
Feisal, marching up from the south, 
and partly to deceive the Turks, two 
raids in force were made across the 
Jordan in March and April, 1918, 
the first lasting twelve days. Mr. 
Massey giyes an interesting account 
of this fighting, yet the reader will 
hardly -understand how impassable 
were the roads and trails to Es Salt 
and to Amman on the Hedjaz Rail- 
way, trails which thé torrent of rain 


made a mass of mud. At every step’ 


the country aided the stout resistance 
of the Turks; in some places the 
troops were forced to climb on ofe 
anotlier’s ‘ shoulders to “scale the 
yocks; some wadis were so steep that 
the artitlery horses had ‘to be let 
down by. ropes and hauled up on the 
other side. ‘Simply to get two bat- 
teries- of. horse artillery. over.. such 
ground was ‘in: itsélf. a ‘heroic ‘feat. 
Both- raids ‘were driven back by the 
superior forces of the Turks; - Es 
Salt, twice captured, was abandoned; 
the destruction: of the Hedjaz Rail- 
way near Amman was not- complete; 
yet. both raids were justified not only 





because of the losses they inflicted 




















upon the ‘Turks, but because they. 
assisted Feisal’s advance and con- 
firmed in the minds of the Germans 
and the Turks the false idea that 
Allenby would surely advance along 
the east. At the very moment of his 
great attack on the west, on the 
coastal plain, the Turks were en- 
trenching and strengthening their 
positions to the east of the Jordan. 

General Allenby’s advance was de- 
layed by the call for some of his 
best troops from the western front, 
imperiled by Ludendorff’s last des- 
perate assaults. Two divisions and 
twenty. battalions of Allenby’s vet- 
erans were taken to France. It was 
hard to lose those trained fighters, 
men who knew the art of Palestinian 
warfare; but General Allenby began 
at once to train for the approaching 
campaign the Indian troops who re- 
placed his lost units. 

Ostensibly, General Allenby had no 
thought of taking the offensive in 
the Autumn of 1918; the civilian 
population plainly saw that he was 
preparing to spend the Winter in 
Jerusalem. Hotel Fast was taken 
over to be made into his head- 
quarters, and every passer-by. could 
see the telephone and telegraph 
wires being installed for his use. In 
Jaffa, British officers were requisi- 
tioning houses for a long stay. 
Every one knew this; but no one 
knew- that regiment after regiment 
was being moved west, always at 
night and‘ not over the highroad to 
Jaffa, but by unfrequented trails, by 
Bir Zeit and the Vale Ajaion, where 
Joshua commanded the sun to stand 
still: : By day, troops were moved 
eastward over the Jaffa road toward 
Jerusalem, evidently headed for: the 
Jordan Valley; by night these same 
troops marched west again. The sol- 
diers in the Jordan Valley were 
‘moved west in the dark, yet their 
camps grew continually larger and 


more and more regjments seemed to 
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be concentrated there: But the tents 
were empty, though many fires 
gleamed at night, and the horses at 
the picket lines were but four sticks 
covered with a blanket.* The British 
had the supremacy of the air; hos- 
tile planes never got too near, yet 
they made observations, and among 
the German papers captured at 
Nazareth was the report of a Ger- 
man aviator made Sept. 17; two days 
before Allenby’s advance. It stat- 
ed: *‘ Far from there being any di- 
minution in the cavalry in the Jor- 
dan Valley, there were evidences of 
twenty-three more squadrons.” It 
seems impossible that the great ton- 
centration of men and supplies on 
the west flank could have been kept 
secret, but it was perfectly con- 
cealed. -The- very morning of - the 
British attack an Indian. deserted to 
the Turkish ,lines with information 
of the impending battle; but a few 
hours before this an English bomb-- 
ing. plane. had . smashed. the wires 
from. the front to the Turkish Gen- 
eral Headquarters, and the deserter’s 
information was useless. The man 
himself ‘was captured at Tulkeram 
and shot. 

Sept. 19, at 4 o’cléck in the morn- 
ing, began the greatest battle that 
Palestine had: ever witnessed. -With 
no preliminary bombardment, but 
supported by heavy artillery fire, the 
British Army charged the Turkish 
positions. Completely takén by sur- 
prise, the Turks. were overwhelmed. 
The fate of Palestine and of Syria

** Admiral Manan ’’—appeared at the 
side of the British fleet and opened 
fire on the enemy.* This was long 
before the war, and probably most 
American readers smiled at it, but-it 
was worth remembering whenever 
one read of Admiral Sims and Ad- 
miral Beatty acting together during 
the war of the world... For that mat- 
ter, England had illustrated it in 
1898, wher the Germans threatened 
Commodore Dewey at Manila, and 
when. the British Captain Chichester 
moved his. ship alongside one of 
Dewey’s. But that was the act of an 
Englishman, and most Americans be- 
lieved that anti-English feeling here 
was too strong to permit of a re- 
sponse. The response, however, has 
been partly made, and seems to be 
gradually increasing in volume.

TANDING in his studio on Fort 
Washington Avenue, surround- 
ed by plaster sketches and 
f models of details, arches, sin- 
gie figures, groups and mass ef- 
fects, George Grey Barnard told of 
the great extension ,of his original 
j idea’ for a national memorial monu- 
ment. He uncovered the original

God's Thumb.is what the artists 
call the table-like ridge toward the 
upper end of the. Island of Manhat- 
tan—a site once crowned by Fort 

* Tyron and later distingujshed oy the 

remarkable residence of Cy K. G. 
Billings—which John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. stands ready—upon ‘conditions— 
to turn over to the city. The rectan- 
gular marble plaza with the circular 
amphitheatre of marble and bronze 
forming the basis of the original 
project would stand on what Mr. 
Barnard designates as ‘‘ the thumb- 
nail of the thumb.” Stretching back 
‘“pehind the nail to the first joint 
and ‘the second,’’ would be the Gar- 
den of Peace, the Garden of the 
Mothers, the Garden of the Fathers 
and the Garden of Song. 

“ We have available for this monu- 
ment a site more wonderful than that 
-of the Acropolis 6f Athens,’” said the 
sculptor, ‘‘ a great natural Acropolis 
rising 215 feet above the Hudson. It 
is nearly a thousand. feet across. 
The monument would be. ail low and 
in touch with the sight. A big square 
of marble, at the four corners horri- 
ble black groups, depicting Pesti- 
lence, ‘War, a cata Death—black,

“ A circular wall of-marble 900 feet 
in circumference,* extehding around 
over a great bas relief in bronze. 
Thirty or forty great’ groups, por- 
traying in bronze the labors of the 
nation, and, above these groups, the 
ideals for which we labor—in gleam- 
ing white marble. Every one does 
his day’s work-for a certain object— 
a certain ideal. 

‘* In the Garden of Péace, behind 
the great marble plaza and circular 
wall of marble and bronze, the model 
shows a tree of bronze, with leaves 
enameled, an olive tree to which 
sixty-two nations would each con- 
tribute a branch, the tree supported 
by eight spreading roots on the mar- 
ble floor. The figure of a dead youth 
lies on each root,- one of the men 
who went out but did not return—a 
sailor, a soldier, an aviator, perhaps, 
who paid the price, so that this terri- 
ble war might be the last. 

** Their sacrifice would not be in 





vain if it could be that they had 


really made -this war the last,” ex- 
claimed the sculptor. ‘‘ We “must 


not put up a monument to the de-|: 


structive, but to the constructive, the 
life of the nation, the work of the 
nation and the ideals that are behind 
it, to brotherhood and motherhood— 
not to any military form. Somebody 
has suggested an arch for a memorial 
—another Roman arch, a_ Caesar’s 
arch, or -Kaiser’s arch, when the 
whole world is wishing to mark the 
end of the rule ofthe last Kaiser. 

** A maiden stands at the head of 
each youth. Each maiden holds a 
lamp, Perhaps it is the maiden who 
might have been his wife and car- 
ried his line onward if he had not 
been cut off. The lamp is symbolic, 
you see. These alabaster lamps will 
iNuminate the bronze tree,- with- its 
bright green enameled. leaves and 
golden fruit, from all sides. 

‘* There will be sixteen little gar- 
dens, with lilies"and poppies Zrow- 
ing in them, the eight outer gardens 
having blades of grass of enameled 
bronze and golden poppies and silver

It is time we. ali 
thought more of the mothers of the 
nation and that monuments were 
built up-to motherhood,’’* said the 
sculptor. ‘‘ There is to be a pédestal 
to’ the mothers of all the boys who 
went out to die ‘fighting. This is to 
be placed against a great mosaic, 
the work of the painters. It should 
strive to embody what it signifies for 
a mother to give up her babe-a 
sort of allegory of all the mothers of 
all the ages.” 

One of the most striking: modeled 
details of the whole monument is a 
suggestion by Mr. Barnard for the 
Mother—a figure of a ‘woman, 
bound from neck to~ foot, standing 
upright, rigid, -helpless:.. Lying at 
her feet, extending outward in s 
right angle from her, is a figure 
covered with a cloth.

BE. R. Holmé, a Professor of Eng- 
lish at the University of Sydney, un- 
dertook the task of estimating the 
value of American universities from 
the Australian point of view.

His report grew into the present 
book, for which American students of 
university life should be grateful.

Those are among the “high 
lights "’ of Mr. Sparrow’s book.

i The project took . definite form 
early in the Spring when Charley, 
Grapewin, the actor, who had been” 
a resident of Long Branch for the 
last fourteen years, wrote a letter 
about it to the people of the town. 
This was read-at a meeting of the. 
Community Club. The plan’ is simple’ 
enough: It is to use the entife width’ 
of Ocean Avenue, from thelot. lines» 
on the west to’ the edge”of: the bluff + 
on the east, for a boardwalk that. 
shall extend from Seaview Avenue_ 
on the north to West End or~ 
Brighton Avenue on the south. This’ 
would give an. uninterrupted stretch, > 
in almost a.straight line; a imile and , 
a half long and nearly a hundred — 
feet wide. : 

It would have the solid: founda- 
tion of Ocean Avenue, protected from - 
the wash; of the wavés by the stone 
and concrete bulkhead that now ex- 
tends along the edge of the entire 
stretch, instead of having to be con- 
structed on. spiles, as at Atlantic’ 
City. 

Vehicular traffic on the proposed 
boardwalk would be limited to wheel 
chairs. To accommodate automobile 
travel, it is proposed to cut a road . 
through the middle of the * blocks 
lying between Ocean Avenue and 
Second Avenue. There are now 
three stretches of from one to three 
blocks long where such a street 
exists; the extension of these into a 
continuous thoroughfare would not 
only provide an adequate motor 
boulevard but would eliminate the 
right-angle turn Which motorists now 
have to negotiate in passing from 
Long Branch to West End. 

Theatre interests have already 
promised to build a playhouse as soon " 
as the boardwalk is under way; 
several hotel men: of tiational promi- 
nence have sent down their séouts to‘ 
see whatis offered in sites for hotels, 
and the ‘head of an amusenient syn- 
dicate has undertaken *to form a 
corporation to build and operate . 
various diversions for the entertain- 
ment of the crowds. 

A Committee of One inansven, ap- 
pointed as the result of a petition 
signed by a thousand or more. tax- 
payers and presented to the Mayor 
and City Commissioners, is at work 
on details. Preliminary estimates of 
cost run from $100;000 to $250,000, 
to be: provided by a bond issue, but 
maintenance ‘costs are, also being 
taken into consideration, as well as 
possible adaptation of the city’s 
Ocean Park property of ten acres to 
purposes to which the presence of the 
boardwalk will lend itself. A pro- 
posal that the city shall build the 
biggest convention hall in America is 
linked up with the question of hotel 
accommodations, One offer of $50,- 


000 a year for the rolling chair con- 
cession is said to have been received 
by the committee. 

Part of the project under consider- 
ation is the construction of break- 
waters or bulkheads extending out 
into the ocean for GOO feet or more, 
diagonally southward from the shore, 
for the purpose of impounding the 
sand that-is swept northwardly along 
the coast by the waves, and thus 
widening the available bathing beach. 
This arrangement has been a success 
at Seabright, the beach there having 
been widened. some 200 feet at cer- 
tain points.

scene; that, not having witnessed 
even Mansfield as Richard TiI., the 
only safe thing to dois to talk about 
Robert Edmund Jones. 

Theophilus is-going to come to 
their rescue. He is already busily

“No 
longer will the next youngest critic 
be forced reluctantly to turn to chat 
of his offspring, thus covering his 
confusion, The gap in the Royal 
Line will be, closed up again. Booth 


and Irving will live  onee more—at 


least in the reviews. 

We have perhaps written enough 
to hint, at least, the proposed func- 
‘tions of the new background shop. 
We ought to add, however, that after 
the production of.‘ Miss Lulu. Bett "' 
and ‘‘ The First Year,’’ with’a dram- 
atized “‘ Main Street” impehding in 
the offing, Theophilus proposed to 
combine with Mr. Thomas- Cook in 
conducting excursions of critics to 
our midwestern small towns that 
they might acquire the -needed back- 
ground at first hand. But this plan 
met with absolutely” no encourage- 
ment. “As ‘one ‘reviewer. * put it, 
“Bring your background to Broad- 
way and well buy. But leave Broad- 
way? Never!” 

So that is what Theophilus will do, 
meanwhile, of course, ‘working in 
spare moments on this new drama, 
“The Lost Paper Cutter.”

play will rule favorite, because the 
step from everyday struggle to the 
tragic is much easier: than to the 
twilight world of happiness and 
mirth. In the rural sections and 
small towns the tearful plays always 
have been more successful than the 
farce or satire. People who live close 
to the hard realities of life find it 
more natural to visualize themselves 
in the man about to lose’ his farm to 
the city villain than to see them- 
selves in the réle of persons enjoy- 
ing life as a thing lightly held and 
to be enjoyed. 

Broadway may adopt this rural 
viewpoint, because its gayety is fast 
dying—if not already dead. The nat- 
ural dullness of life seems likely to 
be relieved by tragedy growing out 
of that dullness; just as Ibsen and 
many otker Scandinavian and Rus- 
sian dramatists have employed the 
commonplace . situations to upbuild 
plays reeking of the sorrow of all 
things: , 

Certainly this would be a new 
phase for Broddway, where the jes- 
ter’s cap and bells have provided 
merriment since there was a Broad- 
way. Its theatres have reflected the 
exact status of the public mind, The 
observer need-look back no further 
than the war period to recall the time 
when throbbing’ patriotism was the 
theme. of all its biggest successes. 
Following the war the city turned 
hungrily to laughter and the simula-’ 
tion of happiness on thé stage as a 
means of forgetting the struggle and 
finding a new reason to hope. But 
something- was missing from the en- 
semble, like the first violin of a con- 
eert. The City which had_repressed 
its laughter. in serious fimes—it there 
were any who felt like mirth—feund 
that.merriment had flown. 

For a good many years the Mid- 
night Frolic was the centre of Broad- 





way’s gayety. It set the mark to 
which other attractions aspired. Its 
comedians made good-natured fun of 
its city, its weaknesses and its foi- 
bles. Everybody who went there 
laughed and came away happy. The 


man ‘who had beén to the Frolic was. 


a person of importance in the remote 
community. But:the Frolic has 
closed. Its’ epitaph might well be 
paraplirased from that written by 
Plautus, the great Roman comic 
ccamiiotint: \ 

“ After the Frolic eloséa Comedy 
mourns, the stage is deserte@?, then 
Laughter, Mirth and Jest and his 
numberless numbers all wept: in’ con- 
cert. ” 





FOR YOUNG AUTHORS 

Two thousand dollars wijl be paid 
Jan. 1, 1922; and annually there- 
after, by The Dial Magazine to a 
young American writer. The money 
is not a: prize, nor are there any 
special terms or conditions. The ed- 
itors feel that though some Amer- 
ican writers make substantial 
amounts of money through their 
work, others of a more ‘intellectual 
and less quickly apprehended talent 
do not. So they are forced to strug- 
gle along for some years without 
recognition and without leisure to 
work at their art.

Of 
course the revelation of what had 
actually. happened is reserved*for the 
very last chapter, after Larrick, hav- 
ing disposed. of his first fortune, has 
atquired a second by means.of an- 
other lucky dis¢dOvery of the useful 
ciwnabar. The determined Miss Nan- 
cy Fleét followed him into the West, 
and Larrick, a how-happy-could- I- 
e - with - either-were-t’other - dvar- 
charmer-away sort of person, cun- 
soled himself for the loss of Clelia, 
whose beauty still existed, though 
she was dead. For Randel, the sculp- 
tor, assisted by Larrick, had made a 
plaster cast of her.dead body. An 
artist tinted the resultant statue, and 
Larrick expended a Iarge amount of 
money to have it encased in giiss 
as the body had been in ice, all-of 
which enables Mr. Hughes to write 
| page after page and page after page

It is not only Clélia, alive or dead 
but always scantily clothed, whom 
Mr. Hughes describes at excessively 
great length. His accounts of mea- 
grely clad women are as numerous as 
they are wearisome, and as weari- 
some as they are numerous. But al- 
though the book .contains so many 
descriptions of physical’ charms, it 
does not contain one flesh-and-blood 
character, one human being - who 
lives’ and whose fate is a matter of 
importance to the reader. Disserta- 
tions innumerable there are. Mr. 
Hughes gives us neither his very 
novel nor very interesting opinions 
on pr t-day. fashi en .censor- 
ship, on prohibition, on the: “new 
art” of the motion picture—‘“‘ an art 
more nearly universal than music, 
more persuasive than the drama, 
more legible than- any other litera- 
ture ”’—on -votes ‘for women and a 
great many other things, thereby 
making his novel an extremely long 
book. In his conception of. the girl 
Clelia, whom he evidently meant to 
represent youth and loveliness in- 
carnate, frozen in the clear icé, there

HIS collection of “eleven short 

T stories, nearly all dealing with 

the American underworld, are 
distinguished by a strong dramatic 
sense,.as well as a keen knowledge 
of the ways and habits of thought 
of those who live by preying on 
society. There is no more striking 
narration in the whole number than 
that entitled ““A Whiff of Helio- 
trope.”” A ‘‘lifer’’ in a peniten- 
tiary. Number 480 on the prison 
books, but named Hasdock, has 
served twenty years. He is a trusty 
and the Warden likes him, asa 
square man and obedient prisoner. 
He. desires to be released because 
his young daughter—she is twenty— 
whom he never has seén-since she 
was a baby, and never expects to 
see, is in danger. She is the daugh- 
ter of a woman who-has gone from 
bad to ‘worse all her life, and who, 
so Hasdock hears on, authority that 
he considers’ beyond question, in- 
tends to trade on the freshness and 
beauty of this girl.

He has 
been paying attention. to her.elder 
sister for years, and is om the point 
of becoming engaged to her, but 
Leonetta sueceeds in infatuating hini 
herself. If this theme had been 
treated in.a purely narrative fash- 
ion, we- should have had an intense 
story, moving quickly to an inevita- 
ble tragedy, but we would have had 
no better understanding of some of 
the types of modern society when we 
finished than when we began. There- 
fore the character of Lord Henry is 
introduced. Since he is a specialist 
in nervous disorders, he averts the 
impending catastrophe, analyzes and 
explains the actions and motives of 
the other characters, and in so doing 
teaches a psychology which can be 
applied to many people in “daily life. 

The book is interesting in spite of 
being a novel with a°purpose. Cleo, 
the elder sister, is rather a lay fiz- 
ure. . The other characters are well 
drawn and convincing, The plot is 
dramatic, and if th® author has de- 
liberately chosen to retard its de- 
velopment with explanations, his ex- 
cuse is that he has done so in an 
interesting manner and that his com- 
ments have an intrinsic value. It is 
a pleasure to read a novel based on 
Freudian analysis which deals with 
normal sex desires and with people 
for whom one has both respect and 
liking.

LOW CEILINGS. By W. Douglas

HE hatred of a certain pictur# 
T esque person for holy water has 
long since passed into a prov- 
erb, yet it is a, weak and futile thing 
when comparéd to the fierceness of 
scorn and loathing with which the 
majority of English authors regard 
those who dwell in’ London suburbs. 
In “novel after novel of every soft, 
quality and character, the fiction 
writers empty. the vials of their 
wrath -upon these unfortunate 
beings’ more or less devoted heads. 
Sometimes their smugness, snobbish- 
ness, pretense, hypocrisy and nar- 
row-mindedness are merely inciden- 
tal to the main theme; sometimes 
they are the theme, the book sympa- 
thetically recounting the mor® or 
less successful struggle made —by 
some exceptional male.or female to 
escape their generally blighting and 
stultifying influence. It is to this 
latter type that W. Douglas New- 
ton’s new novel, ‘* Low Ceilings,’ 
belongs. His somewhat invertebrate 
hero, who. himself tells of his experi- 
ences—one can scaréely call ‘them 
efforts—was born and brought up in 
the swamps of Suburbia, and might 
very well have died therein had it 
not been, first, for the war, and 
second, the efforts of certain good 
friends, and, wonderful as it may 
seem, relations. 

But this theme, though cleverly 
developed, in the first part of the 
book, with much deftness of phras- 
ing and cleverness of minute detail, 
is not completely sustained. When 
the war has at last freed Donal 
Harbour from his pettimess of ont- 


look, ‘‘ smashed down my ‘aloof at-

Apart from an occasional -bit of 
awkwardness and an overinduigence 
in a passion for rows of. dots which, 
seems to have grown upon the au- 
thor as his book progressed, the 
novel is well -written. Its. opening 
chapters are’ strictly realistic. The 
sketch of “‘ The Hill,” the London 
suburb where the Harbour family 
lived behind *‘ the big gate that en- 
deavored to convince the world that 
we were accustomed to carriages,”’ is 
excellent in its description of the 
roast .mutton atmosphere of the 
houstés whose inhabitants spent their 
lives ‘*‘ evading fhings '’ and care- 
fully cultivating ‘‘ the sham out- 
look of merely seeing the things

“William Friese Greene was an Einglish- 
man. Other authorities support Mr. 
Bedding in the contention that he pro- 
jected moving pictures on a screen in 
1889 or 1890, thus aritedating Jenkins by 
four or five years... His priority, it is 
reported, is attested by a United States 
Supreme. Court decision in a patent 
suit. He never received any. substan- 
tial remuneration for his work, how- 
ever, and at one time went to prison as 
& result of his debts. He. was discov- 
eréd in want in 1915 and several mem- 
bers of the motion picture industry in 
Bngland subscribed £131 to carry him 
through. his immediaté difficulties. On 
May 5 of this year the motion picture 
men of London gave a dinner in his 
honor, at which,-just after making an 
address, he dropped dead. He was 60 
years old, and it was perhaps asking 
too much of a man of his age to sur- 
vive ‘the shock of sudden recognition 
after a life of. creative work in ob- 
security and poverty. 

But the claim made for Greene is dis- 
puted, and in England, too. Alder An- 
derson, writing in The London Daily 
Telegraph of May 12 last, puts him in 
the front rank of cinematographic pio- 
neers, but gives precedence to the Lu- 
miére brothers of France. He says that 
their projection of moving pictures at 
Lyons on March 22, 1895, was the first 
occasion of its kind, which would indi- 
cate that he questions the value of the 
earlier demonstrations by Greene and 
Jenkins. Louis Lumiére’s recent elec- 
tion to the Académie des Sciences as the 
inventor of the motion picture, he main- 
tains, validates the claim made for him. 
But how about Jenkins’s medal and 
Gréene’s Supreme Court décision? 

Mention of the Lumiére brothérs, how- 
ever, Opens & new avenue of Inquiry 
that comes soon to Dr. E. J.‘ Marey, 
another Frenchman, who, after observ- 
ing Muybridge’s work, realized that 
nothing could be accomplished in cine- 
matography by the use of a séparate 
camera for each picture, and, in 1882, 
according to Croy, constructed his Pho- 
tographic Gun, Which seems to have 
been the first cam@€ra devised for taking 
a number of pictures in rapid succession 
through a single lens. But he di: not

“Bay that her husband, on Nov. 2, 1886, 
“ applied for patents for taking and pro- 
jécting moving pictures at the Washing- 
toh Patent Office as well as in England, 
France,-Austria and Belgium,’’.and- that 
‘*the American patent was granted to 
him on Jan. 10, 1888.” So no. name, it 
seems, Ghn go unchallenged. 

And the Hst of motion picture 
originators is not exhausted, for there's 
Alexander Black, the American novelist, 
who was recently hailed as the creator 
of the photoplay at a dinner of the 
Friars’ Club in New York. Mr. Black’s 
contribution, it appears, was along. ar- 
tistic or dramatic, rather than mechani- 
cal or chemical, lines. While others 
wére working to improve the equipment 
for producing motion pictures and ‘were 
making what today would be called edu- 
cational, or at least non-dramatiec, pic- 
tures, Mr. Black, primarily an author, 
visioned the picture-play, and in 1893-4 
presented several of his own stories, 
notably ‘‘ Miss Jerry,’’ by means of a 
succession of still pictures projécted on a 
screeh so as to approximate “he illusion 
of motion. 

And, of course, if one {is inclined to 
follow every stream that, in. the course 
of time, has contributed to the motion 
picture river, he must go back to Dr. 
Coleman Sellers of Philadelphia, who, in 
1861, mude a machine called the Kine- 
matoscope, which employed separate 
still pictures for the same effect that 
Mr. Edison more satisfactorily, accom- 
plished with running film. in his Kineto- 
scope of 1893. And still further back is 
the Wheel of Life, introduced into Eng- 
land in 1833, before the successful de- 
velopment of photography, of portrait- 
ure anyhow, which consistéd mainly of 
a series of drawings within a hollow 
cylinder, so arranged as to give the tm- 
pression of motion to one peering 
through slots in the top of the cylinder. 
There were also numerous other. toys of 
this character. 

And behind all motion picture repre-, 
‘sentation, of course, is the well-knewn 
principle of the persistence of vision, 
which, according to Ben J. Lubschez, 
was recognized in 65 B. C. 

Let’s not go any further back—and if 
any one asks you who invented the mo- 
tion picture, take your choice of in- 
ventorg, but watch out for the fellow

“One of the most interesting features 
of the discussion on the curriculum,”’ 
says the prospectus, ** resulted from the 
question raised as to the-academic free- 
dom. of the school on the one hand and 
the. possible- danger of its giving an 
opportunity for propaganda on the 
other. A special committee was ap- 
pointed to frame the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted unanimously: 

‘The Summer School shall not be 


spfrit of impartial inquiry, wth abso- 
lute freedom of discussién and academic 
freedom of teaching.’ ”’ 

President M. Carey Thomas of Bryn 
Mawr stated the purpose of the school 


“The object of the school is to offer 


fuller education in ordgr that they may 
widen their influence in the industrial 
world, help in tthe coming social recon- 
struction and increase the happiness and 
usefulmess of their own lives.’’ 

In” planning opportunities for recrea- 
tion for the students it was decided to/ 


grant the indulgence of a late breakfast

In ‘the opinion of Mery Anderson, 
Directér of the Women’s Bureau of the 
United States Department of Labor, the 
benefit ef this experiment will not all 
be on the side of the girls and women 
who go to study. 

“ It is a bridge across the gulf between 
purely practical experience and theo- 
retical training,’’ said~- Miss Anderson. 
"What the workers. need as much as 
anything in the world is the means to 
express what they have learned by their 
life’s experience. If they have the con- 
tacts and the training through which to 
make themselves articulate, if they get 
the ,;wider view which shows them not 
only the practical necessity but the 
broad philosophical basis of the prin- 
ciples. which underlie the economic 
struggle, they will be able far more 


to their understanding. 

“ From the students in the Bryn Mawr 
Summer School we hope to develop lead- 
ers among the women workers who will 
be vital factors in broadening. the life 
and environment as well as bettering 
the working conditions of their sisters. 
The school will bring together women of 
different occupations, from all parts of 
the country, and this in itself will be 
broadening and instructive. The class- 
room work and lectures, the training of 
mind and faculties _under skilled edu- 
cators, will make W possible for these 
girls to take back to their communities 
new powers.and usefulness as workers 
and as leaders.

convicts is steadily diminishing. 

Compared with the number of 

prisoners, 167,100, who were re-, 

ceiyed on conviction into local 
and convict prisons in the beginning of 
this.century, last year there were only 
35,439. Moreover, the number of young 
convicts under the age of twenty-one 
has decreased by 91 per cent. in the last 
ten years. 

There are many reasons for this re- 
markable decrease in crime in Britain. 
It is partly the result of the self-saq 
rificing efforts of those who have been 
engaged since the days of Lord Shaftes- 
bury and Charles Kingsley in the pre- 
ventive side of social work. It is prob- 
able, too, that the public and compul- 
sory education that has now been in 
force for half a century is having its 
effect, and that the British nation is be- 
coming better educated and more self- 
respecting. 

The decrease is also the result of a 
more enlightened policy in dealing’ with 
crime. It is at last being realized by 
those responsible that prison administra- 
tors must consider. not only the particu- 
lar criminal act which a man may have 
committed, but also what has’ caused 
him to commit the act. Sir Ruggles BH. 
Brise, the presenti Chairman of the 
_Commissioners of Prisons, has made 
a. special point ‘of emphasizing the 
faet that every other science makes prog- 
ress by. studying causations, and states 
that he sees no reason why criminology 
should be an exception. In other words, 
he considers’ not only what a criminal 
has done but what he is. The British 
wie is therefore on the most, enlight- 

‘lines Of modern criminology, and is 
_@pecial interest to other nations. 

Before a man: is sent to prison in 
Great’ Britain. today +his mental health 
and the gravity of his crime are both 
carefully considered. Ten years ago

This beneficent act has been responsi- 
ble for a remarkable fall, but the de- 
crease( amounting to over 71 per cent. 
of offenders received without the option 
of a fine, points unmistakably to a 
higher standard of general conduct. 
Ten years ago there were over 89,000 
such persons; last year this had fallen 
to 26,136, 

Those committed to prison are treated 
with discrimination. Habitual criminals 
are given the chance of preventive de- 
tention. It is possible eventually for 
men discharged from preventive deten- 
tion to be placed under the care of a 
Central Association, and -be freed en- 
tirely from any contact with the police, 
such as was involved in the sometimes 
misused ticket-of- -leave system. .This is 
Provided a man/leads a sober and in- 
dustrious life and is punctual and regu- 
lar at work. 

It is state by the Home Secretary 
that there still exists in Great. Britain 
a solid body of dangerous and persistént 
criminals who regard a sentence of 
penal servitude with callous indiffer- 
ence. Such men, when given their lib- 
erty, only abuse it by continuing their 
depredations against society. 

The great way to reduce. this social 
danger is.to. stop the inflow of young 
convicts. In the old days undoubtedly 
a man who had once been to prison 
found it difficult not to return. An ef- 
fective method, called the Borstal sys- 
tem, has been devised for the treatment 
of young lads and girls from the age of 
16 to 21, who In the old days wére the 
worry. and the puzzle of the criminal 
courts. At the beginning of this century 
there weré 200 young convicts under the 
age of on there are now only nine, This 
is largely) the result of the treatment 
given to young orton ers pat the Borstal 
institutions, where they havé’an oppor- 
tunity during a period of. three years of 
learning discipline and:acqui ‘trade, 
so that on release they’ may, able ‘to 
earn an honest living. When ‘their time 
of detention ‘is over they are’ carefully 
watched over, and oy personal interest 
and influence are helped to leave their 
criminal paths.

A “NO-TIP” HOTEL. 


WRITER in The London Chronicle 
A sends this from Lausanne, Switzer- 
land: 


“‘T have been living for a week in a 


‘no-tip’ hotel. When I arrived the 
proprietor informed me that tips had 
been abolished in his establishment, and 
that in their place 10 per cent. would 
be added to the amount of the bill. At 
the end of the week my bill came to 
125 Swiss francs—about £5 11s at the 
Present rate of exchange—and the 
amount added was 1214 francs. 


“Had there been no such arrangement 
I. should probably have given 8 fr. each 
to the concierge, chambermaid and 
head waiter, 2 fr. to the porter, and a 
similar sum to the boots, if he had ap- 
peared on the scene; total 13 fr. 

“From a financial point of view, 
therefore, it is a difference of about six 
against half a. dozen between the old 
system and the new. But it is a great 
thing for one’s peace of. mind to be -re- 
lieved of the necessity of going round at 
the last moment and doling out the 
requisite sum to each object’ of: one’s 
bounty, often’ with the inadequate sup- 
ply of small change. 

‘“*I asked one of the hotel employes 
which system he preferred, and he said, 
unhesitatingly, that he preferred the 
percentage system. 

“It is evident ‘that a percentage ar- 
rangement must work. out very ex- 
pensively when the bill is a heavy one. 
“Take a family party, for example, say 
a father, mother and two daughters. 
Suppose the bill at the end of the week 
amounted to 500 francs, Jen per cent. 
of that would be 50 fr. ould ’ pater- 
familias have given 50 frs:.in' tips?

per square mile, according to recent sta- 
tistics, was 320. This is less than in 
densely populated countries like Belgium 
and England, but tne problem of accom- 
modation is less acute there than in 
Japan. 

“Belgium and England are wholly 
‘arable, Japan is almost wholly moun- 
‘tatnous,”.. writés: Dr, Sidney L. Gulick, 
in’ ¥ American Democracy and Asiatic 
Citizenship.” ‘(If we eliminate from’ the 
figures the aréa ‘of unproductive lands 
‘of. each country, thé population per 
square mile works out approximately: 
England, 466; “Belgium, 702; Japan, 

2,688."" In other words, figured thus, 
Japan’s density of population is more 
than 5% times that of England and more 
than 4 times that of Belgium. 

An idea of the alarming growth of 


‘the Japanese population may be gained 


from this extract from the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica’s article on Japan: 

“ According to quasi-historical records, 
the poptiiation of the empire in the year 
A.D. 610 was 4,988,82, and in 736 it 
had grown to 8,681,770. It is impossible 
to say how much reliance may be placed 
on these figures but, from the 18th cen- 
tury, when the name of every ‘subjéct 
had to be inscribed on the roll of a 
temple, as a measure against his adop- 
tion of Christianity, a tolerably trust- 
worthy census could always be taken. 
The returns thus obtained show that 
from the year 1723 until 1846, the popu- 
lation remained almost stationary, ‘the 
figure in the former year being 26,065, - 
422, and that in the latter year 26,907,- 
625. There had, indeéd, been five 
periods of declining population in that 
period of 124 years. * * * But after 
1872, when the census showed a total of 
$3,110,825, the population grew steadily, 
its. increment between 1872 and_ 1898 
inclusive, a period of 27 years, being 
10,649,990. 


Question of Subsistence. 

“Such a rate of increase invests the 
question of subsistence with great im- 
portance. In former times the area of 
land under’ cultivation increased in a 
marked degree. Returns prepared at the 
beginning of the tenth century showed 
2,500,000 acres under crops, whereas the 
figure in 1834 was over 8,000,000 acres. 
But thé development of means of sub- 
sistence has been outstripped by the 
growth of population in recent years. 
Thus, during the period between 1899

and). 1007. the population received an mi- | 


crément of 11,6 per cent., whereas. the 
food-producing aréa increased by only 
4.4 per cent. * *.* The birth: raw, 
of. the decennial 
Period ended 1907, is 3.05 per cent. of..the 
population, and the death rate is 2.05." 

That the problem %% becoffiing still 
more gerious since the above figures 
werg’ concniled miay be gathered by a 
comparison of tne growth of the Japa- 
hese population between: 1872 and 1898, 
‘shown above, and the increase between 
the latter year and the ' present day. 
Whereas the increase between 1872 and 
1898, inclusive, was soméwhat over 10,- 
600,000, bringing the total population of 
Japan in 1898 to a little under 44,000,000, 
the increasé. in the twenty-two years 
from 1899 to 1920, inclusivé, has been in 
the vitinity of 12,000,000, or considerably 
greater than for the twenty-seven-year 
period preceding it. 

‘‘Japan’s problem today,” says Dr. 
Gulick, ‘‘is how: adequatély to feed, 
Clothe, house and educate her multiply- 
ing millions and give them that larger, 
richer life of the modern world for 
which their intelligence, industry, edu- 
cation, ambition and world outlook are 
fitting thém.”’ 

The cost of living is already such in 
Japan, according to Professor Morimoto 
of Sapporo University, that 98 per cent. 
of the people there do noi get enough to 
eat! No wonder the Japanesé are earn- 
estly studying possible solutions of. their 
over-population problem. One of. the 
most recent developments has been the 


invitation from a group of Japanese 
women to Mrs. Margaret Sanger, a weH- 
known American advocate of birth con- 
trol, to make a three months’ tour of 
Japan. Mrs. Sanger stated a few days 
ago that she would almost certainly ac- 
cept the invitation. The plah is to have 
hér lecture next Winter at Japanese 
universities and elsewhere in Japan on 
the question of birth control.

WAR HERO. STREET NAMES 





Pershing Square Most Prominent in Recent 
Changes by Board of Aldermen 


O. every one who truly loves the 
varied characteristics which give 
individuality to this cosmopolitan 
town, the streets of New York 
possess a never-ending charm. 


Their very namés, in many cases, are’ 


associated with. distinct forms of sound 
and commercial activity. . Broadway. or 


Fifth Avenue, under other names, would. 


still retain their’ predominant features, 
but that indefinable sentiment created 
through long years of municipal growth 
and progtess would be sadly missed. 
When the suggestion was made, a short 
time ago, to change the name of the 
Bowery, this collective sentiment of pub- 
lic opinion rose in revolt. 

In a growing city like Néw York, how- 
ever, subject to more or less radical 
transformations, conditions may arise 
when changes of name may be desirable 
or necessary. One of the worthiest 
names given recently in a case of this 
kind was that of Pershing Square to the 
Park Avenue and Forty-second Street 
area directly in front of the new Grand 


Central Terminal. 

Another name recently given to the 
extension of a rapid transit thorough- 
fare is that of Schiff Parkway to the 
wide portion of Delancey Street begin- 
ning at the Bowery and extending to 
Williamsburg Bridgé. Another man who 
left a deep impress upon the commercial 
as well as philanthropic life of the city, 
the late Isidor Straus, who lost his life 
in the sinking of the Titanic, Was 
honoréd a few yeats ago by having his 
natne given to the formér Bloomingdale 
Square, at West End Avenue, Broadway 
and 106th Street. 

The Board of Aldermén, during the 
last five months, has givén new names 
to more streets than are usually voted 
during the period allowed by the City 
Charter for change of names, which 
is betwéen Dec. 1 and May 1. No new 
names can now be. given until after 
Dec. 1 next. Séveral of the hew names 
have been bestowed in memory of young 
men who gave théir lives on the battle- 
fields of France in the great war. In 
honor of the late Mayor John Pufroy 
Mitchel thé square bounded by Broad- 
way, St. Nicholas Avenué, 166th to 170th 
Street, was named Mitchel Square. 

At the last meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen in April the names of three 
young men residents of the Dyckman 
section were given to. streets in that 


area héar the North River. They were 
respectively Henshaw, Staff and Dan- 
iela. The streets are short -thorough- 
fares of only -a bloék | or 8é in length, 
yall beginning on the south sidejof Dyck- 
man Stréet between Broadway nd the 
ferry landing at the foot of Dyckman 
Street. These small thoroughfares had 
néver been named, appearing on the 
map as B, Cand D Streets. The names 
were proposed. by the Inwood Post of 
the American Legion... 

Still another changé Was the elimina- 
tion of the:old name cfPrescott Avenue, 
a much longer thoroughfare than any 
of the othérs, exténding northerly from 
Dyckman Street, just west of Broadway, 
for three or four blocks and ono block 
south of Dyckman Street. This now be- 
comés Payson Avenue, in honor of the 
Rev. Dr. Géorge 8. Payson, who was 
pastor of the neighboring Fort Wash- 
ington Presbyterian Church for more 
than forty years. He résigned last year, 
atid the use of the church parsonage 
was accorded to him for life in addition 
to a pension. It had originally been 
suggested. that the short. and hitherto 
unnamed portion of the continuation of 
Prescott Avénue south of Dyckman 
Street be called Payson Avenue, but the 
name has been given to the continuous 
thoroughfare. 

Another name of & young war héro 
was that of McNally Sqiare, voted by 
the Aldermen in December for the Man- 
hattan approach t6 the Washington 
Bridge. This approach virtually forms 
part of High Bridgé Park, including 
thé open spaceés directly north and south 
of 18ist Streét, east of Amsterdam Ave- 
hue. The' soldier was the gon of a police- 
man. 

A year ago a@ radical change of name 
Was made tn four important thorough- 
farés in the West Harlem: séction. To 
one of these, béing the singlé block of 
126th Street from old Manhattan 
Street to Clarémont Avenue, was given 
thé namé of Moylan Place in commem- 
ofation of a young soldier who never 
came back, .thé son of William Moylan, 
who fot many years has resided in the 
block. The 125th Stteet. bl6ck from the 
former Manhattan Street to Broadway 
was nafthed La.Salle Place; the end of 
127th Street from the old Manhattan 
Street tq Riverside Drive has been 
named Tiemann Place, and the westerly

The old Manhattan Streét had held its 
hame from the time of the oldest in- 
habitant. It ran. directly through . the 
little village of Manhattanville, as the 
westerly section of what is now Harlem 
was. known béfore the extension of 
buildings absorbed it into the greater 
Harlem area, The change of name was 
due to the efforts of the Harlem Board 
of Commerce, which, in view of the fact 
that the crosstown cars running through 
125th Street continued in a diagonal line 
through ‘Manhattan Street to the terry 
landing, advocated the change as oné 
of convenience. 

Tiemann Place was named in honor of 
Daniel F. Tiemann who was Mayor of 
New York in 1858 and had an attractive 
home, Shaded by finé trees, on the high 
ground on the north side of 127th Street 
between Broadway and Riversidé Drive. 
Tn the lowland to the north of his home 
stood’ for many years the Tiemann dye 
and paint works, Mayor Tiemann was 
an active member of thé old Manhat 
ville Enginé Company, and his pleasant 
country home survived the invasion of

The Coronation Dinner. 


The death of Franz Josef brought a 
Change in the atmosphere of the palace, 
despite the war and many sorrows.

Charles, whom his ‘subjects ted known 
as @ retiring, gentle personality. There 
wére notable éntertainments in Vienne 
preceding the coronation, and on the 
day that.Charles ascended the throne the 
city forgot its troubles in a temporary 
holiday, The coronation dinner probably 
Was the greatést state occasion of the 
whole conflict for the Germans. 

Few cooks get-@ chance to prepare such 
a dinner. Urban made plang & week in 
advance and every possible detall was 
atranged. Then came*the morning of 
the eventful day and the Schoenbrurn 
kitchens were thé centre of importance. 
Special dishes were prepared, some of 
which could only be eaten by thé Em- 
peror. 'Thesé latter dishes were placed: 
on a table which he dpproached after 
thé coronatioh, and tasted the’ contents, 
in conformity with a legend dating back 
to the time of St. Stepheh of Hungary. 

After the coronation there was danco- 
ing, something wHich had been absent 
from Sthoerbrugn.for &@ long while, Phe 
tinkle of glassés around the purichbowls 
and the strains of music made it almost 
séeemi that the wat was far away.

CENTRAL PARK IN 1871 





City’s Service 


N old Néw Yorket finds in the 
lower end of Central Park today 
the only considerable section of 
his city Which has remainded un- 
changéd for half a century. To 

any one fretuiiing after an absence of 
fifty years or so it is the only place 
where he could feel at home. Yet éx- 
cept for a few acres of lawts and drive- 
ways the Park itséif has been cofn- 
pletely transformed. An interesting link 
with the early days of Central Park 
passes this week with the fétiretnient of 
Thomas Donahué, the old Paftk gtiard 
who is just completing fifty-one years 
of continuous service. 

“The 614 Park was more beautiful 


"than it is today,” said Mr. Donahue in 


recalling these early days. ‘‘ The lawns 
were finer, what there was of them, 
and the oaks and élms were real trees. 
Some of the péople who journeyed up 
from the city used to ask us why it was 
called Centra) Park? There was a great 
deal of open country south of the Park, 
before you came to the city. The resi- 
dential section centred about Union 
Square or even further south. 


‘‘ For most New Yorkers Central Park 
in thosé days was too far north to be 
within walking distance. It was years 
before thé elevated railroad was built, 
and the firat of these roads, I remetnber, 
stopped at Thirtiéth Street. The crowds 
camé uptown fof the most part ‘by the 
horse cars which ran on Seventh Ave- 
nue and later on Sixth. Eighth Avenue 
had not been graded for a long distance 
below the Park. Then there were buses 
which madé special ttips from the city 
up to the Park. It was a long ride, and 
in Winter it was a very cold ride, for 
the cars and busés had no heat. We 
used to think the straw in the bottom of 
the cars kept us warm, 

“But the crowds came just the same. 
There was a great deal of driving in 
thosé days. In fine wéather the drives 
were crowded, and the paradé of horses 
and carriages was a sight to eée. The 
sleighing was one of thé sights of the 
country. There were no automobties to 
cut up the roadways, and there were 
weeks, often months, of sleighing. There 
were hundreds of sleighs, many of them 
drawn by four horses, and with their 
plumes and bells they made a fine show. 
There aré no such pictures in Central 
Park today. 


** In the early days the low stone wall 
around thé Park Was really needed.. It 
kept out the goats and wandering cattle 
and horses which our neighbors kept all 
around us. A great deal of the wall had 
been built, but only a part ef it has 
been finished with the stone coping you 
seé today. Thé flat top of the wall was 
very attractive for the goats, and theres 
were hundréds of them. They Would 
make a flying léap and ruh along it like 
a deer for blocks, only there were no 
blocks laid out. They knew well enough 
they had no right there, and whén a 
cop appeared they would ran off at 
top speed and hide in the shanties along 
Fifth Avenue or Central Patk West. 
Tne moment the ‘ cop’ disappemred they 
would be out again. 

‘‘ he Park was guarded in those days 
by the ‘sparrow cops,’ as they were 
called, and they wete needed. They wore 
a ‘light gray uniform and shields, but 
they had no powér to make arrests. The 

‘epattow cops’ stood at @il the Park 
entrances and kept 6ut undésirable citi- 
zens, including dogs, goats, cattle and 
stray. horses. They counted every one 
who camé in and made a daily report. 
You see Central Park was an oasis 
in a rocky, barren country. The squat: 
ters who lived on the bare little hills 
ground the Park to the east, south and 
west had a hard time getting food for 
their cattle; horses and goats, and the 
Park looked g60d to them ‘with its pace A 
grass and shrubbery. Thé ‘

glad to get it, and would come and haut 
it away. 

‘I don’t believe there fs a single house 
facing Central Park today en any of its 
fott® sides which comés down from that 
time, half a céntury agé. There weré a 
great mahy homes, such gs they were, 
but they were just the squatters, as we 
called thém, They lived in miserable 
shanties, knocked together with a few 
boards, where the family and the géate 
lived together. There were sevéral 
Saldons around the southeast corner of 
the Park. There Was one whére the 
Metropolitah Club stands, another on tae 
site of the Hotel. Nethérland, another 
where the Savoy stands and atill another 
whete the Plasa stands: They did a 
good business. The only large building 
in the neighborhood stood on Fifty-nihth 
Street, facing the Park. It was started 
by William Tweed, but otily the frame 
Was put tp and it waa not completéd. 

‘‘ Although the lower part of Central 
Park was laid out and completed in the 
fifties,, and looked much as it does. to- 
day, the uppér section was hot finished 
until later. There was a lot of rdtgh 
batrén country with stony hills. The 
squatters swarmed. there and built their 
bhanti¢s and tafiaged to live somehow 
with a few goats and perhaps @ coW or 
two. There was some good farming 
country Besides within the pfesent park 
boundaries. There were beautiful 
strétchés of orchards and @ good deal of 
market gardening. This farming cdéun- 
try was common thoughout this section 
In those days, above Fifty-ninth Street, 
and extended from one river to the 
other. It took @ lot of work to turn 
all this into the lével lawns and broad 
driveways we have today. 

“There was a zoo in those days, but 
a very small oné compared with the one 
today. We had two lions which were 
one of the Wonders of thé city. They 
were* named Lincoln and Jennie, and 
every one knew them. Later there wet'é 
two lion cubs which we named Moody 
and Sankey, who had just come over 
trom England. It was part 6? my work 
to také Moody and Sankey out evéty fine 
day and turn them loose on the grass, 1 
loaded, them in a wheelkatfow and 
carried them back and forth. Théy wéré 
too young to fight, but it wes considered 
one of the sights of the town to see 
them out of their cages on fle lawn. 

“ The old Arsenal was used {nh thé ¢arly 
days for storing small artns, but it 
proved to be a very damp place for 
them, <A lot of good niaterial was fuined 
from rusting and the bufllding was con- 
demned for the purpose. For some time 
it, was a museum and was filled with 
stuffed animals and a lot of truck. Later 
it was used for the Park Department of- 
fices ufitil they wéré movéd downtown 
to the Municipal Building. 

‘As I said, I think there were quite 
as many peopléin the park fifty years 
ago as today. There was much less patk 
to fill to be sure. They amused théii- 
selves in about the same way. ‘Théra 
were boats’on the lake in the Summer, 
and in Winter the ice was crowded with 
skaters. There seemed to be. more skat~ 
ing in those days, No, the crowd doesn’t 
change much. They wear different 
clothes, but they walk up and dowh the 
Mall and stare at the wild animels and 
spoon on the benches just the samé. 

‘* When.I- started as a young man. to 
work in the Park, more than fifty years 
ago, I spent some time in Battery pit 
and City Hall Park. 1 helpéd dig 6 
the place Bee-k pemdaldl seat ioe Ge 
Hall, when we camé across a great 
many human skelétoris.. We also opentd 
up Mail Street across the lower end of 
the park, and, here: we found more Pones, 
‘s Dales supposed that they came from tho

His career as Finance Minister was an 
unending Series of troubles. He first 
took that post a year ago last March in: 
the Cabinet formed by Hermann Muel- 
ler. When Constantin Fehrenbach suc- 
ceededeMueller as Chancellor he retained 
Wirth as Finance Minister. One of the 
first: difficulties. which confronted the 
latter -in the Spring of 1920 was the 
demand of German railroad and postal 
employes for higher wages. Such de- 
mands are everyday events in the lives 
of present-day European statesmen, and 
the attitude of the German ‘workers in 
question was to the full as. disagreeable 
as that of their confréres in other parts 
of the distracted Continent. Dr. Wirth 
and Dr. Johannes Bell, Minister of Trans- 
port, put their heads together and de- 
cided that the demands of the workers 
must be granted, for political and social 
reasons. It meant a crushing addition 
to the budget, but they took the step. 

After studying the situation for a few 
weeks Dr. Wirth announced that Ger- 
many’s total debt amounted to 265,000,- 
000,000 marks (about $63,000,000, 000 at 
the par value of the German mark). 
This was in June, a year ago. Dr. 
Wirth soon came forward with plans 
for reducing this enormous bugden. He 
emphasized the necessity of adopting his 
own special program by threatening to 
resign. ‘In this way he forced his col- 
leagues to.act as he wished and laid the 
foundations of that ascendency of his 
in Germany which eventually. landed him 
in’the Chancellorship. 

The Finance Minister did. not, mince 
his words. He.was frank to the point 
of brutality. Germany’s wretched fi- 
nances, he declared. were the result of 
maladministration. The consequences of 
his tirade were prompt and efficacious. 
The Cabinet voted to take up imme- 
diately the question of confiscating coal 
fields and paved the way for the @raft- 
Ing of a law to meet the problem.

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Postmaster. General Says Service 
Will Be Reorganized. to 
Meet New Needs 


EORGANIZATION of the air 
mail service with a view of oper+ 
ating it on a businesslike basis 
is one of the tasks which Past- 
master General Will H. Hays 

has &llotted: to himself. : 
‘‘I fully appreciate the value of what 

has been done to date,’’ said Mr. Hays

service efficient and safe and develop

ment and the people. We never want 
to send a boy up in the air unless he is 
thoroughly trained. We. don’t ‘want 
spectacular performances simply  be- 
cause they attract attention. We just 
want to get everything out of this ser- 
vice that we can, and that’s what I hope 
we shall accomplish.’’ 

lt transpires that Mr. Hays had 
started an investigation of the condi- 
tion of the air mail service before he 
had becn in office ten days. The rec- 
ords show that before the end of March 
he had gone into records, gotten into 
cémmunication with other Government 
officials and was endeavoring to co- 
operate with them so that all interested 
Government departments might develop 
team work. Today there are in progress 
conferences between the Post Office De- 
partment, War Department, Navy De- 
partment and the Dpartment of Com- 
merce for the purpose of studying the 
problem of getting results in the air at 
a minimum of cost and a maximum of. 
efficiency. 

‘‘The air mail service,’’ Mr. Hays con- 
tinued, ‘‘ has great value, of course, 
but its real importance {fs its potential- 
ity as a reserve for defense in case 
of necessity. I don’t know how. many 
people have thought of it that way or 
realize the -1agnitude of the present 
air mail establishment. The service em- 
ploys fifty-five pilots, who fly daily 
6,866 miles. We have sixty-five planes 
in readiness and thirty-five are daily 
undergoing repairs. There are more 
than 400 mechanics 4nd twenty-one fly- 
ing fields. 

‘* What we must seek to do is to get 
the most out of this establishment ; to 


give the greatest measure of ‘service. 
You can build yourself up to be an | 
athlete by punching a bag or walking | 
or running, of you can -accomplish the 
same result by chopping wood. If you 
follow the latter program you will have 
the wood chopped and corded. You will 
have produced something. 


“Of course I realize that it takes a 
different kind Of trainfng, to develop an 
air fighter ‘than it does to develop an 
air mail ~. pilot, but you can mighty 
quickly make fighters out of the large 
number of air mail aviators’; who will 
recéive training. -Also, it requires a 
peculiarly skilled mechanic for the 
operation of -airplanes, and there is a 
great necd in this country ‘for the devel- 
opment of mechanics for: this kind of 
work.”’

Five Potent Reasons, 


Mr. Hays believes that the air mail is 
one of the most potent means for. the 
development | of aeronautics for these 
reasons: . 


First—It requires that continuous fly- 
ing be done, in Summer and Winter, in 
all altitudes. necessary in going from 
the east coast to the west coast. 

Second—It: develo Ops, a personnel to op- 
erate and keep up the airplanes and air- 
ways, which are a great national asset 
both in péace and in war. 

Third—It necessitates a system of air- 
ways and. aids to aerial.. navigation, 
which can be developed in no other way. 

Fourth—It requires that an efficient 
meteorological service for air travel be 
developed, which will measure currents 
in the upper atmosphere, predict storms 
and study these meteorological condi- 
tions for the development of aerial navi- 
gation. 


Fifth—It will develop radio communi- 
cation between airdromes for the proper 


handling of the airplanes, will be able to’ 


communicate with the airplanes in the 
air as to storms, will allow communica- 
tion from the airplanes tg the ground, 
and, in case of heavy \weather, by di- 
rectignal wires, will be able to guide the 
planes to their: proper destinations.

out to private initiative the possibilities 
of devglapment on an’ economic basis. 
Already some of the enthusiasts see, in 
the not far distance, a development 
which 'will find majl service being han- 
dled by private air carriers, just as to- 
day train mails are transported by the 
railroads. 


Aims of Investigation. - 


The investigation which is now being 
made of the air mail service by the 
Department is expected to 
demonstrate, just what branches of the 
service are $ractical and helpful in de- 
velopment of aeronautics and the rapid 
dispatch of the mails’ The long hauls, 
notably the maintenance of a service be- 
tween New Yorx and other points in the 
East and San Francisco and other points 
on the west coast, stand first in favor. 


’ Concerning this service, the Post Of- 
fice Department has been advised that 
with proper organization for its han- 
dling a regular service could be main- 
tained between the Atlantie and the Pa- 
cific which would transport mail across 
the continent safely, for 80 per cent. of 
the trips,.-on a thirty-six-hour schedule 
between New York and San Francisco. 
This trip includes stops at Chicago and 
Omaha. ’

Such a service, it. is admitted, cannot 
be maintained continuously: unless: the 
equipment, both as to machines and avi- 
ators, is of the highest type. The prop- 
osition is now under consideration of 
having all pilots and navigating person- 
nel examined physically as to their fly- 
ing ability, by army and navy stand- 
ards, as in opposition to a policy which 
might permit Tom, Dick or Harry, with 
but a few hours or days of actual fly- 
ing expérience, to get a place In the 
service.

T IS probable that nothing in New 
York City has grown as rapidly or 
as extensively in the last year as 
the telephone system. In the past 
fifteen months, the company has ex- 

parded its plant in the city to such an 
extent that the growth alone is equiva- 
Jent to a telephone system capabie of 
serving almost any one of thegfirst-rank 
cities of the United States. 

Here is what has been accomplished: 
154,000 new telephones ‘have been in- 
stalled—more than are being used. today 
in a city. the size of Detroit. Half a 
million miles of telephone wire have 
been. added to the system—more wire 
than is in use today in a city the size 
of Cleveland. Six hundred and twenty 
new switchboard operating positions 
have been put in service—as much 
switchboard space as is used today in 
a city the size of Pittsburgh. Five new 
central office buildings have been con- 
structéd and additions have been made 
to seventeen other buildings, affording 
1236 more acres of floor space—an area 
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necessary, of course, to build and install 
new switchboard positions. Six hundred 
and twenty of these positions have been 
put into service_in the 101 central of- 
fices of the city since Janpary, 1920, 
or.as many positions as now serve the 
entire telephone demands of a city as 
lurge as Pittsburgh. Perhaps’ these 
figures could tell their story better if 
there was-.a comparison between the 
year just passed and 1914—the most re- 
cent ‘‘normal’”’ year in the telephone 
business. During the twelve months that 
saw the beginning of the European war, 
the New York Telephone Company 
spent. $7,000,000 for gross additions to 
its plant in the city. In 1920 it spent 
more than $26,000,000. This year it is 
working on a program that calls for the 
expenditure of $35,000,000. 

On Jan. 1, 1915, there were 1,650,000 
miles of ‘‘ outside’’ wire in the city’s 





telephone system. That figure does not 
include inside wires and the thousands 
of miles of conductors that run through 
central office switchboards. Today there 
are more than 3,300,000 miles of ‘‘ out- 
side’’ wire beneath the city’s streets, 
and with the ‘‘inside’’ wire the total 
mileage # far above the 5,500,000 mile 
mark.. At the end of 1914 there were 
542,551 telephone stations in the greater 
city; there now (are nearly 935,000. 
Seven years ago there were seventy- 
one central office exchanges; now there 
are 101. 

The telephone system:in the city has 
virtually. been doubled in -the eight 
years, although most of the growth can 
be attributed to' 1920-1921. One year 
ago‘ about 3,600,000 telephone calls were 
made each day; today the number has 
jumped to 4,250,000 calls every twenty- 
four hours.’ The peak of this traffic 





load comes between the hours of 10 and 
11 o’clock in the morning, when it seems 
that all New York flocks to the tele- 
phone. During the hour a daily average 
of’ more than 500,000 telephone calls are 
nade, and this means that a million 
persons talk over the telephone in — 
one period. 

It is pointed out by J. 8. McCulloh, 
Vice President of the company, that 
since January, 1920, the company has 
been through several stages of ups and 
downs in securing a sufficient number 
of proficient telephone operators. The 
war. had taught. business: and industry 
the value of high-class feminine work- 
.ers, and consequently the company ex- 
périenced’ much difficulty in getting 
girls capable of serving the public prop- 
-erly. 

‘Not every girl can be a telephone op- 
erator,’’ Mr. McCulloh: said the other 


day.

‘“The girls selected for training 
must meet certain educational require- 
ments; they must have a certain arm 
reach; and their voices must be suscep- 
tible to the cultivation and training 
which produces that clear enunciation 
and inflection so marked in the voices 
of telephone operators. Such training 
is vitally important, because every day 
telephone numbers are spoken 15,000,000 
times by operators and subscribers in 
New York City. Clear enunciation is, 
we all know, one of the greatest factors 
in successful telephone talk. 

“In February, 1920, our operating 
force in. New York. City numbered 
slightly more than 11,000, but at present 
we have about 16,000 in service. Our 
campaign for operators last year 
brought us ‘nearly 60,000 applicants for 
positions. Of this number 16,538 were 
accepted for training schools, but nearly 





be , 





greater by 10 per cent. than that of the 
entire Singer Building, and one-third the 
area of the Woolworth Building. 

In money all this represents an invest- 
ment of more than $35,000,000, three 
times the amount of money spent in the 
city by.-the telephone company in any 
normal year before the war. 


Million Stations Soon. 


Probably there is no such thing as a 
limitation onthe growth of a telephone 
system. The million mark in city tele- 
phone stations is expected to be reached 
and. possibly passed before 1921 ends. 
New York now has more telephones than 
all the capitals of Europe and Asia com- 
bined.. The total number of stations is 
nearly 935,000, In recent weeks the tele- 
phone man has been connecting new in- 
struments at the rate of one every min- 
ute for the eight hours of the' working 
day. 

Ther» is, perhaps, only a single place 
in New York where one can visualize 
the continual stream of new telephones 
pouring ‘into service. That place is an 
interesting workshop, where, by a con- 
veyor device, the paper equivalent of 
new telephone instruments can. be seen 
traveling through the recording routine 
as fast and.as soon as new telephones 
are connected. | : 

A stubby wooden chute, polished _by 
constant usage, empties into a belt con- 
veyor ruzinng a course of fifty feet be- 
tween two rows of clerks. . Down this 
chute and along the conyeyor. go black 
canvas envelopes to be picked up by 
waiting clerks. 
belt are’ connected by telephone with a 
number of the force of 700 instrument 
installers who are at work in:all parts 
of Manhattan and the Bronx. When an 
installer puts a new telephone in ser- 
vice, he reports, by’ telephone» to’ the 
clerk beside the conveyor, and she tele- 
phones to a ‘“* dispatcher’s office *’—an- 
other force of clerks—to send down the 
conveyor the canvas envelope in which 
‘that particular installer’s work is as-' 
sorted and routed for. him. The com- 
| pany's order. for the job he. has just 
completed is removed from the envelope, 
©. K.’d by the clerk and sent down 
the. conveyor to the wire chief, who,

In no other occu- 
pation, in no other industry does so 
much depend in human lives and prop- 

».erty as on correct seeing by the railroad 
engineer. On the infallibility of this one. 
sense the lives of the thousands who 
travel depend. The multiplication of 
trains and the growth of the block sys- 

- tem has served to converge a greater 
responsibility on the eye of the engineet. 
No matter how perfect the system of 
signals by the side of the track, if the 
engineer fails to read a signal of danger 
disaster is inevitable. 

That is what happened in this in- 
stance. The engineer saw one signal 
displaying a green light, or clear signal, 
and overlooked another signal display- 

g a red light. His train rushed into 

@ aréa of peril and was struck by 

* @ New York Central train at the cross- 
ing of the two railroads at Porter. 
Thirty-seven persons were killed and 
twenty injured. The wreck occurred 
last Feb. 27. 

In the Mount Union wreck on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad an engineer mis- 
understood the warning light in a dif- 
ferent way. There was some fog, as at 
Porter. It is the rule for the engineer 
and the fireman to call out the lights as 
a check. 

“White! ’’ called the engineer as the 
gwemaphore of the automatic block signal 
system was passed. 

The fireman was leaning over shovel- 
ing coal. 

“Wasn't that a green signal?'’ he 
asked. 

“No, white,’’ repeated the engineer. 

A few seconds later they ran into a 
red light. It was too late then to check 
the speed of the train. It crashed inte 
the rear of the passenger train ahead. 
Twenty persons were killed and five in- 
jured. The green light was iarwarning 
to proceed slowly. 

The Gap of Danger. 


Out of fifty-three collisions investi- 
gated by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission during one year, twenty-eight, 
it was found, occured where some sort 
of the block system was in use. 
Theoretically this system is perfect. 
Its principle is that on a given space, 
usually a mile, only one train may be 
at one time. When a train jis on the 
block ahead, automatically the dan- 
ger signal is set. Originally time 
was the controlling element in train 
operation. The great advance made in 

_ the substitution of a unit of space for a 
unit of time is apparent. But this im- 
provement emphasizes more prominent- 

» ly the gap of danger that remains be- 
tween the system of protection at the 
Side of the track and the engineer in the 
cab. Of the twenty-eight wrecks which 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
investigated in the year referred to, 
eleven were due to the ,failure of the 
engineer to observe and obey signals. 

Can this gap of danger be bridged? 
The answer is of direct interest to every 

~ one who steps aboard a railroad train, 
for no one can buy immunity from the 
proved fallibility of the most carefullly 
Selected engineers. According to repre- 
sentatives of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the answer is an unqualified 
affirmative. Acting under the authority 
of a new section of the railroad law, 
the commission has just taken a mo- 
mentous step in this direction, the 
practical testing out on important rail- 
roads of devices to bridge the gap. This 
action is considered to mark the begin- 
ning wf the greatest advance in safety 
of train operation since the installation 
of the block system. That has now re- 
sulted in automatic signaling reaching 
a@ high state of perfection. The next step 
is automatic train control, to link .up 
closely with automatic gignaling; that is 
®@ device that will step im and entom@e

Engineer 
Wiegand of the New York Central Rail- 
road, in response to an inquiry as to 
what means could be provided to prevent 
similar accidents, stated that in this 
case, as far as signaling was concerned, 
ample protection had been provided, and 
the only thing he knew of that would 
provide further protection was the in- 
stallation of an automatic stop or train- 
control system; he stated, however, that 
he was not at present prepared to recom- 
mend any particular device of this char- 
acter.’’ 

A similar warning was issued by the 
Bureau of Safety after the Mount Union 
accident. But at that time all the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission could do 
was to recommend and to urge. With 
few exceptions the railroads maintained 
their traditional conservative attitude 
toward new protective devices. Against 
this one two main objections were put 
forth, the question of practicability 


especially bad weather, and the cost. 
It wes something like a deadlock, with 
little chance of any real progress. Ad- 
vocates of safety first sought to cut the 
knot by demanding that on a question 
of such importance to the public wel- 
fare, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion should have the deciding voice. 
Strong backing for the proposal was 
obtained in Congress and a provision 
wag incorporated in the railroad law 
conferring this authority on the com- 
mission. This provision says: 


“That the commission may, after in- 
vestigation, ordér any earrier by rail- 
‘road subject to this act within a time 
specified in the order to install auto- 
matic train stop or train control devices 
or other safety devices which cémply 
with specifications and requirements 
prescribed by the commission upon thc 
whole or any part of its railroad. © * *°° 
_ One of the leaders in Congress who 
backed this provision was John Esch,. 
then Chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission of the House. Mr. 
Esch is now a member of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. On the subject 
of automatic train control he said in 
Washington the other day: 

‘*We shall proceed under the author- 
ity given by the new provision of the 
railroad law. Already noteworthy steps 
have been taken in this direction. We 
have recently assigned expert observers 
to each of the three roads that are try- 
ing out automatic stop devices. Tw? 
other train control devices are now be- 
ing installed on the New York Central 
and the Southern Pacific on selected 
parts of these reads. Other installations 
are to follow. To each of these testing 
places a trained observer wili be sent. 
We are now receiving daily reports 
where automatic control devices are in 
practical service, and this will continue 
as new demonstrations are added. 

“‘ These reports will supply us with data 
for ordering more automatic train con- 
trol devices that meet our specifications 
cn the heavier trunk lines. We shall 
proceed reasonably, and on the basis of 
tests. We have to consider the atate of 
railroad finances in ordering installa- 
tions. Even after we have data to go 
ahead on, I do not think initial installa- 
tions will extend above 100 miles, and 
this will be on that part of a trunk line 
where most needed. The railroads have 
two years in which to carry out our 
orders. 

Co-operation with Roads.

This authority comes under that phrase 
in the law which reads ‘ or other: safety 
devices.’ This gives us the right, 
think, to order in the block system. 
Some of the train control devices, ac- 
cording to thein owners, do not require 
the block system as a basis, but it will 
be found generally true that automatic 
train control is superimposed on some 
kind of a block system. Therefore, in 
addition to the protection from colli- 
sions which the block system itself af- 
fords, it is a atep in ‘reparation for the 
extension of automatic train control. 


Contact and Non-contact Devices, 


Train control devices may be divided 
into two general classes, contact and 
non-contact, the distinction being that 
in one class physical contact between 
the roadside apparatus and the train in 
accomplishing» the purpose. The Regan, 
the Miller and the American Train Con- 
trol device all belong to this type. The 
ramp is a third-rail placed alongside the 
track at breaking distance from each 
block signal. The name comes from the 
fact that there is an incline from the 
ends to the centre. On the locomotive is 
a shee for contact with the ramp at 
the given intervaJs. Through the ap- 
paratus on the locomotive that controls 
the shoe rung the current that governs 
the brakes on the train. Through the 
third rail section at the side Of the track 
runs the current of the el@§tric circuit 
of that particular block. 


When the shoe strikes the ramp it 
rises to the high point at the centre and 
at this elevation the electric current on 
the locomotive controlling the brake 
valves is broken. If the block is clear and 
the device is functioning properly the 
shoe picks up the current, and this cur- 
rent, for the instant of contact, takes 
the place of the broken current on the 
locomotive and the brake valves are held 
in place. If the block is occupied and 
the signal is at danger, no current is 
supplied to the ramp to keep the brake 
valve in place, the air brake device on 
the locomotive is at once operatea 
and the brake is set. The train is 
brought to a standstill. This is what 
happens if.the engineer hag failed to 
observe and act on a danger signal. It 
is the automatic stop. The device may 
be so set as to reduce the speed of the 
train when it has risen above the danger 
point instead of bringing it to a stand- 
still. The ramp type of device varies in 
particulars. Some have a ramp on each 
side of the track, the second one being 
to give readings on a dial in the engin¢g 
cab. 

The induction and magnetic types re- 
quire no physical contact between the 
engine and the roadside apparatus. The 
principle here is control by a magnetic 
impulse from the track to the locomov- 
tive. Permanent magnets located in the 


tracks are used to produce approach and 


stop signals, reflecting the signals of the 
block system. In some devices Collect- 
ing.coils on the train perform the same 
function as a transformer, being con- 
trolled by special electric circuits in the 
track rails to stop the train when the 
signal is at danger or to reduce speed 
when speed restriction is imposed. There 
are several variations in this type. It 
has been slower in development than the 
ramp type, but two are now being in- 
stalled for try-out by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Claims made by 
inventors of this type are that it is inde- 
pendent of such untoward weather con- 
ditions as snow and ice, and the prob- 
lem of clearance, with which thé ramp 
type has to deal, is completely over-

‘Tuptcy Ainong’ ‘Builders of 
Our Overseas Commerce 


By DIRK P. DE YOUNG.  - 
HOLD in my hands a brief for for- 
eign traders, a class of merchants 
better known as importers afd @x- 
- porters, who constitute most impor- 
~tant. media of commercial inter- 
course between ‘nations. In the post- 
ar.readjustment period no other’ set of 
business men have had to suffer more 
and no others have had less said or 
done in their behalf than these hard~ 
pressed merchants. The foreign trader, 
acting as an- international middleman, 
has been caught between two major 
economic forces—falling foreign ex- 
changes and domestic credit stringency.’ 
It would be extremely cruel if no voice 
were raised to explain the fall of so 
many of our large import and exp¢rt 
houses. Importers of sugar, spices, furs, 
silks, hides, oils and other raw prod- 
ucts, exporters of sundry commodities 
Produced in this country, among them 
old and well managed concerns, have 
failed during the last year. Not a few 
of them, but a large number of’ them, 
as if hit by some pestilential scourge, 

Making due allowance for the inex- 
perience of our foreign trading element 
and for a gertain amount of misman- 
agement which is likely to crop up in 
a line of business which is somewhat 
quickly developed and unwisely overex- 
tended during the World War, we still 
lack much to explain satisfactorily such 
mortality among import and export mer- 
chants. Even the credit situation here 
at home, bad as it was and which was 
a large contributing factor, was not the 
major cause. The fundamental cause 
was the universal collapse of foreign 
mediums of exchange. 

While during the war the exchanges 
in Europe had fallen considerably it 
was early in 1920 that the wide open 
break took place, and it spread from 
Europe to all other countries like a con- 
tagious disease. Measured in the value 
of American-dollars, foreign exchanges 
fell like torrents; it was indeed a cloud- 
burst of falling pounds sterling, lire, 
francs, Chinese taels and Indian rupees, 
which like the flood lasted for farty 
days and forty nights, and at the end 
of that time many of the foreign traders 
had perished. 


Romance of Foreign Trade. 


Importers are as much interested in 
the fluctuations of foreign change as the 
farmers are 2 the price movements of 
corn and pork. If the importer buys 
spices in the Orient on an exchange 
basis of 2 Chinese taels for one Ameri- 
can dollar, and the exchange suddenly 
drops to 1 tael for $1, the importer 
knows immediately that the products he 
has purchased for sale here will decline 
50 per cent. in value at once. And the 
great distance of his source of supply 
unfortunately makes such forward pur- 
chases almost a necegsity for him. For 
ages past foreign traders could calcu- 
late the risks of foreign exchange almost 
to a fraction of a cent, but in recent 
years the fluctuations have been sq 
rapid and violent that merchants could 
no longer gauge them at all. 

When, therefore, exchanges began to 
fall badly in the early part of 1920, 
great excitement followed, and foreign 
traders became panicky. A fall of ten 
points in the Indian rupee and the Chi- 
nese tael meant a price fall of from 10 
to 20 per cent. overnight in all Oriental 
products here and on the way over. A 
fifty to sixty points fall, which actually 
came later, and which the first violent 
fluctuations indicated, following the 





rourse of the Buropean exchanges, 





would, in a few we time, bring down 
the price of importers’ stocks by from 


60 to 75 per cent., because commodities 
would go even lower than the exchange 
parity itself on account of the sentimen-. 
tal effect of such a precipitate decline 
in the foreign mediums of exchange. 
Merchants who a week or two before 
were rated at a million dollars, if they 
had two million dollars’ worth of stocks 
either here or in transit; either sold or 
ungold; suddenly found that their tangi- 
ble assets had depreciated in a’ few 
weeks time to such an extent that their 
entire capital had been practically wiped 
out, 


Panic of Cancellations. 


Many of the manufacturers and deal- 
ers in the interior, who had placed for- 
ward contracts with importers at -the 
higher prices, wanted* to cancel, while 
the banks were demanding the payment 
of loans or additional security. This, 
indeed, was an ideal setting for a panic 
of_the firet order in itself. But in_ad- 
dition to that the tightness of funds and 
the prohibitive rates of interest, to- 
gether with the Federal Reserve Board’s 
policy of drastic loan reductions, -in- 
tensified greatly the disastrous effects 
of the foreign situation. Between these 
two ‘yiolent forces import merchants 
were squeezed unmercifully, and the 
bankers, advising their wholesale cus- 
tomers on the one hand to buy nothing 
and their import customers on the other 
hand to sell everything they had at any 

price, brought about a most unusual 
and illogical situation which will liye 
long in the memory of\importers. 


Those who could sell their merchandise 
sold at only a fraction of its original 
cost; those who could not fell helplessly 
on the mercy of their creditors. There 
is no parallel in foreign trade circles for 
such chaos as followed. Of all the 
species of insanity there is none more 
violent and brutal than the stampede 
of merchants trying to unload stocks of 
goods when prices begin to fall rapidly. 

There was no such a prophet as Noah 
te give us warning and no ark of safe- 
ty built for foreign traders to protect 
them from the flood of falling foreign 
exchanges. Those who could not climb 
to a’ mountain top of safety perished: 
those who could lost most of their be- 
longings. Firms which did not fail got 
to dry places with little more than their 
shirts on their backs. Large firms with 
a tremendous working capital sunk mil- 
lions of it in the deluge of falling for- 
eign exchanges and the corresponding 
price fall of internktional commodities. 


Effects or Price Panic. 


At the end of 1919 and in the begin- 
ning of 1920 foreign traders were making 
free use of the credit extended so lib- 
erally at that time by the banking 
fraternity. They had made their plans 
and commitments in ‘the Fall before, 
when optimism was general both among 
bankers and merchants. They had sold 
unusually large quantities of imported 
merchandise for early Spring and Sum- 
mer delivery in this country, shipments 
being scheduled for the first quarter of 
the year. They had purchased seme 
more than they had sold on contract, 
since they anticipated good ‘business in 
1920. Credit lines and capital require- 
ments were fully provided for on a 
basis of past experiences. In other 
words, they were, like domestic mer- 
chants, doing business as usual, expect- 
ing lower prices ultimately, like every} 
one else, but not so soon or so unreason- 
ably sharp. 
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American buyers, 
same fate for the same mn, 
when trouble’ broke out they got { 
coming and ‘going. Having goods com- 
ing which} if they could not de- 
liver, or, it unsold, were almo, pt ‘un 
salable at any price, and having do- 
-Tmestic cour’ bought ‘for shipment to 
foretgn ports which buyers abroad re- 
fused to. accept and ‘bills due which 
|banks were reporting unpaid and pro- 
tested, and with no relief in sight in 
any quarter, either at home or abroad, 
importers and exporters who did a large. 
business and had ‘their assets widely 
scattered were crushed like ants under 
the heels of a man, when the interne- 
tional depression of last year suddenly 
developed. 


In normal times teapertere “ane ex 
porters trade on a very small 
of profit. In the aggregate they 
a& great deal, because they do a large 
volume of business safely~on a ¢com- 
paratively small capital with a corre- 
spondingly small overhead. As a class 
they do not speculate much in com- 
‘modities, but sell largely before they 
buy, the business being financed by 
documentary bankers’ credits. Their 
profits are scarcely more than nominal 
payment for services rendered and fa- 
cilities provided as experts in purveying 
their specialties. The way they were 
caught in the depression, therefore, in- 
nocently and unsuspectingly, in ‘the 
process of exchanging products from one 
country to another, in which others 
really hed the primary interest, was 
brutal and pathetic. 


Buyers abroad ordered merchandise 
through them heré in good faith, and 
when prices fejl ‘absolutely refused to 
accept delivery or settle losses for their 
default. Domestic buyers ordered large 
quantities of foreign goods through 
them and when the merchandise ar- 
rived here not a few of them “ welched ”’ 
cn their contracts, No chapter in the 
commercial history of” the world is 
worse than the story of the irresponsi- 
blé manner in which contracts between 
merchants wer canceled, on technicali- 
ties, or utterly repudiated in 4920. And 
no class of merchants suffered more 
from that abominable practice than {m- 
porters and exporters—the buffers or in- 
nocent go-betweens of international com- 
merce. , 


Cancellations Evil. 


Do not infer from this that importers 
and exporters as a class are entirely 
above contract repudiations. There are 
black sheep in every fold. But taken 
as a whole good concerns lived up to 
their obligations to the limit of their 
resources, even when domestic and for- 
eign buyers were wriggling out of them 
on every conceivable technicality. Liv- 
ing up te their own contracts And not 
being able to compel others to do the 
same without resort to the courts broke 
the backs of foreign traders. The 
amount of merchandise brought into 
New York by importers in 1920.for acr 
count of large dealers and manufac- 
turers. in the United States, which 
were rejected on some pretext or no 
protext at all, summed up, would stag- 
ger credulity. All of these goods, sold 
at high prices in round lots, the im- 
porters. and their bankers, who. also 
frequently participated in’ the losses, 
were obliged to distribute themselves at 
only a fraction of the original cost. 
while the métchants for whom they were 
actually ‘imported ‘dodged responsibility 
by setting up the most trivial claims for 
cancellation.» Every vonceivable legal 
obstruction was raised by many buyers 
to void those high-priced import con- 
tracts. It seemed as if moral obliga- 
tions. no. longer counted at all, What 
will the credit man have to say regard- 
ing such concerns in the future, even 
though they remain solvent? And what 
will they have to say regarding those 
who went down honorably living up to 
their. contracts? 

But the strong ‘men of the foreign 
trading business are swimming to shore. 
They have lost their. capital, but not 
their adventurous spirit nor their good 
reputation and business acumen... in 
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learn what a real strike is one’ 
must go to South Americe.

This is the. characteristic procedure | 
fn most faetory strikes, such as those 
at the plants of Swift and Armour in 
1918, and at the Argentine Iron and 
Steel Company, during 1918-19, but in 
several notable‘ exceptions the Govern- 
ment became involved through. diplo- 
matic or other channels. The two classic 
examples are the railroad strike of 1917, 
which, became a general strike, and the 
port strike of 1919, which was ended to 
save the Government's face and which 
was similar to the situation now holding 
the attention of the shipping world in 
both hemispheres. 


In October, 1017, the railroad workers 
settled their factional differences and 
turned their undivided attention toe their 
traditional oppressors, the owners. They 
made thé usual attempt co secure pos- 
session of divisional points. Cars and 
stations went up in merry ‘bonfires. 
The owners sat tight.. Thon came a 
general strike order for all, Argentina. 
Nearly all industries had closed down. 
There was no raw material for the 
plants, no grain for the boats, no cattle 
for thea packing houses, Now, to com- 
plete the tie-up, tramways, taxis and 
bakery wagons stopped running. 

This was a popular strike, for all the 
railroads but one of small importance 
are foreign-owned, and all but two are 
owned by the English, 

The British made diplomatic represen- 
tations to the Argentine Government 
for protection. As it will be recalled, 
the Radicals (corresponding to the Dem-_ 
ocrats in this country}, had just risen 
into power and were angling for the 
continued support “of the labor vote. 
When Buenos Aires was in-danger of 
starvation the Government acted. After 
considerable bickering it announced that 
the strike was ended. If the workers 
refused to go back the military would 
run the trains indefinitely and protect 
non-unfon trainmen; if the railroads re- 
fused- to raise wages and improve 
working conditions as indicated by the 
Government, the latter would run the 
roads. The game, however, was an 
open one. The Government immediately 
showed its cards by raising freight and 
passenger rates more than enough to 
take eare of both the increase in wages 
and the loss of business and property. 
The points at issue were gall arbitrarily 
settled by the Government without ef- 
fective consultation between the two 
principats.

HERE is an empty lot on Fifth 
Avenue, between 104th and 105th 
Streets, in which on any day the 
passer-by may watch some min- 
fature battles among the neigh- 

borhood youngsters who, for want of a 
better place to play, swarm over the 
fence and use the partial excavations 
for riotous pastime. In a short time 
there. will begin to rise on this rock- 
atrewn lot the greatest home and play- 
house for friendless children that has 
ever been erected, a model piace, one al- 
most said institution, but it is not to 
be that, on which it is hoped other child 
training centres will be modeled. 

It will be the gift of Mr, and Mrs. 
August Heckscher to the Children’s So- 
elety—largest single gift ever made for 
the benefit of children—and they have 
been working for months on the plans 
with all the experts they have been 
able to draft into service to make it 
such an attractive place ‘that the chil- 
dren who go there first, sometimes 
against their will, will like it so much 
and be so happy that they will come 
back and turn the place into the great 
child centre of the city. 

Mr, Heckscher’s plans for the building 
are a nice combination of the ideal and 
the practical. The need for a suitable 
home for the Children’s Society comes 
firat, and in discussing his hopes of 
| what the home will develop into, he 
mentioned with indignation that an -in- 
stitution which needs so much support 
as the only hope of hundreds of boys 
and gizls whose. whole future may be 
determined by the influence the place 
has on them, should’ have been left 
with such a minimum of financial sup- 
port that if it were not for the city’s 
contribution to its maintenance it would 
not be able to exist. 

But in addition to providing the so- 
ciety with a place where it may prop- 
erly do its work, the building will. con- 
tain a neighborhood centre, a play and 
work place for children from any part 
of the city who may wish to go there. 
The two distinct parts and functions of 
‘he house will be kept separate, so that 
there will be no mixing, between the 
wards of the society and the youngsters 
who come in from the outside, but there 
is nothing to keep 9 boy who is taken 
te court for playfully hurling rocks 
through « heighbor’s window from being 
pérsuaded that bis talents lie in another 
direction, and in dye time being ad- 
mitted to the free intercourse of the 
playgrounds on the roof and the biggest 
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terest in jails. He found that there 
were a lot of men in jail who might 
not have gone there if they Had been 
able to learn while they were boys that 
there were clean and decent things in 
the world which might entertain them 
as well as the smut and vice of the 
tenement streets. He worked for a long 
time to help some of these men, and 
then was brought to the conclusion that 
while this is a worthy work, he might 
accomplish more and prevent men from 
going to jail by proving to the world 
whet a model children’s centre would 
do to an unruly boy. He hopes to see 
a chain of such buildings spring up all 
over the country. 


A Children’s Theatre. 


The unusualness of the place and the 
appeal that it will have to every kind 
of boy and girl, to every talent and 
temperament, is shown by the multi- 
plicity of artistic and practical things 
which have peen crammed into the 
building by the architects, Maynicke & 
Tranke, under the supervision of Mr. 
Heckscher. There is a_ children’s 
theatre; a perfect stage and au- 
ditorium, on which the natural ap- 
titude of children for mimicry and 
their unconscious art of acting may 
have full play. He wants them to con- 
struct and plan their plays; to produce 
them with the assistance of actors and 
actresses whom he féels sure will flock 
to a work which will appeal to their 
natural generosity and interest ‘in the 
young, and thinks it not at all improba- 
ble that out of this early training some 
of the great future actors and dramatists 
of America may get their inspiration 
and direction. } 

The gymnasium will be a huge affair, 
up under the roof, where there will be 
air and sunshine. It will contain every 
device. for exercise, all the apparatus 
of games which children could want, 
and there will be instructors to teach 
them how to play and develop’ their lit- 
tle legs and arms and chests and how 
to live healthily and well. The swim- 
ming pool will be bigger than the pool 
of the New York Athletic Club, a joy 
to the heart of the boys and girls who 
will be welcomed to it. 
pool and playground on the roof will be 
as artistic as the terrace of an Italian 
villa, and with all these things to ap- 
peal to the natural instincts of the 
growing young animal, in a setting as 
artistic and attractive as it can /be made, 
Mr. ‘Heckscher feels pretty sure that it 
will be so popular’that his experiment

children’ of all ages,’’ said Mr. Heck- 
scher, ‘‘ many of them on good-natured 
mischief bent. There is no control. Po- 
licemen occasionally saunter by with un- 
seeing eyes. Very likely nothing but 
some unusual disturbance or a riot 
would bring about interference by the 
authorities. 

“A passer-by the other day noticed 
little boys not over 9 years of age 
stoning an apartment building which 
still ocgupiea a part of the plot. On his 
good-natured remonstrance he was told 
‘most of the people have movéd out 
and we want to break the glass.’ They 
desisted, however, when he explained to 
them that the glass if intact could he 
sold and the proceeds used for the 
benefit of poor. little children. On an- 
other occasion an' officer of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren was standing on the sidewalk with 
a friend when he was struck with a 
small stone on the cheek. He did not 
even turn his head, although he invol- 
untarily touched the spot, which must 
have been smarting. 

‘‘ Still another time the owner of the 
property in mid-Winter found a bevy of 
young people with hatchets and axes 
within the enclosure, where, during the 
Summer months, moving pictures. were 
displayed, demolishing for firewood the 
benches belonging to the owner of the 
show. These children on being inter- 
fered with, no policemen in sight, 
quite, seriously remonatrated that they 
needed the wood at home and should not 
be molested. On still another occasion 
the janitor of the apartment house above 
referred to tried to prevent a boy from 
climbing the fence and molesting the 
tenants of the building, and the man 
was set upon by a lot of young hood- 
lums and had his leg broken, 

‘These instances, all of them actual 
occurrences, are only a few of the many 
that are constantly taking place, and 
will give an idea of the character of the 
neighborhood. 

‘* Some one has said that dirt is simply 
matter out of place, and the conclusion 
is inevitable that the activities of these 
children are not vicious, but miadirected. 
The animal spirits of the young, their 
uncontrollable impulse to witness action 
and excitement means leense when it 
gets beyond control, end, naturally 
enough, the vicious propensities of the 
few must influence the saner-methods of 
the many, How can we in the midst of 
our teeming city life, hemmed in for lack 
of space, take advantage of perfectly 
natural impulses in our children and di- 
rect them into the channels that make 
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Fifth Avenue, plans a composite build- 
ing which purposes not only the carry- 
ing out of a well-considered plan for 
thorough co-ordination of its many ac- 
tivities—a building that will enable it to 
bring its wards to adequate quarters 
and house them  adequately—but it 
wishes also to afford comfortable rest 
and workrooms for its staff, garage fa- 
cilities for the conveyances needed to 
produce its children in court, facilities 
for a dental clinic and the segregation of 
cases that require separate treatment— 
all thts is to be. in connection with a 
larger and more commodious building 
adjoining, the functions of which are 
intended to be recreational and educae- 
tional, and where not only the soctety’s 
children will be henefited, but where 
also other children, presumably; of the 
neighborhood, will be welcome, can be 
taught, and will find opportunities for 
healthful play and physical exercise, 


“No part of the work that will be 
done and no share of the facilities which 
will be offered tan be deemed new, but 
their co-operation in one building under 
reasonable control should help to solve 
the problem of how to prevent the ener- 
gies of the very young ‘from being mis- 
directed in a great city like ours; from 
being stunted by inadequate light, air 
and supervision; from working to the 
detriment of society rather than in the 
direction of the normal and healthful 
growth of our boys and girls into good 
citizenship. ‘After’ all good citizenship 
means’ ability to work, willingness to 
make allowance for the shortcomings of 
others, and an interest in helpful activi- 
ties, in lieu of destructive and ultimately 
criminal propensities.”’ f 

The Great Problem. 


The great problem now connected with 
the home!.is its permanent financing. 
Mr. Heckscher’s gift of $4,000,000 will 
provide for the building and the site and 
somewhat toward its maintenance, but 
it is expected that the cost each year 
will be between $400,000 and $500,000. 
The income of the society at present is 
about $160,000 a year, and Mr, Heck- 
acher feels that it needs about $250,000 a 
year more to function properly, So this | 
amount must be obtained each year from | 
wealthy persons who are interested in 
the; work, and from others not so well- 
to-do but who see in the. children’s 
building an attempt to build citizens 
which is worth supporting. °

The building has been constructed in 
a way that easily makes possible its 
two distinct functions, the care for de- 
linquents and children thrown upon the 
world by abandonment or the death of. 
their parents, and provision fo# the 
children of the neighborhood. This ‘is 
seen particularly in the way the theatre 
will be constructed, although it is felt 
that that must be postponed until the 
last for lack of funds. 


The main entrance to the theatre is 
through the.main entrance of the build- 
ing, and the pit and gallery are entirely 
cut off from the rest of the house. 
Through the centre of the building from

‘* From two-thirds to three-fourths of 
the Strada dell’ Abbondanza has been 
excavated, and Professor Spinazzola ex- 
pects. to continue until the whole street 
is uncovered. Professor Spinazzola has 
proved that the houses. were two-story 
Structure, while it was previously sup- 
posed that Pompeii Was a one-story 
town, and that the occasional two-story 
buildings shown in the old excavations 
were exceptions. He has also shown 
that there were little’ balconies over- 
hanging the street, little loggias open- 
ing on to the streets, as seen in many 
Italian towns of today. Most of the 
houses had shops, with awning-like 
projections. 


Street doors have been restored with 
the original bronze bolts and Jocks. He 
does not replace the wood, ,but the doors 
are put up in the plaster casts‘ exactly 
as they were in the wood. 

“The new discoveries show that the 
shops were usually closed on the street 
fronts by large wooden shutters made of 
slats which opened and closed like mod- 
ern blinds. When the shutters were 
closed they were fastened on the inside 
with a long bar. In most of the build- 
ings only thé front part has been exca- 
vated—the.shops and the entrance lead- 
ing into the residences. In many of the 
shops they found the things that had 
‘been on sale. The aim has been to re- 
store the shops as they were before the 
eruption. There is one interesting little 
wine shop with a counter facing the 
street. In this has been preserved a 
great bronze kettle to heat water to 
serve with the beverages and the fire- 
place where it was used. In this shop 
were numerous drinking cups hanging 
on the wail. There are shops where 
various household utensils were sold, In 
one there were bronze vases of beautiful 
design. They will all remain where they 
were discovered. 


‘“‘ Along the streets are little altars 
built against the houses with the image 
of some divinity painted on the wall 
above. On some of these altars are of- 
ferings made to the deity. They have 
been preserved under glass cases. The 
fronts of many of the ‘houses were elab- 
orately decorated with frescoes. These two 
will remain where they are instead of 
being removed to the museum at Na- 
ples, as formerly. The character of the 
houses varies somewhat, but among 
those so far uncovered the largest and 
finest have the interior decorated with 
wall paintings. 


“In the interior of many of the houses 
Professor Spinazzola has discovered, in 
addition to the central court with the 
peristyle, alittle garden. Some of these 
are hardly larger than the top of a good- 
sized table. From the flower designs in 
the frescoes on the walls he has learned 
the varieties of the flowers the inhabi- 
tants of Pompeii knew and has replant- 
ed the gardens with the flowers that 
decorated the beds nearly 2,000 years 
ago. ‘The resurrected Pompeii before

An immense amount of fiction is taken 
from our free libraries, in which love 
is presented as identical with inclina- 
tion.

The home is God’s own institution. 
Christ elevated marriage to the rank of 
@ sacrament in His church. Husband 
and wife are co-operating with the Cre- 
ator for the future of the race. There- 
fore are they given grace to bear their 
common burden. Love, not passion, is 
the Christian law of the home. Not till 
passion fs transformed into the calm, 
steady face of love is the will of God 
fulfilled. 

The home life is a life of daily disci- 
pline. Man and wife are not joined to- 
gether for pleasure or ease, for personal 
gratification, for a* mercenary consider- 
ation, for an independent position, for 
escape from a solitary old age or other 
self-centred purpose. They are accom- 
plishing in’ a spirit of vicarious sacri- 
fice the eternal purposes of God. There- 
fore are they supplied in the Church 
with special grace to practice self-de- 
nial, to crucify the flesh, to tread with 
awe the path of duty. They have to 
concede, renounce, give up, bear, serve, 
suffer each for the other, and find their 
happiness in doing the will of God. 


Marriage is made happy by love. Lov- 
ing people set down anywhere will pro- 
duce heaven, for heaven is love and 
love vs God. Banish love and happiness 
is gone. Not all earth’s luxuries can 


mercy to man, His ability and willing- 
ness to make love perpetual. : 


Minister’s Responsibility. 


Young couples stand before the min- 
ister on the wedding day, persuaded that 
they have enotgh of love on hand to 
last a lifetime. But they are mistaken. 
It was never intended that the original 
stock of love should last forever. When 
impatience, temper and selfishness break 
forth it is the evidence that the original 
Store of love is running out. There is 
only one fount of love that never runs 
dry. God is love, and when the heart 
is growing hard and selfish there is but 
one remedy, to seek God and fill the 
broken, leaky cisterns of ‘the human 
heart with Him. Religion gives love 
that survives age and time, producing 
the beautiful home life which we see 
about us and is our solace and inspira- 
tion. 


It is greatly to be regretted that, gen- 
erally speaking, Protestant ministers do 
not guard the sanctity of the Christian 
marriage bond as do the Roman Catho- 
lic, Episcopal and Eastern Orthodox 
Churches. The books of discipline of 
Protestant churches are usually scrip- 
tural and strict, but the ministers do not 
live up to them. In the Roman Church, 
divorce is not permitted between mem- 
bers baptized and married by priests of 
that communion. In the Episcopal 
Church, the innocent party divorced on 
the ground of adultery may be remar- 
ried, but the individual ‘rector is not al- 
lowed to accept an ex parte statement 
from an interested person or to be the 
judge of so grave anissue. The decision 
has to come from the Bishop in writing, 
after submission of the evidence to him 
and his chancellor, an opportunity being 
given to both parties to be heard. The 
result is the Episcopal Church is seldom 
called on to bless such a remarriage. 

Ministers who marry divorced persons 
are largely responsible for the magni- 
tude of the divorce evil. Led away b 
personal sympathy, forgetting or ig- 
noring the great issues at stake, losing 
sight of the welfare of home, marriage 
and country, considering only the: two 
pleading individuals béfore them, having 
no ecclesiastical authority to call them 
to account, and influenced by the pros- 
pect of a fee, these freelance ministers 
make it practically impossible for the 
Church to bring its united influence to 
bear upon the problem. e scandal of 
the situation is that not a single case 
of divorced persons seeking remarriage, | 
no matter how notorious, filthy or offen- 
sive to American nostrils, has failed to 
find an obliging Protestant minister to 
give the blessing of Christ to a union 
which Christ pronounced adulterous.

Post Office Department 
might with propriety be more or 4ess 
controlled by the War Department. I 
realize the different kind of training 
necessary for fighting aviators and mail- 
carrying. aviators. However, undoubdted- 
ly a great contribution could be made 
by the Postal Service to the war air 
service in the event of necessity. 

**I feel we ought to take steps to see 
just what relation does obtain and how 
it:can be improved and just how effec- 
tive we can make the influence of the 
‘War Department in the Postal Air §er- 
vice to the end that the development 
of ‘the latter may prove in the direction 
of being as valuable as possible to the 
former when it might be needed.’’ 

There is another phase of the develop- 
ment of air service which is claiming 
much attention on the part of Post Of- 
fice officials as well as the others at 
the conferences which are being held 
by the representatives of the Post Of- 
fice, War and Navy and Commerce De- 
partments, and that is the development 
of commercial aviation. 

One school of thought which is at- 
tracting considerable attention is that 
the post office should: not expect in- 
all | definitely to conduct such activities as 
the transportation of mail by airplane, 
especially where short trips are involved, 
and that as soon as possible it should 
be relinquished to private industry. It 
is pointed out in_ this connéction that 
the theory upon which the air mail ser- 
vice was ugurated was to do the es- 
sential pioneering work to demonstrate 
that an air ce was possible.

Thére are some advocates of what is 
known as the Continental practice, per- 
mitting an extra charge on mail matter 
transported by airplane, the extra 
charge to be retained in whole or part 
by the private company transporting the 
mail. One. viewpofnt put forward is as 


follows: 
“With the extra charge going to the 
private company, there is the incentive, 


now lacking, to build up a highly spe- 
cialized important mail service between 
the larger cities that would willingly 
contribute additional postage for very 
fast handling. This consists of bank 
mail, brokerage house mail, &c., in- 
volving financial transactions wherein 
gaining a day on bank clearings would 
save large interest charges. This mhethod 
is working out ve successfully on the 
Continent. In Holland alone 
already some twenty-odd mail ‘planes 
privately operated, and if it can be 
done thére :t can be done here with a 
greater field to draw from.’ 

It is possible that Congress will be 
asked to review the whole situation with 
a view to seeing what can be done to 
stimulate private interests to establish 
lines for the transportation of mail by 

lane on the short hauls between 
toe larger cities, and on this may de- 
pend the policy of the Post Office De- 
partment in r a to the maintenance 
for an extended period of its service on 
the so-called short hauls. 

Announcement has just been made by 
Mr. Hays that the air mail service be- 
tween New York and Waghington, on 
which a stop is made at Philadelphia, is 
to be abandoned.

Hill section are attracting the attention 
of motorists and touring to that scenic 
part of New Enstend ts becoming more 
popular every week. A: brief outline of 
the main trunk lines by which the Berk- 
shires may be reached from north, 
south, east and west has beeff*provided 
by the Bureau’of Tours of the Automo- 
bile Club of America. 

From New York City the most direct 
way lies via Central Avenue to White 
Plains, then ‘north on Broadway, around 
Kensico Lake, through Armonk, Bed- 
ford, Golden’s Bridge, Purdys, Croton 
Falls, Brewster, Pawling, Dover Plains, 
Wassaic.

From Bridgeport, Conn., follow the 
Boston Post Read up the Naugatuck 
Valley through Shelton, Seymour, Nau- 
gatuck, Waterbury, Thomaston, Tor- 
rington, Norfolk,\Canaan and Sheffield 
to.Great Barrington. From New Haven, 
go through Westfield, thén over Whit- 
ney Hill through Naugatuck to Water- 
bury, then up the Naugatuck Valley. 
From Hartford, go through Avon, Win- 


, sted and Colebrook to Norfolk, connect- 


ing with the Naugatuck Valley. 

From Springfield, Mass:, the shortest 
and best way to reach the Berkshires is 
via the Jacob’s Ladder route, going 
through Westfield and West Beckett to 
East Lee, where connections can be 
made to. Stockbridge and Lenox. 

From Boston, run through Arlington, 
Croton, Fitchburg and Athol to Green- 
field, then over the Mohawk Trail, en- 
tering the Berkshires at North Adams 
and Williamsto1;n.

The foflowing resolution was adopted 
by the Council of the Interparliamen- 
tary Union at its first meeting after the 
war, Geneva, October, 1919: 

“The - Interparliamentary  Council,- 
meeting Yor. the first, time after the 
World War, hails with the most pro- 
found satisfaction the appearance of the 
League of Nations created by the Paris 
covenant. 2 
‘** Being the expression of the lofty 
idea of co-operation. by all the peoples 
in the interest of peaceful and produc- 
tive pursuits, the League ‘of Nations is 
called into existence to safeguard the 
world against the return of a war like 
that which has just devastated Europe 
and to assure to.the peoples the bene- 
fits of progressive disarmament. 

‘The council, which sees,:with Presi- 
dent’ ‘Wilson, in the new organization 
‘the only hope of humanity,’ expresses 
the firm belief-ttiat the Interparliamen- 
tary Union.will henceforth devote all its 
efforts to stréngthening the League of 
Nations and to its democratic  evolu- 
tion.”’ 


The Interpariiamentary Union has 
moved its central office to Geneva in 
order the better to co-operate. with the 
League of Nations. The Secretary Gen- 
eral, in“his report for 1921, equotes’ the 
above resolution and adds: 

‘“‘In this resolution the council has 
pointed out clearly the great rdle 
which the union can play in aid of the 
League. It must be borne in mind that 
even resolutions unanimously adopted 
by the Assembly do not yet bind’ the 
States that compose the League, for the 
League is not a superstate which can 
In, order 
that the resolutions of the Assembly 
may have’ full effect it is still necessary 
that the States shall ratify them or that 
they shall take certain measures, legis- 
lative and other, necessary to their ap- 
plication. In this field . the®Interpar- 
liamentary, Union may play an eminent- 
ly useful r6le as the intermediary of 
these groups. It may perform a like 
service for the International Labor Bu- 
reau affiliated with the League. That 
interesting new institution may be aided 
by the union and its (national) groups 
if these latter will' charge themselves 
with the duty of helping to put through 
measures at the bureau’s annual confer- 
ences and of urging their ratification 
by the States later on.”’ 


Your readers may like to be remind- 
ed of the fact that before the World 
War the Interpar\iamentary Union had 
a membership of between 3,000 and 4,000, 
drawn fiom either members or ex-mem- 
bers of twenty-odd separate States, and 
that the leading jurists of the world 
have participated in the labors of its 
committees. At its last meeting the 
French and Belgian members did not 
appear because they were not prepared 
as yet to associate with the representa- 
tives of Germany who were present.

CHICAGO, June 4.—A drive by Tommy 
Griffith over the right field wall in the 
fifth inning was the deciding factor in 
the second game of the series between 
the Cubs and Robins at Cubs Park this 
afternoon, the visitors winning by the 
score of 4 to 3. Griffith’s drive account- 
ed for the last run scored by the Na- 
tional League champions, and though 
the home team threatened in later in- 
nings to go to the front Sherrod Smith 
always’ was able to pull’ through the 
dangerous situations. 

The victory gave the Robins an even 
break on their first two games in the 
West, but it failed to carry them back 
to third place, from which they slipped 
yesterday as the Braves were again 
taking the measure of the Reds. 

Smith drew as his opponent Grover 
Cleveland Alexander, who has been of 
little use to the Cubs this Spring, hav- 
ing failed to finish either of the two 
games which he’ started. Today Alex 
again was among the missing at the 
finish, but ft was because he was re- 
moved for a pinch hitter in the eighth 
inning when the Cubs made a strong 
bid to take the lead. The former star 
boxman of the National League was 
master of the situation in most of the 
innings, but the Robins were able to get 
to him just often enough to grab off a 
run--here and there. Alex had the old 
fast ball zipping around the Brooklyn 
bats and set down five of the visitors 
on strike-outs. The Cubs were more suc- 
cessful in bunching his off Smith’ than 
were the Robins off Alexander, yet the 
clusters. did not always produce runs.

Reach | Top of the Ladder by 
Slaughtering Pirates for Third 
_ Time, 12 to 0. 


DOUGLAS ALLOWS ONE HIT 


Bigbee’s Scratch Single to Start 
Game Is Only ‘ Bingle—Seven 
Runs in Second Inning. *

PITTSBURGH, June 4.—Shufflin’ Phil 
Douglas came within one stride of pitch- 
ing a no-hit, me-run game here this 
afternoon. Had he exercised a little 
more care in the first inning his name 
would have been chisseled in that exclu- 
sive niahe in sport’s Hall of Fame along- 
side the other masters of the curve who 
have traveled through nine innings and 
more without allowing their opponents a 
hit. Bigbee, the first Pittsburgh batter 
up in the game, rolled to-Kelly. Douglas 
rushed over to cover first base. He 
took the throw all right but missed 
touching the bag by a few inches and 
Bigbee was credited with a hit. It 
was the only blow even resembling a 
hit that the Pirates got throughout the 
efternoon, and it was an extremely 
scratchy one.. Neither did Douglas issue 
a base on balls or hit a batter. 

Twenty-five thousand persons—one of 


tha largest crowds that have ever been 
shoe-horned into Forbes Field—attended 
the third clash of~the series between the 
Giants and the Buccaneers and saw the 
New Yorkers not only win by the de- 
cisively one-sided score of 12 to 0. but 
oo pver the recumbent forms of 
George Gibson's athletes into first place 
in the National League scramble. 

Until the Giants invaded these smoke- 
laden precincts Pittsburgh entertained 
the belief that its team was destined to 
wade through all N. L. opposition and 
breeze through to a pennant. But since 
the arrival of the McGraw clan local 
fandom is convinced that there is a 
deal of trouble lurking on the broad 
highway that leads to Flagville and 
that it will take an exceptionally keen 
offensive to subdue the Gothamites. 


Giants Hit Fast Pace. 


Three times.the Giants and Pirates 
have clashed in the current series and 
three times the Giants have triumphed. 
Pittsburgh has done its best to sidetrack 
the New Yorkers, but its best has not 
been good enough, not by a margin of 
several runs in each instance. The 
Giants have been on their toes at all 
times. They have been wide awake to 
all opportunities. Pittsburgh _has made 
mistakes and the invaders have been 
quick to take advantage of them. In 
short, the Giants have been playing real 
championship baseball since they ar- 
rived in this hamlet, and local critics are 
now willing to concede that McGraw 
this season is leading ii team that will 
be li thé thick of the fight all the way, 
with an excellent chance of draping its 
efforts with the ‘coveted flag. 

The game this afternoon soon resolved 
itself into a slaughter. From the sec- 
ond inning, when the Giants scored sev- 
en runs, to the clo8e there was little to 
recommend it as a contest aside from 
the effective pitching of Douglas., He 
had everything. His curve broke faster 
than ever. He showed a fine change of 
pace and his control was perfect. He 
worked the corners of the plate through- 
out and seldom was in the hole; in fact, 
most of the time he had the batters in 
the hole. Only twice during the game 
did a Pittsburgh runner get on the paths 
and in both instances it was Bigbee. 
He got a scratch hit in the first and 
eventually worked his way as far as 
second on an infield out. In the ninth 
he was safe when Kelly fumbled his 
grounder, but was left stranded on first. 

Not only did Douglas pitch in master- 
ful fashion but he also did quite a lit- 
tle batting on his own account. He 
made three hits in four times at bat., One 
of them was a double and was a timely 
blow during the rumpus in the second 
inning. The other two were singles, 
one of which figured in the Giants’ up- 
rising in the sixth.

No New York bankers have been able 
to ‘give any clear idea of how Germany 
can have accumulated the credit balance 
on” outside markets on which ‘her Gov- 
ernment is drawing to the exetnt of the 
238,000,000 cash payment to the Allies.

Reserve Bank’ and Reparations Deposit. 


“There was wide: conjecture on Wall 
Street throughout, last week as to the 
actual status of ‘the reparations credit 
in the New York Federal Reserve Bank.

| |MONEY SHIPMENTS STOPPED 


> 


Time Saved and Earning Power of 
Funds Largely Increased by 
Modern Methods. 


‘ 


A few years ago a man in Chicago 
having, a bill to pay in New York 
usually would buy New York exchange 
in the same way a New York merchant 
buys London exchange in the course of 
overseas trade. Domestic exchange was 
subject to many of the rules which 
govern foreign exchange. It fluctuated, 
was bought and sold, and registered the 
ébb and flow of business currents. Often, 
as in foreign exchange, the shipment of 
gold or currency was required in order 
to settle balances between different parts 
of the country. These ‘shipments were 
expensive, troublesome and subject to 
the hazards of transportation. There 
Was a normal seasonal movement toward 
the West in the Autumn when the 
crops were being moved, and a flow back 
to New York in the Winter when goods 
were being ‘paid for and investments 
made. All this was expensive, not only 
because of the cost of shipment and 
insurance, but because of the unpro- 
ductivity of funds in transit. ‘ 

Under the Federal Reserve system 
shipments of gold and currency for the 
purpose of settling balances have been 
almost wholly eliminated. The Federal 
Reserve’s monthly review gives an in- 
teresting account of present day work- 
ings. Transfers are made instantly, and 
-at par, over the wires of the Federal 
Reserve system. This method has es- 
tablished fluidity of funds. There are 
no longer the former barriers preventing 
funds from flowing freely wherever the 
demands of commerce, industry and ag- 
riculture dictate. Shipments are prac- 
tically restricted to the supplying of 
hand-to-hand currency for use ag till 
) money to member banks by the Reserve 
Banks and to the return of the Reserve 


Banks of currency not necded by the 
business of the country. 


How the Plan Works. 


The medium ‘through which balances 

are settled under the Federal Reserve 
system, is the gold settlement ‘fund, 
consisting at present of about $450,000,- 
000. It is lodged with the Treasurer 
of the United States and constitutes a 
part of the gold reserves of the twelve 
Federal Iteserve banks. The portion of 
the fund which each Reserve Bank owns 
changes each business day, and those 
changes are recorded on the books of 
the Federal Reserve Board. The volume 
of settlements of all kinds made through 
the fund averages almost $300,000,000 a 
day. The following table shows settle- 
ments of the Reserve Bank of New York 
through the fund each year since it wag 
first operated: 
1920... .$48,841,000,000) 1917... .$17,119,000,000 
1919.... 41,933,000,000}1916.... 2,835,000,000 
- 82,936,000,000(1915.... 556,000,000 
The number of wire transfers has been 
increasing rapidly. At the beginning of 
1920 transfers made by the New York 
Reserve Bank averaged 363 a day. ‘At 
the end of the year the average was 
712. ‘‘ The business and agricultural in- 
terests of the country derive a great ad- 
vantage from these prompt settle- 
ments,” says the Federal Reserve Bank, 
and cites this instance: Suppose a mer- 
chant in New York deposits in his bank 
a check for $50,000 drawn upon a bank 
in San Francisco. Formerly the check 
would travel to San Francisco, where, 
on arrival,, it would be charged to the 
account of the man who drew it, and 
his bank would mail the New York bank 
a@ check in payment. 


Time Cut in Half Now. 


The $50,000 would not be available to 
the merchant at his New York bank 
until the check arrived, at least ten and 
probably twelve days after the mer- 
chant deposited the original - check. 
Now the time is cut at least in half, 
because the old method of remitting by 
mail across the continent has been 
|eliminated. The mail remittance is un- 
necessary because the San Francisco 
bank upon which the check is drawn 
makes payment-at the San Francisco 
Reserve Bank. The same day the funds 
are transferred through the gold settle- 
ment fund to the New York Reserve 
Bank, which in turn settles immediately 
with the bank that had presented the 
check for collection. i 

The gold settlement fund and the pri- 
vate wire system connecting the Reserve 
Banks also permit another new and im- 
portant service to the commerce of the 
country. This service, which is free, 
provides for the immediate transfer of 
funds by telegraph at par. Assume that 
the $50, payment due from the man 
in San Francisco to the merchant in 
New York had to be made instantly, and 
could not wait for a check to be trans- 
mitted through the mail. His bank 
would charge his account, and atthe 
same time instruct the San Francisco 
Reserve Bank to telegraph the New 
York Reserve Bank, asking it to place 
$50,000 to the credit of the New York 
merchant. in his own bank. The San 
Francisco member bank .is charged 
$50,000 on the books of the Reserve Bank 
and $50,000 in the gold settlement fund 
passes from the ownership of the San 
Francisco to the New York Reserve 
Bank. Thus the transaction is com- 
pleted. Usually such transfers are for 
large sums. To make a large number of 
small transfers, which might have been 
made by check, would clog the private 
wire system of the Federal Reserve 
Banks and hamper the efficiency of the 
service.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Further ob- 
jections to the Capper-Tincher bill regu- 
lating grain exchanges was made today 
before the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee by F. C. Van Dusen, Vice President 
of the Minneapolis Chamber of Com- 
merce. He argued that the Dill as 
drawn would serve to limit the -vqlume 
of trading, reduce the liquidity of the 
market, and lower prices to the farmer. 

Senator Smtih, Democrat, South Caro- 
lina, asked the witness whether the 
Minneapolis Exchange’ cduntenanced 
“* wash _sales,’’.and Mr. Van Dusen con- 
fessed that he did not know what con- 
stituted such sales. _ 

The Senator expressed surprise and 


said he had no further questions to ask 
a witness so unqualifi with his own 
line of business. 

‘‘Let me help the tness,’’ inter- 
rupted Chairman Norrig; ‘‘ These sales 
evidently are confined soap.” 

That was as near as the, committee 
Pgot to a definition of the term.

‘ CANADA’S PRICES LOWER. 


Decline April Is Especially 
Marked In Grains and Pork. 


The downward movement of prices in 
Canada -continued during April, ac- 
cording to figures given out by the 
Labor Department of the Dominion 
Government. ‘The most important 
changes were declines in prices of 
grains and. hogs, with seasonal de- 
creases in butter, cheese, milk and 
cggs. In materials there were again 
numerous declines in leather, | textiles, 
metals and building materials. There 
were increases in cattle and beef and a 
rise in sugar of 50 cents a hundred 
pounds. The Departmental Index Num- 
ber of wholesale prices was down to 
253.7 compared with 263.1 for March; 
253.1 for April, 1920; 279.6 for April, 
1919; 269.4 for April, 1918, and 136.7 
for April, 1914. 

The cost of the weekly family budget 
of staple foods continued to decline, 
averaging $13.74 at the beginning of 
April as compared with $13.23 in 
March; $15.99 in April, 1920; $13.35 in 
April, 1919, and $7.51 in April, 1914. 

In retail prices the average cost of a 
list of staple good in sixty cities was 
12.75 for April, as compared with $13.23 
or March; $15.99 for April, 1920; $13.8. 
for April, 1919; $12.57 for April, 1918, 
and $7.51 for April, 1914. 

The chief changes for the month were 
in eggs and  hogeies the decrease in 
these commodities accounting for a fall 
of 36 cents in the budget. Sugar and but- 
ter showed slight increases, meats were 
practically unchanged, and there were 
slight decreases in rolled oats, rice 
prunes and evaporated apples. In fuel 
coal was silghtly lower, as is usual in 
the Spring for a short time. Rent8 
showed a slight increase in the po bil ds 
and further increases to become effective 
in May were reported. 


MEXICAN OIL EXPORTS. 


April Shipments 16,252,000 Barrels, 
Carried In 165 Tankers. 


There’ were 1p5 different oil tankers 
engaged in transporting oil from Mexico 
during April. These comprised 40 per 
cent. of the tankers flying the American 
flag, 7 per cent. of foreign tankers and 
about 17 per cent. of the world’s tank- 
ers. They carried a total of 16,252,000 
barrels of crude oil, or an average of 
100,000 barrels a ship. About 85 per 
cent. of the tank ships engaged in the 
Mexican trade are American owned and 
fly the American flag, the remainder 
being mostly British. 

The situation as regards oil-carrying 
ships available for the Mexican trade 
has changed considerably within the last 
twelve months. One year ago there was 
a serious shortage of such ships. Today 
there is a surplus. The United States 
tia sing Board has acquired a. large 
number and now ranks as the second 
largest distributer of Mexican crude oil. 
Through its control of a large tank fleet 
the Shipping Board .is enabled to deliver 
and sell oi] in various ports at extremely 
low prices. 


VOLUME OF RETAIL TRADE. 


Changes This Spring Measured by 
‘Amount.and Value. 


The Kansas City Reserve Bank states 
in its monthly report that ‘‘ although 
the wholesale dry goods business at this 
time seems to be out of joint, reports 
of sales in March and April this year, 
while reduced about one-third in each 
month from the sales of March and 
April, 1920, exceeded sales for the 
same months in 1919, 1918 and 1917. 
This fact is not fully appreciated un- 
less it is reaJized that prices of textiles 
are now lower than they were in 1919, 
1918 and 1917.”’ 

Covering the same subject, the Re- 
serve Bank of Atlanta states that 
‘sales during the month of April, 1921, 
reported by 19 representative depart- 
ment stores, were only 19.5 per cent. 
less’ in dollar volume sales by the 
same stores during April, 1920: This 
indicates a larger actual volume of 
goods sold when price changes are con- 
sidered.’’

The per capita burden 
from reparations payments is reckoned 
at 58.3. gold marks per annum, or 816 
paper marks. It is added that the bur- 
den does not seem impossible on the 
basis of normal production and assuming 
the capital wealth of Germany not to 
be heavily reduced by the payment; but 
it is intimated that the burden could not 
be permanently endured if the initial 
cash payments turned out to ‘involve 
large realizations of existing capital.

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SINGLE-STALK COTTON GAINS 


Increased Yields Popularize New 
Growing System. 


Twenty-five to 100 per cent. increase 
in yield is reported by. cotton growers 
who have adopted the new close-spacing 
system of cotton culture, introduced 
eight or ten years ago by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Re- 
ports coming directly to the department 
and to Southern agricultural journals, 
which have interested themselves in en- 
couraging the new system, show that 
farmers throughout the cotton regions 
of the country are rapidly turning to 
the plan. Increased yield, less labor and 
expense for the same crop, and a lessen- 


ing of boll weevil damage are among 
the benefits recited in hundreds of let- 
ters from farmers in various parts of 
the South. Indications are that the sys- 
tem will be adopted far more widely the 
coming season. 

The close-spacing, more commonly 
known as the single-stalk method of cot- 
ton culture, consists primarily in spacing 
the cotton plants so close in the row— 
a hoe width apart—that the lower or 
vegetative branches do not develop, and 
the growth of the Prange goes directly 
into. the upper or fruiting branches, per- 


mitting them to begin the development |’ 
of blossoms and bolls earlier and! giv- Bept 


ing them more nourishment and more 
light. 

he discovery that the cotton plant, in 
common with coffee, cacao and.a num- 


ber of, other species, produces two dif- |: 


ferent sets of branches was announced 
by specialists of the department about 
1911, and has given direction to a series 
of useful experiments in cultivation. By 
taking a count of the specialized habits 
of branching it was found possible to 
exercise a much more effective control 
of the development of the plants so as 
to secure earlier crops, larger yields, 
and greater protection against injury by 
the boll weevil. : 

‘““The suppression of the vegetative 
branches avoids the excessive crowding 
of large plants and injurious competi- 
tion between the two kinds of branch- 
es,’ says a bulletin on the subject. 


‘‘The cultural ideal under the new sys- Be 


tem is a cotton plant with only the sin- 
gle, erect, central stalk beari numer- 
ous well-developed fruiti ranches, 
but none of the vegetative branches or 
secondary stalks. The suppression of 
the vegetative branches is easily accom- 
plished by leaving the young plants 
close together in the rows. Thinning 
is deferred until the plants are some six 
to eight inches high, or even later under 
conditions of rank growth. If the young 
plants stand less than six inches during 
these early stages of growth, more of 
them will not produce many vegetative 
branches, but will have vi A the upright 
central stalk and the horizontal fruit- 
ing branches. 

“The distance between the plants is 
regulated with reference to local condi- 
tions and the habit of growth of differ- 
ent varieties, the range eng 8 between 6 
and 12 inches. The.plants then have a 
narrow, upright form and can be left 
closer together in the rows. In the way 
of production two distinct advantges are 

ained, the smaller, single-stalk plants, 

ree from any large unproductive off- 
shoots, proceed at once to the develop- 
ment of the branches, which ,produce 
cotton bolls, and in many cases these 
small plants produce almost as many 
bolls and a better quality of lint than 
large many-stalk§d plants occupying the 
space of three.of the smaller. But, even 
with very small plants that bear only a& 
few bolls apiece, the yields may be much 
larger than from large spreading plants. 
The bolls also are produced much earlier 
on the small plants, and are more likely 
to escape injury. by the boll weevil. 

‘“‘The Egyptian cotton industry of the 
Southwest, an achievement of the De- 

ent of Agriculture which has add- 
ed $20,000,000 a year to the annual agri- 
cultural income of the country, could not 
have been accomplished, in the opinion 
of department specialists, without the 
new close-spacing system for controlling 
the vegetative branches. The benefits to 
the $2,000,000,000 cotton crop of the coun- 
try at large, with continued extension 
of the new method, can only be faintly 
estimated.’’

For instance, this recent ro- 
mance Concerning a large piece of land 
in one of the most populous centres of 
London, 

A shopkeeper on the estate, finding 
that his lease was about to fall in, grew 
anxious as to its renewal and inquisi- 
tive as to the identity of the landlord. 
He made search among the old maps at 
the British Museum, and eventually 
found that the estate, worth some $160,- 
000 a year at that time, was located on 
a site belonging to the most famous 
and oldest of the Charity Foundations 
in London, He at once communicated 
his discovery to the governors of the 
foundation. 

They consulted their solicitors, who 
wrote a ‘fishing’ letter to the firm 


rents. They were informed that, as the) 
lease of this block of property was 
about to expire, the question of dilapl!- 
dations had better be considered. Tho 
reply to this was an indignant letter 
from the agents’ solicitors demanding 
what right the foundation had to inter- 
fere, and stating there could be no 
cause for such interference, (their cli- 
ents being the ground landlords. 

The foundation persisted in its in- 
quiries, old deeds were searched 
through, and old letters or copybooks 
carefully perused for a clue. Its solici- 
tors got it and followed it up. Nego- 
tiations proceeded, and in time the 
charity established complete ownership 
of the property in question. : 

This property, worth $160,000, had 
gone begging for an owner, surprising 
as it may appear. How this amazing 
thing came about is quite natural. Some 
of the details remain dark and myste- 
rious. In the main, however, the case 
was succinctly made out. In the hard 
times following the Great French War 
and ‘Waterloo the governors of the 
foundation, finding themselves in lack 
of funds, sold the ground rents of thi« 
particular estate for the whole term 
of the lease. 

They had protected their right to the 
ground itself by reserving to themselves 
an annual payment in the form of a 
peppercorn rent. This nominal rent had 
been paid to them for a generation and 
more, _then, being very trifling in 
amount, and had apparently been al- 
lowed to be paid in accumulated ar- 
rears. In time the arrears had been al- 
lowed to lapse. 

At any rate, this peppercorn rent was 
forgotten, and all immediate record of 
it disappeared. The result was the 
ground and houses would have becornc| 
the property of the heirs of the original 
purchaser of the ground rents except 


for the curiosity of the tradesman con- 
cerned.

Report of Building Superintend- 
ent Discusses Past and Pres- 
ent Housing Conditions. 


FEW APARTMENTS ERECTED 


Alterations. and the Demglition of 
Old Structures Made a Bad 
"Situation Worse. 


A definite, concrete statement of what 
the borough lacks in housing is made by 
the Superintendent of Buildings in the 
annual report of the Borough President 
when he says that at the close of 1920 
there was a shortage of 600 tenement 
houses, equivalent to about 20,000 apart- 
ments, in the borough of Manhattan. 

The following table, a comparison of 
contemplated new housing provisions 
for the last eleven years, shows how little 
last year’s building operations in the 
borough meant to the family seeking 
living quarters:

‘The figures in the table show that 
during the past year only about ona 
eighth of the usual amount of housing 
was provided. Ordinarily, the number of 
tenement houses proposed in any year 
averages more than 34 per cent. of the 
entire number of buildings contemplated. 

“‘ For the three years preceding 1920, the 
number of tenements was only slightly 
in excess of 8% per cent. of the contem- 
plated buildings. Conditions in 1920 were 
even worse in this respect, it appearing 
that only 5 per cent. of all proposed new 
buildings were to be tenement houses. 
The average number of tenement houses 
for 1917, 1918 and 1919 was 25. 

‘‘The number fell below this in 1920, 
dropping to 22. <A study of the number 
of apartments provided by these propos- 
ed tenements makes the case even dark- 
er for the home hunter. The exact 
number of apartments in the 22 tene- 
ments is 1,134, an average of 51.6 for 
each such structure in Manhattan. Com- 
paring this with the number annually pro- 
vided during the normal pertod (1910- 
1916 inclusive) it appears that the past 
year is only 17 per cent. short of the 
normal annual average. 

‘‘ Building alterations, instead of con- 
tributing to the relief of the housing 
shortage, make the situation even worse. 
A close analysis of the alterations con- 
templated during the period of January 
1 to April 15, 1930, indicates that 
housing facilities were "decreased rather 
filed. increased in the modification plans 
file 

‘* What little encouragement the home- 
seeker gets from the fact that durin 
1920 housing accommodations for 1,1 
or so families were provided in an- 
hatta: is offset by the year’s record 
of dernolitions. Figures compiled by the 
Building Bureau show that almost ex- 
actly 1,100 homes were destroyed in the 
borough through the removal of dwell- 
ings and tenements. The year 1920, 
therefore, gave us not one single addi- 
tional house. 

‘Recognizing the desperate lack of 
homes, not only in this borough but 
throughout the greater city. the Boro- 
ough President, as a member of both 
the Board of Aldermen and the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, fought for 
measures which he believed would en- 
courage the building of houses. Chief 
among such measures was a resolution 
sponsored by him embodying the 
exemption ordinance which was based 


for a ten-year exemption, up to a cer- 
tain amount, on the value of new build- 
ings constructed in the great city and 
designed as homes.’’

A FAIR RENT RETURN 





A 10 per cent. return in the case of 
poorer grades of apartments and a max- 
mum return of 7% per cert. in the case 
of high-grade multi-family houses is 
considered sufficient by the Wash- 
ington Heights Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion, which has just prepared, at 
the request of several Justices of 
the Municipal Court, a chart and 
data substantiating this contention.

‘‘We have carefully investigated and 
compared the relation of operating costs 
to gross rentals, and find that they 
have increased from the well-established 
proportions existing prior to the war, 
so that we now find that they vary 
from 87 per cent. in the case of cold- 
water tenements to 62 per cent. in the 
case of elevator apartments. These pro- 
portions being added to the net income, 
afford the rate of fair rentals which 
we propose. These rates range from 
16.77 per cent. of the minimum value 
in the case of cold-water tenements to 
20.8 per cent. in the case of elevator 
apartments. : 

‘“We have carefully compared. these 
proposals with the record of recent 
sales and offerings of such properties, 
and we-find that they fairly represent 
current market conditions in the pro- 
portion which the Commercial value of 
such properties bears to the rate of 
rentals. We therefore present a sum- 
mary of the ratio of rents to minimum 
value, which forms a ready method of 
determining the rate of the rental.

‘anti, Street ‘Corer to Be bias 
proved With a Monumental 
Structure 


OF GRANITE AND LIMESTONE 


For Fifteen Years Company Has 
Occupied Portion of Chamber 
of Commerce Bullding. 


Beginning of work last ‘week on the 
new home of the Lawyers Mortgage 
Company, at the northeast corner of 
Nassau Street and Maiden Lane, empha- 
sizes the steady change in the character 
of Nassau Street, north of Liberty’ 
Street, within recent years. 

For the past fifteen years the Lawyers 
Mortgage Company has occupied the 
ground floor of the Chamber of Com- 
merce building, but the growth of its 
business has necessitated larger quar- 
ters. The new building will be three 
stories in height, of fireproof construc- 
tion and will cover about 6,000 square 
feet. The first story is of granite and 
the. upper stories. of limestone. . The 
doors and grill: ‘work will be of massive 
bronze and the steps of marble. 

The main story will be a banking 
room, forty feet high and circular in 
form.. The approach will be a flight of 
steps of monumental character from ths 
corner of the building leading into a 
circular space designed for the use of 
customers and surrounded by a balus- 
trade of travertine marble. Again encir- 
cling: this space will be ten columns of 
stmilar marble. Above the central circu- 
lar space is a rotunda carried up 
through the roof-of the building and 
surmounted by glass, giving a flood of 
natural light into all parts of the bank- 
ing room. The.walls of the banking 
room will also be of Italian travertine. 

Radiating from the central space will 
be the different departments of the com- 
pany. The sales department, equipped 
with tables, chairs and rugs; the lend- 
ing department, where mortgage loans 
are submitted to the company; the ex- 
tension department, where all details are 
attended to in connection with the an- 
nual turnover of $40,000,000 of maturing 
mortgages; the cashier’s department, 
where payments of interest and principal 
of mortgages may be made; the insur- 
ance department, where $150,0v0,000 of 
fire insurance policies are carci for; the 
tax department, where payment of taxes 
and assesments is supervised and the ad- 
ministrative and private offices of the 
officers of the company. There are two 
mezzanines in the rear containing rooms 
for the closing of mortgage transactions, 
telephone switchboards, &c.

The Committee on the City Plan and 
Public Improvement of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment decided 
unanimously at its meeting on May 31 to 
report favorably on the petition of the 
Fifth Avenue Association to widen Fifty- 
seventh Street, between Fifth and 
Eighth Avenues, by ordering the en- 
croachments removed and reducing the 
width of the sidewalks by ten feet on 
each side and adding this twenty feet 
to the roadway, thus creating a street 
with a sixty-foot roadway, ample to ac- 
commodate the heavy traffic which now 
crowds Fifty-séventh Street. 


In the Fall of 1920 a number cf prop- 
erty owners in Fifty-seventh Street, who 
are members of the Fifth Avenue Asso- 
ciation, met and expressed their con- 
viction that Fifty-seventh Street should 
be widened to accommodate the ever- 
increasing vehicular traffic on it Under 
the Chairmanship of Harry Collins the 
Fifty-seventh Street Committee of the 
association promptly decided to ascertain 
the views of the property owners as to 
the advisability of the proposed widen- 
ing. The offices of the association sent 
out letters to every property owner be- 
tween Lexington and Eighth Avenues,

Traffic counts were also taken to get 
correct figures to show how traffic 
moves on‘ Fifty-seventh Street between 
Eighth and Madison Avenues. It was 
found that on March 25, 5,768 vehicles 
passed between Fifth and Sixth Avenues, 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 6 
P. M., of which 8,633 were passenger 
cars, 1,600 commercial vehicles and 585 
omnibuses. 

The east bound traffic on the same day 
and in the same block was found to be 
6,112 vehicles divided into 3,751 passen- 
ger cars, 1,784 commercial vehicles and 
567 omnibuses. Between Seventh and 
Sixth Avenues the counts showed 4,673 
vehicles divided into 2,759 passenger 
cars, 1,881 commercial vehicles and 538 
omnibuses. 


The east bound traffic on the same 
day and in the same block consisted of 
4,980 vehicles, of which 8,025 were pas- 
sénger vehicles, 1,428 commercial vehi- 
cles and 537 omnibuses. The block be- 
tween Broadway and Seventh Avenue, 
west bound, was used by 3,944 vehicles, 
of which 2,345 were passenger vehicles, 
1,069 commercial vehicles and 530 omni- 
buses. The east bound traffic on the 
same day in the same block was 3,608, of 
which 2,319 were passenger cars, 768 
commercial vehicles and 526 omnibuses. 

The density of this traffic comes from 
thé great improvements, which have been 
made on this. street.

So much has been said regarding the 
possible success or failure of co-opera- 
tive apartments in New York City, par- 
ticularly with regard to those erected 
subsequent to the World War, that it is 
interesting to be able to obtain & com- 
plete analysis of a year’s experience 
with two new co-operative apartments.

Property for $5,000, 000. 

One of the largest apartment house 
leases made in.
